In orderto present the result of their labors in the most simple 
and intelligible form, they have, in the first place, presented sepa- 
rate statements, exhibiting the condition of the affairs of each com- 
pany, with such explanatory remarks as they deemed proper and 
necessary, to which they have appended anaggregate statement ex- 
hibiting in one view, the information required by the second sec- 
tion of the act under which they were appointed.

In order to communicate the result of their investigation of the 
affairs of this company in the most intelligible form, the committee 
have deemed it expedient, in the first place, to make the statement 
hereto annexed, marked A., which exhibits the aggregate of receipts 
from all sources, and also theaggregate expenditures as reported by 
the company, from which statement it will be seen that they ac- 
knowledge their receipts to have been $450,958 23, of which 
amount $216,250 was received upon the State's subscription in 
bonds, and $284,708 23 was received from individual subscribers, 
showing an excess paid in by individual stockholders over the 
amount paid by the State, of $18,458 23, upon which excess the 
company predicated their recent application for $18,000 of bonds, 
the issuance of which was intercepted by a special report of the 
committee to his Excellency the Governor, made in compliance 
with the requisition of that officer. 

After as thorough an investigation of the affairs of the company, 
however, as circumstances would allow, the committee present the 
statement marked B.,as exhibiting, as nearly as can be ascertained, 
their actual legitimate receipts and expenditures. 

In the statement last mentioned, marked B., the committee have 
not recognized as legitimate, several items of expenditure reported 
by the company, viz:

In relation to the investment of $54,944 96 at Fort Pickering, 
the committee regard itas a private adventure of the individual 
stockholders. 

By the act of 27th January, 1840, section 1st, the company are 
authorized to construct lateral or branch roads, to purchase real es- 
tate, &c., &c., by increasing their capital stock for that purpose; 
butthere is nothing in this section (upon which the company relies 
to justify these expenditures) authorizing the appropriation by the 
company, of any portion of their original capital of $500,000 for 
such purposes; and indeed if any ambiguity is attached to the first 
section, the proviso to the fifth section of the same act, is conclusive 
upon this subject. This section provides expressly that “this act 
shall not be so construed as to authorize the company to claim, or 
the Governor to issue, in all, including as well those heretofore is- 
sued, as those hereafter to be issued, more than two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars in State bonds, and the whole of that amount 
with an equal amount raised from individual stockholders, skall be 
laid out upon the main road, from LaGrange to the Mississippi, and 
from Somerville to the main stem at Moscow." 

itis also provided by the second section, that all real estate 
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disposed of by the company shall be sold for the benefit of the in- 
dividual stockholders; from which also, itis evident, that the-Gener- 
al Assembly contemplated that the individual stockholders should 
look to their individual resources, if they chose to avail themselves 
of the privileges granted by the first section of the act; viz: to pur- 
chase real estate; &c., &c. 

In refusing to recognize these items of expenditure, the commit- 
tee are not unmindful of the fact that they have been sanctioned by 
the directors onthe part of the State; for although their assent, pre- 
cedent or subsequent ratification of any lawful act of the company 
within the spere of their legitimate powers, would be binding upon 
the State, yet in the judgment of the committee it will not be con- 
tended that the directors on the part of the State, acting in the ca: 
‘pacity of special agents, can alter the contract of their principal at 
pleasure, or that the State would be bound by their assent to a vio- 
lation of the charter. TN 

Asthe committee have allowed no creditin their statement marked 
B. for the expenditure at Pickering, they have not, for that and other 
reasons, charged the company with $60,000 proceeds.of Pickering 
property appropriated to the payment of the debts of the company, 
and reported under their line of receipts to the credit of individual 
stockholders. 

In ascertaining the receipts of the company on individual sub- 
scriptions, to the extent of which the company were entitled to de- 
mand payment in bonds upon-the State's subscription, the commit- 
tee have not recognized an item of $5,685 02 received for interest 
upon instalments overdue, for the reason thatthey regard said inter- 
est in the charater of damages resulting to the company, on account 
of the defalcation of delinquent subscribers. In order, therefore, 
to ascertain the true deficit of individual stockholders, it is only ne- 
cessary to deduct the amount of principal baid by them, viz: $216,- 
250, which shows their deficit to be $50,228 79, as will appear 
from abstracts marked C. and D. 

By statement marked A., in which the committee have taken as 
their data the receipts and disbursements reported by the company, 
the expenditures exceed the aggregate amount of. receipts from all 
sources $10,362 65, which excess should exhibit the indebtedness 
of the company, as this sum would only be subject to such varia- 
tions as might be produced by their interest account; yet they re- 
port an actual indebtedness of $63,696, exclusive of interest, and 
which exceeds their balance of expenditure $53,353 35, and as they 
report no corresponding balance in the Treasury under their line of 
assets, they are consequently chargeable with that amount ($54,353- 
35) of funds received and not accounted for, except the sum of 
$5,055 04 by which amount, the proceeds of Fort Fickering ($60,- 
000) appropriated to the payment of the debts of thecompany, ex- 
ceeds the amount of company funds abstracted, (viz: $54,944 96) 
and vested at Pickering, &c., and,which being deducted, leaves a bal- 
ance unaccounted for, of $48,298 21. 

By statement marked B., according to the data assumed by the 
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committee (and which, as they believe, presents the actual legiti- 
mate receipts and disbursements of the company) the balance, or 
excess of expenditure is $15,896 69 which, snbtracted from the 
actual indebtedness reported, leaves a balance unaccounted for of 
$48,298 21, and which accords with the amount above stated. See 
abstracts from A and B, marked C. and D. The reason for this 
manner of stating the account, and treating the indebtedness of the 
company, will be obvious by reference to the fourth response of the 
company to the second series of interrogatories submitted by the 
committee, in which the company state that their indebtedness was 
created for grading, grubbing, motive power, &c., &c., and appears 
to their credit under their line of expenditures. 

. The committee are constrained to attribute the present embarrass- 
ments of the company, in & great degree, to the unreasonable 
amount paid for engineering, salaries, &c., &c., to the deficit of the 
individual stockholders, and the amount of company funds abstract- 
ed for purposes of individual speculation. 

The company have suspended operations for the most part since 
1842, and from all they could observe, the committee were forced 
to conclude that the completion of the road by the present stock- 
holders was not contemplated. by the officers of the company, and 
the committee are also justified or sustained in their conclusion by 
the fact, that the representatives from theimmediate vicinity of the 
road, asked for and obtained at the session of 1843-4 a charter to 
authorize the construction of a turnpike road from LaGrange to 
Memphis—from which the state of feeling prevalent in that commu- 
nity 5 relation tothe prosecution of the work, may be readily in- 
erred. 

From this view ofthe case, it isobvious that this enterprise must 
result in a heavy loss to the State, after all the advantages that may 
result from a resort to the liens secured upon the private property 
of individual stockholders aud the property of the company, by the 
22d and 24th sections of the general law of 1897-8, and the 5th 
section of the act of 27th January, 1840, which have been sustain- 
ed and enforced by the Supreme Court, State vs. L. &. M. railroad 
company, 4th Humpreys, 488: and Nashville and Kentucky turn- 
pike company «s. deliquent subscribers, decided at the present term 
[ December, 1844,] and not yet reported.

Upon investigation and settlement of the affairs of the Nashville, 
Murfreesboro’ and Shelbyville turnpike company, this day con- 
cluded, between Robert W. Powell, chairman of the committee 
appointed by the Legislature to investigate and settle the affairs of 
the respective internal improvement companies, in which the State 
is a stockholder and James H. Foster, president, and Thomas 8. 
King, Edward Trabue, Wm. F. Lytle, Levi Wade, Wm. Grey, 
Samuel Philips, John Caldwell and George A. Sublett, directors of 
said company, itis agreed and stipulated by the respective parties, 
to wit: that the individual stockholders shall pay into the Bank of 
Tennessee at Nashville, out of the first nett proceeds realized upon 
their shares in said company, the sum of $25,085 90 in considera- 
tion of that amount of school fund of the counties of Davidson, 
Rutherford and Bedford, and academy fund of Davidson county, 
or at their election, vest such sum in bonds of the State of Tennes- 
see as will yield annually, when so invested, the stim of one thous- 
and five hundred and five dollars, fifteen cents, four mills, and the 
said president and directors of the said company, hereby agree to 
pay annually, the aforesaid sum of one thousand five hundred and 
five dollars, fifteen cents and four mills, for the benefit of common 
schools in the said counties of Davidson, Rutherford and Bedford, 
until they shall have paid into the Bank of Tennessee, or invested 
in bonds of the State, as herein before provided, the sum of $25,085 
90 aforesaid, subject to a credit or deduction, however, for such 
amountof interest as may accrue at six per cent. per annum, on 
the deposits or payments made by the company into the Bank of 
‘Tennessee, for the purpose of liquidating the aforesaid lability of 
$25,085 90 and when the said sum of $25,085 90 shall have been 
paid into the Bank of Tennessee, in manner and form as hereinbe- 
fore provided, the said company. shall thereafter be forever acquit- 
ted and released from any and all charges for interest on said school 
and academy fund, and the said president and directors, as well in 
behalf of the company, as of the individual stockholders agree to, 
and do hereby relinquish all claims against the State for interest ad-

arrearages of interest on said bonds, and for which the company 1s 


now in default, according to the provisions of the before recited act 
of 19th February, 1896, and also to assume the payment of the in- 
terest of and on the sum of $16,228 and pay over the same for the 
henefit of common schools in the said counties of Davidson, Ruth- 
erford and Bedford, and the academy of Davidson, to such person 
or persons as shall be authorized to receive the same; said sum of 
$16,228 being the remainder of the sum of $41,813 73 common 
school fund of the counties aforesaid, and academy fund of David- 
son county invested in stock of said company by authority of an 
act passed 17th December, 1831, section 9; and the said Robert 
W. Powell, chairman, &c. as aforesaid on the part of the State, fur- 
ther agrees to, and does hereby relinquish all claims of the State 
against sald company for proceeds upon stock owned by the State, 
and all other claims and demands whatsoever, and it is hereby fur- 
ther agreed and stipulated by the said parties, that the funds of the 
company, now in the Treasury, shall be deposited in the Bank of 
Tennessee at Nashville, subject to any charge against the said com- 
pany for interest on school fund, academy or other lawful demands 
whatever, until this settlement shall be ratified by a majority of in- 
dividual corporators and the Legislature of the State, to assemble 
in October next, and the remainder of said fund, then on hand, af- 
ter meeting such charges aforesaid, shall be paid over to the respec- 
tive parties, pro rata by the president of the Bank aforesaid, to be 
devoted, as they may elect, to their respective interests—the pres- 
ident of the Bank, representing theState in the distribution of 
said fund so on hand as aforesaid, and in the reception of the 
amount thereof due the State. The said president and directors 
of the said company hereby further stipulate and agreeto pay over 
to the State semi-annually, without defalcation, the nett proceeds 
upon the shares of the State in said company, to wit: on the first 
days of January and July in each year; the first payment te be 
made on the first day of January, 1846, out of the receipts aecruing 
from the date hereof. 

In witness whereof, we have hereunto set our hands to duplicate 
copies, the date and year above written. 

The above recited agreement contemplates a re-organization of 
the company as it regards the relations of the corporators. The 
preferred stock (school fund amounting to $41,813 90) is to be 
paid over to the Bank of Tennessee, pro rata—by the individual 
stockholders and the State, and the State's stock of $66,666 66 
will be thereby rendered available at par, as it will nett upwards 
of six per cent., assuming the receipts and disbursements of the 
company for 1844, afford reliable data, and the committee doubt 
not that the amount of receipts will be hereafter materially increas- 
ed. 

Under existing circumsteuces, the State could not, at any time, 
availitself of the fund invested in the road, however desirable it 
might be to aid in the payment of the bonds issued to make said in- 
vestment, or to meet any other exigency, forthe reason that the nett 
profits upon the State stock, (after the requisitions upon the com- 


es | ee 


pany for dividends upon preferred stock are discharged) are insuffi- 
cient to meet the interest advanced by the company upon the bonds 
issued for their benefit; and although the company is required by 
the actof 19th February, 1886 to pay the interest on the State 
bonds, yet the excess over the amount of nett profits upon the 
State's stock is reimbursable; hence it will be obvious to your hon- 
orable body, that the investment of the State was not only a total 
loss, but at the maturity of the bonds, there would have been a. con- 
siderahle balance due the company for interest advanced and reim- 
bursable out of the proceeds of the State's stock. 

The committee also assume on the part of the State, the payment 
of $973 68 per annum, for the benefit of common schools. This as- 
sumption need notaffect the annual charge, either against the Bank 
or the Treasury, as the Legislature has entire control over the 
amount that shall be annually distributed for the benefit of common 
schools, except as to the interest or dividends on the schaal fund pro- 
per, and as there is alarge excess over the nett profits upon the 
school fund, now annually distributed by the Bank, it will only be 
necessary that the principal be preserved as required by the con- 
stitution.

The Nolensville Turnpike Company was incorporated by an act 
passed 17th February, 1836, with a capitalstock of $75,000 said 
act referring for the powers and privileges conferred, to the act in- 
corporating the Franklin Turnpike Company, passed 31st Decem- 
ber, 1829. The charterof the Nolensville Turnpike Company was, 
however, amended on the 24th January, 1838, and the capital ex- 
tended or increased to $100,000. 

It will be seen from the foregoing statement of the expenditures 
of the company that they have exceeded their receipts by $12,636 
76, in order to complete the road. Of this excess the committee 
can only recognize $3,713, (theamount of the assets of the com- 
pany due upon the subscriptions of the State and individual stock- 

olders,) as the company cannot bind the State for any expendi- 
ture beyond the capital stock. 

The company claim the right to devote the proceeds of the road 
to the payment of the indebtedness created by said excess of ex- 
penditure, for the reason that the tolls received upon the Franklin 
Turnpike road, were to be appropriated to the construction of the 
road until completed, and for other reasons not necessary to recite: 
bnt this, in the judgment of the committee, they cannot lawfully do, 
as the proceeds upon the State stock, after discharging current ex- 
penses for repairs, &c., are appropriated by thelaw authorizing the 
subscription by the State; and although the company may have had 
the power to make such disposition of the tolls, previous to the 
State's subscription, this provision in their charter was altered and 
repealed by the 26th section of the act of 19th January, 1838, to 
which they assented by availing themselves of the subscription and 
payments by the State, authorized by said act, upon the conditions 
therein specified. 

The committee are, however, constrained to say that they regard 
the claim of the company for an additional paymenton the part of 
the State to aid in the liquidation of the debt of the company as 
meritorious, and have therefore lett the question open for legislative 
interposition, and recommend that your honorable body appoint a 
committee to settle with the company and ascertain the amount 
equitably chargeable to the State, and thereupon authorize the issu- 
ance of such an amount in bonds, and require the profits upon the 
State's stock to be paid over to the Treasurer of the State. 

The estimate of the cost per mile was made, assuming the ex- 
tent of the road to be 22 miles, whereas, by actual measurement, it 
isnearly 23 miles. The cost will consequently not much exceed 
$4,200 per mile.

Tbe Harpeth turnpike company was chartered December 28, 
1887, (see acts ’37-8, pages 141, 188, 408-9, also acts 1848-4, pa- 
ges 74—5, 291, with a capital of $80,000, and the privilege of éx- 
tending the amount-to $120,000. A bill was filed against the 
company, however, by the authorities of the State, and upon com- 
promise,.the capital of the company was reduced to $78,000, and 
the extent of road to be completed, to 18-miles;as willbe seen by — 
reference to a decree of the chancery court held at Franklin, in 
the county of Williamson, in December, 1843. The principles 
aed terms of said compromise and decree being also recognized 
and assented to by the General Assembly of the State, (see reso- 
lution passed 14th December, 1843, acts '43—4, page 291.) 

All the items constituting the -indebtedness of the company are 
for expenditures chargeable to the capital stock, as they constitute 
a part of the cost of construction, and are not such incidental ex- 
penses as may be lawfully charged to the revenues of the compa- 
ny. The committee cannot therefore recognize such indebtedness, 
or any portion thereof, as the company cannot bind the State for 
any expenditure for construction beyond the capital stock, and 
which, according to their report is exhausted. 

The remarks made by the committee, in relation to actual pay- 
ments upon their subscriptions by individual shareholders, in the 
Jefferson turnpike company, are also applicable in this case; al-

No settlement was concluded with the company; inasmich as 
there were many unsettled transactions between the company. and 
third persons, and with others, questions in litigation. For this and 
other redsons, the committee deemed it proper to present the fore- 
going statement of the condition of their affairs, and leave the ques- 
tion of the relations of the corporators open for legislative interposi- 
tion. It will be seen from the foregoing statement, that the com- 
pany have exceeded. their capital in their expenditure.for -construc- 
tion $25,213 15, and their receipts.$16,583, 15; individuals having 
paid in $8,630, as per report, more-than the amount paid by the 
State. - The company was chartered on 2d December, 1837, with

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DEFICIT. 


Of the amount reported ($74,605 33) undertheline of deficit some 
' $20,000 00 has been adjusted by the terms of the settlements con- 
cluded. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 


The indebtedness of the companies in a majority of instances re- 
sulted either from a failure of the individual stockholders to pay in 
their subscriptions, or from the fact that the expenditure for con- 
struction exceeded the capital stock subscribed. 

In all such cases the committee refused to recognize their indebt- 
edness as properly chargeable to proceeds of the State's stock, (ex- 
cept in one or two instances on special grounds.) 

Of the $111,352 92 indebtedness not recognized (and which was 
absorbing the profits upon the State’s stock,) $101,968 66 have been 
paid or assumed by the individual stockholders of the respective 
companies so indebted. 

If a company may in their expenditure for construction, exceed 
their capital stock, and bind the State’s stock, or the proceeds there- 
of for indebtedness thus created, the entire stock of the State may 
be rendered unproductive for an,indefinite period; to concede such 
power is virtually to admit that a company may, without legislative 
interposition, increase its capital stock at pleasure, and that the sev- 
eralcontractsor charters, together with the generalinternal improve- 
ment act of 19th January, 1838, limiting the subscription of the 
State, are dead letters and operate no protection to the State what- 
ever, which in the judgment of the committee would not be contend- 
ed by the most liberal constructionist upon the subject of their com- 
mon law capacities or incidental powers, (in view of which, how- 
ever, legislators cannot exercise too much vigilance in granting cor- 
porate franchises.) ` ` 

Although the committee had much difficulty upon this subject, 
owing to the fact that many of the companies were largely indebted, 
yet they adhered to the opinion that by the 26th section of the act 
of 19th January, 1888, the nett proceeds upon the State's stock 
were placed beyond the control of the companies, as by the said 
section ofthe said act, the profits upon the State's stock are appro; 
priated; consequently the State is not concluded by the assent dt its 


directors (they being special agents merely) to any disposition or 
appropriation of said profits. 


INTEREST ON INSTALMENTS OVERDUE. 


Fifteen thousand three hundred and ten dollars eighty-one cents 
was reported by the several companies as having been paid by in- 
dividuals on instalments overdue, which amount had been by them 
credited to individual stockholders in aggregate; this, however, the 
committee refused to allow, regarding such payments as more qu 
perly in consideration of damages resulting to the companies, and not 
4 
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such payments as would authorize the issuance of a corresponding 
amount in bonds upon the State’s subscription. 


DEFALCATION. 


Of the $70,107 82 defalcation reported, only a small portion has 
been paid or satisfactorily adjusted. Under this head will be found 
all balances of receipts acknowledged by the respective compauies, 
and not accounted for in their line of expenditure, or diverted to 
such purposes as in the judgment of the committee were not author- 
ized by their charters. 


DISCOUNT ON STATE BONDS. 


Though a considerable item, the committee have recognized as 
properly chargeable to account of profitand loss by the respective 
companies, the loss sustained in negotiating bonds of the State, up- 
on the general principles of law applicable to partnerships; though 
the State is discharged of her subscription by payment in bonds, 
without regard to their current value, yet when these bonds are re- 
alized the discount is a loss of the Company. 


ACTUAL COST. 


From what has been said in another part of this report, your hon- 
orable body will readily perceive that the committee could not, in 
every instance, avail themselves of reliable data to enable them to 
ascertain the actnal oost of construction. 

The interest of the State has been compromised,in several in- 
stances by the manner of letting the respective roads to contractors, 
Several of the companies having done this in such a manner as, in 
the opinion of the committee, was calculated to preclude competi- 
tionin bidding In some instance's by letting the entire routein one 
contract, and in others by requiring successful bidders to become 
stockholders and to receive one half the consideration for construc- 
tion in stock of the company.—Consequently in all cases where 
speculation was the primary, and the general utility or necessity of 
an improvement scarcely a secondary consideration in organizing a 
company, the contracts were confined for the most partto the origi- 
nal corporators, and their bids were made in reference to the amount 
derivable from the State upon their respective contracts—the stock 
in such cases being wholly unproductive. 

A capital defect therefore in our system was the failure to consti- 
tute at its inception, an effectual police to protect the interests of the 
State by exercising such general supervision over the contracting 
and reception of the roads and adjudication of the accounts of the 
several companies, as would have ensured the bona fide payment and 
actual expenditure of the amount subscribed by individuals. 

In the absence of such police, by a mere compliance with the 
forms of the Jaw, the companies have been enabled to obtain bondg 
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upon the State's subscription; and consequently from their general 
direction under existing laws, the subscription of:individual capital 
in those enterprises has not operated to protect the State against un- 
productive investments. 

Where roads were let to or bid off by contractors at six-thousand 
dollars per mile for construction, the committee have simply stated 
the reported cost. This being a subject matter over which the di- 
rectory have entire control, the State is consequently concluded by 
their actin the premises. (See Humphreys, State vs. Jefferson 
turnpike co.) 


REVENUES. 


Twenty-two to twenty-five thousand dollars per annum will be 
realized upon road stock from and after the first of January, 1846; 
and should your honorable body set apart this fund for the redemp- 
tion of the bonds of the State, as contemplated by the 26th section 
ofthe act of the 19th January, 1838, the small addition thereto of 
$10,000 per annum will constitute a sinking fund adequate to the li- 
quidation of the entire debt created for purposes of Internal Im- 
provement. 

The revenues heretofore received by the several companies that 
had completed their respective roads after meeting current and in- 
cidental expenses had been appropriated to the payment of outstand- 
ing debts, to which (though unauthorized by law) the committee as- 
sented in all cases where there was a balance due them on the 
State's subscription. 

Legislative interposition wil be necessary to prevent persons 
from passing through the gates or going around them after having 
travelled upon the roads without paying their tolls——This may be 
effected by constituting the offence a misdemeanor, indictable on 
presentment; or if your honorable body should not be disposed to 
adopt this suggestion, the committee respectfully propose, that in 
all cases of appeals from judgments rendered by. Justices of the 
Peace for the penalties prescribed for the offence above named, that 
it shall be made the duty of the attorney general of the district to 
prosecute ‘the same, and if deemed necessary, a fee might be fixed 
and taxed in the bill of costs against the persons so offending. 

In order to make the remedy effectual the judgment should be a 
lien upon the property in possession of the offender at the time of 
committing the offence, from the rendition of the same by the justice 
of the peace. 

The interposition of the legislature is also necessary to the pre- 
servation and protection of the roads, to prevent encroachments up- 
on their chartered limits, the obstruction of ditches, &c., &c. 

The committee would also respectfully suggest to your honorable 
body the propriety of passing a general act authorizing a reduction 
of the number of directors; in several companies the number is so 
large that it is with difficulty a majority can be convened for the trans- 
action of their business. — l 
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By the act ofthe 80th January, 1844, sec. 1st, the companies are 
required to make annual settlements with the comptroller of the trea- 
sury; showing the nett amount of profits made each year, and to 
pay into the treasury such portion thereof as shall belong to the 
State. The committee would respectfully recommend that this act 
be soamended as to require semi-annual settlements at stated pe- 
riods, say on the 1st day of Jan. and July of each year.

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REPORT 


OF THE 
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COMMISSIONERS, APPOINTED TO SUPERINTEND THE 
CONSTRUCTION OF THE STATE HOUSE. 


To the Hon. Speaker of the House of Representatives: 

The Commissioners appointed to superintend the construction of 
the State House, submit the following report: 

That shortly after their appointment they met together and or- 
ganized themselves into a board by the appointment of the late 
Gen. W. CARROLL, Chairman.—The two subjects which first pre- 
sented themselves to the attention of the board, were the selection 
of an architect and the procurement of a place for the building. 

The Act of the General Assembly creating the board, prescrib- 
ed the employment first of a suitable arehitect **whoshall lay down 
a plan for the Capitol"—and precluded the board from the privi- 
lege of advertising for plans and of offering a premium for the one 
that might have been selected, which would have called forth not 
only the best architectural talentin the country, but also a great va- 
riety of plans. 

Under these circumstances, the board determined to move cau- 
tiously, at the risk of delaying the commencement of the work, 
and if possible not to make a mistake in this first and most im- 
portant step to its future progress—to wit: the selection of the ar- 
chitect. 

After various enquiries and much correspondence with persons 
in the northern and eastern cities—we learned that the services of 
Wm. Strickland Esq. of Philadelphia could be secured as the'ar- 
chitect—a gentleman who had devoted a life, now somewhat ad- 
vanced, to this profession—that he had commenced it on the Cap- 
itol at Washington under La Trobe, its architect; had superintend- 
ed many of the public buildings in this country, and had person- 
ally visited and examined the most remarkable public edifices in 
Europe. 

That while on all occasions he had displayed the utmost good 
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taste in the buildings erected by him, he never sacrificed solidity 
for show—the useful, for the merely ornamental; and that his esti- 
mates of cost were to be implicitly relied on. The board at once 
determined to employ him at a salary of $2500 per annum, and in- 
vited him to repair to Nashville. He arrived here about the 1st of 
May last, and commenced the preparation of plans. The one sus- 
pended in the office of the Secretary of State was finally selected; 
—For a full and detailed description of which, with estimates of 
cost of construction made out by the architect, we beg leave to re- 
fer you to the papers, herewith submitted, marked A, as part of this 
report. = 

Tn regard to the plan, the Commissioners may be allowed to add 
a word, particularly as the impression is entertained by some that 
it istoo large in dimensions, and beyond the present or future wants 
of the State. 

The building from out to out, exclusive of the porticos, is.109 
by 206 feet 10 mches, and contains under its northern end a cellar 
so constructed as to light and ventilation, asto afford a most safe and 
suitable depository for the arms of the State. The cellar under the 
southern end is intended for fuel. 

In the northern end of the basement story, rooms are provided 
for the Supreme Court of the State and Federal Court, and in the 
southern end are the office for the Secretary of State, and rooms 
adjoining for the reception of the books, papers, maps &c., con- 
nected with that office, which already require much space and are 
rapidly accumulating:—as well as offices for the Governor, Comp- 
troller, Treasurer and Superintendent of Publie Instruction. 

On the main floor are the Halls for the Senate and House of 
Representatives, a Library room and small rooms for the Speak- 
ers, Clerks and Committees of the two Houses and Librarian. 

It is the opinion of the commissioners that all the rooms in the 
house can be put to some useful and appropriate pürpose, and that 
if error has been committed at all in the dimensions of the house, 
it is on the safe side. For its exterior, in the body of the building, 
the Ionic order has been adopted—an order which is equally re- 
moved from the elaborate and too costly Corinthian on the one 
hand, and the too plain and common place Dorie on the other. 

There is nothing about the building to offend the taste of a plain 
and republican, but enlightened people-—nothing too elevated or too 
grand for the State of Tennessee, whose population ere long will 
reach to two millions, and whose resources, agricultural, mineral 
and manufacturing, place her in the front rank among her sister 
States. 

Shortly after the organization of the board, its attention was 
drawn to the importance of adding to the Capitol grounds, the two 
lots on the east side of High Street and between the Capitol and 
the public square. It was ascertained that a row of houses efect- 
ed on the east side of High Street of ordinary height, would 
most materially obstruct the view of the Capitol and grounds, be- 
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sides subject them to other inconveniences from too close proximity 
toa crowded population. 

A committee was appointed, who concluded a negotiation with 
the owners for the conditional purchase of those two lots at a cost 
of $8,500 with interest from date, subject to the ratification of the 
Genera] Assembly on or before the 1st of January next. 

It is properto say that the gentlemen from whom this purchase 
was made, Mes$rs. F. B. Fogg and David Craighead of Nashville 
and Jesse Blackfan of New York, acted with praiseworthy liberal- 
ity in this transaction, as it is known that by subviding these lots, a 
higher price could have been obtained from individuals. The title 
papers for this ground are already executed and in the hands of the 
commissioners to be delivered to the State on the ratification of the 
contract. 

The commissioners cannot too strongly express their individual 
conviction of the importance of this purchase, and would respect- 
fully suggestthat the grounds be examined by the General Assem- 
bly,ora committee appointed for the purpose. 

It is probably expected of the board to make some suggestions 
as to the mode of progressing with the work, and the amount of 
means necessary to carry it on. 

A building of that magnitude should progress at sueh a rate on- 
ly as will afford the materials the necessary time to settle and con- 
solidate, but beyond this requirement sound economy forbids us to 
go, for the reason that the work already executed will be injured 
more orless by exposure to the weather, besides the additional 
amount of salary paid for superintendence and care of the building 
if the work is necessarily prolonged. Under these circumstances 
itis fortunate that the State has under its control a band of"opera- 
tives, by means of whose labor for the next few years, with mod- 
erate appropriations of money, the work may be carried on with 
all desirable rapidity— we mean the convicts in the Penitentiary. 
In confirmation of our views more at large on this subject, we beg 
leave to refer to the very able letter of Dr. J. S. Young, Seeretáry 
of State, and ex-officio Inspector of the Penitentiary, herewith sub- 
mitted, marked B, as part of this report. 

While on this subject it is proper tosay, that by this gentleman 
and his co-Inspector, and the agent of the Prison, every facility 
has been afforded the commissioners for carrying on the work and 
for making the Prison an important auxiliary in its progress, while 
our intercourse with these officers has been of the most harmonious 
and satisfactory kind. 

Of the sum of $10,000 appropriated by the last General Assem- 
bly, $8,000 have been paid over to the commissioners—of this lat- 
ter, the sum of $6,600 has been expended, leaving on hand in the 
Bankof Tennessee to thé credit of the commissioners, the sum of 
$1,400. 

The accounts and vouchers for this expenditure are ready for the 
inspection of the General Assembly, or any committee that may 
be appointed, as are also the minutes of the proceedings of the 
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board, and all contracts, correspondence and all other. papers relat- 


ing to the subject matter.

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To the Commissioners for the erection of a Building for the State 

Capitol at Nashville, Tennessee. 

Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit to: you a design for a 
Building for the State Capitol at this City, consisting of plans and 
a perspective elevation, which are drawn in conformity with the 
following specification: à s 

In plan it is to have a crypt or cellar and two stories.—The base- 
ment 17 feet in height, and the principal story 38 feet, containing 
a Representative chamber, Senate, Library, committee rooms and 
Halls of approach. The dimensions of the Hall of Representa- 
tives are 95 feet by 70 over the Galleries—of the Senate chamber, 
70 by 35 feet. The Library opposite the Senate chamber, is of the 
same size and separated from it by a Hall 20 ft. in width, which in- 
tersects with a great central passage of 32 feet in width, and ex- 
tends to the chamber of Representatives. From these longitudi- 
nal and transverse Halls, you approach the Pórticos on each front 
and flank of the Building, as well as from the floors of the Senate 
and House. l , 

In the central Hall there are to be two great flights of stairways 
for the public use, and four smaller stair ċases on each side of the 
Hall, for the use of the members of the Senate and House. These 
stairs also lead from the basement story to the galleries, to the roof 
and cupola of the Building, as well as to two rooms of 32 feet 
square, immediately over the central Hall, and a room of 20 feet 
by 70 ft. over the longitudinal Hall, between the Senate chamber 
and the Library. oes 

On two of the sides of the Hall of Representatives, there are to 
be eight committee rooms, connected immediately on the same floor 
with the Hall. ,These are 16 feet square, and support the Galler- 
ies on the right and left of the body of the House. The Senate and 
Library have also appropriate retiring rooms on the same floor of 
the principal story. 

In the basement story, the building is intersected by the same 
sized Halls as above described, running through from the centre of 
each front, Which not only communicate with the stairways and 
Porticos, but with all the rooms of the story, which may be appro- 
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priated to the uses of the Governor, Supreme Court, Secretary of 
State, Treasurer, Librarian, Comptroller, Clerks, etc. Four of 
these rooms are 36 by 84 feet, and eight of them 36 by 16 feet. 
The whole dimensions of the building, including the Porticos, are 
282 by 124 feet, surrounded with a flagged Terrace or platform 18 
feet in width. l 

The architecture of the building consists of a Dorie basement, 
four Ionic Porticos, two of eight and two of six columns four feet 
in diameter, surmounted by a Corinthian Tower in the centre of 
the roof, the whole height of which is to be 170 feet from the sum- 
mitof thesite. The Porticos are after the order of the Erectheum, 
and the tower from the choragic monument of Lysicrates at Athens. 

The whole structure to be composed of the best cut and chissel- 
ed compact Limestone, from the neighborhood of Nashville and 
Marble from East Tennessee. The various chambers, halls and 
porticos to be arched throughout. The columns of the Hall of Rep- 
resentatives and Senate Chamber to be variegated marble, as well 
as all the decorative parts of the interior of the building.—The 
rafiers of the roof to be constructed of cast and wrought Iron and 
covered with sheet copper. The window frames and sash of cast 
Tron, and the floors of all the Halls, Lobbies and Porticos to be 
flagged with stone or otherwise, soas to be thoroughly fire proof in 
all of its various compartments. 

Furnaces to be constructed in the crypt to generate and diffuse 
warm air in the Halls and Chambers, as well as fire places in all 
the rooms, for the purpose of burning wood or coal and ventilating 
the building. 

The whole estimate of the cost of the building as above describ- 
ed, and according to the prices of materials and labor in Nashville, 


' is calculated at $340,000 if done by contract, but which amount 


may be reduced from $85,000 to $100,000 by the employment of 
Prison labor, leaving from $240,000 to $260,000, as the entire cost 
of the building, with the addition of 74 per cent. for contingent ex- 
peuses—Hoisting Machinery, Tools, etc. 

Thecellar story or crypt, which is 10 feet in height, is to be ap- 
propriated to the purposes of an armory, and as a depository for 
fuel, ‘Thearmory to be approached from an arched way, some dis- 
tance from the northwest angle of the building. 

In conclusion I beg leave to refer you to the plans and drawings 
which have been made, and which accompany this specification,

To Jno. M. Bass, S. D. Morgan and J. T. Elliston, Esqrs.: 
Gentlemen—I have received your note dated the 10th inst. 
propounding to, me the two following interrogatories: 

Ist. From your knowledge of the State Prison as an Inspector, 
do you not think that the whole labor of the Prison could be profit- 
ably directed to the work of constructing the Capital? 

2d. Are you not of the opinion that the plan adopted by the last: 
General Assembly, that of applying the surplus labor only, is in- 
efficient and incapable of producing decided results? 

To both of your interrogatories, I answer in the affirmative; and 
shall without further preliminary remarks, endeavor to elucidate 
the position Ihave assumed, by arguments founded upon facts, ' 
which my official connection with the Prison has placed within my 
reach; and in order to be more clearly understood, I will reduce 
the first subject of inquiry presented by you, to a detailed form, by 
proposing the following plan of operations, viz: 

. That from and after the 1st day of Jan. or Feb. next, all the ex- 
isting operations in the Prison be suspended, and that from and 
after that time, the whole labor of it be directed to the work of pre- 
paring materials for the Capitol; and that from and after the same 
period, the victualing and clothing of convicts, together with the 
salaries of the officers, be assumed and paid directly out of the 
Treasury of the State, upon quarterly estimates to be furnished to 
the Comptroller by the Agent, and to beaccounted for by him, in 
quarterly settlements with the Comptroller, which settlements shall

exhibit, by receipts and vouchers, the manner in which each dollar 
has been disbursed. 

In demonstrating what I conceive to be, the practicability of the 
plan proposed, I will rest nothing on an assumed state of. facts, 
which require for their support theoretical deductions, the correct- 
ness of which may be doubted or denied; but will base all my cal- 
culations upon data which cannot be controverted, and for which I 
may safely claim as much accuracy, as if they were intended to be 
presented under the sanction and responsibility ofan official name 

The whole number of convicts at present in the Prison is 190.— 
In my estimates [ shall assume 180 as the average number. Of 
this number 45, or 25 percent. may be set down as infirm, diseas- 
ed, and superannuated, and therefore unfit for active labor, which 
would leave 135 as the number of picked and reliable men. 

The books and vouchers of the Prison show, that nine dollars is 
the amount required to clothe a convict for one year, and eighteen 
dollars and twenty-five cents, the amount required to victual a con- 
vict for the same time. 

The following exhibits the annual expenses of the Prison. 


Clothing 180 convicts at $9 each, $1,620 
Victualling e * 18 95 cts, 3,985 
Salary of Physician and medicines, 700 
Fuel and lights, 1,500 
Officer's and guards’ salaries, 5,972 
Horses and hire of Drayman, 500

Total, $13,777 

The experience of the last four years proves that the above sum 
will cover the expenses of the Prison. Should the change I have 
contemplated, be made, I feel assured that it could be reduced to 
‘$13,000, which would make the amount to be placed by the Comp- 
troller, at the disposal of the Agent, at the commencement of each 
a $3,250—nearly allof which would be reimbursed to the 

reasury for the first three years, as I shall be able to show in the 
sequel. 

Taking former years as the guidein making estimates the proba- 
ble value of manufactured articles and materials, which will be on 
hand on the first day of October next will be $24,000, exclu- 
sive of $3,550 in tools and shop furniture. I have not the means 
at hand, of ascertaining with entire accuracy, the probable amount 
of money and uncollected debts on solvent persons, which willbe 
on hand at the same period; but it is within the range of safe culcu- 
lation to estimate them at an Amount, which added to the $24,000, 
in manufactured articles and materials, would make the assets of 
the Prisons $40,000, a sum nearly sufficient, as you will perceive, 
to reimburse to the Treasury, the amountannually required to meet 
the ordinary expenses of the Prison for the next three years, pro- 
vided there is no considerable increase in the number of convicts. 

The collection of the debts, and the sale of the manufactured ar- 
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ticles &c., could be confided to the clerk of the Prison, under the 
direction and supervision of the Agent, and the funds arising from 
such collections and sales, could be paid into the Treasury by said 
clerk, at the.end of cach month or quarter; and when articles were 
exchanged for provisions and clothing for the convicts, the aceounts 
thus created, could be adjusted by proper credits in the quarteily 
settlements between the Agent and Comptroller. 

From the foregoing view of the statistics of the Prison, in adopt- 
ing the plan proposed the State would have nothing to.risk, and in- 
deed, so far from the danger of loss, it would in my view be a mea- 
sure of economy, from which compensating advantages might be 
expected. 

Ihave stated 135 as the number of picked and reliable men, tobe 
employed in the work of cutting stone for the Capitol; 10 of the 
number are good stone cutters, and more than 20, have had some 
experience in the business. The larger proportion of the work to 
be performed, is plain stone work, requiring in its execution, a small 
amountof skill. Iam assured by the head of the stone department 
in the Prison, that fresh hands set at the business, will in the course 
of six months, become average workmen, in the execution of plain 
work. i 


There may be some difference of opinion as to the daily or an- ? 


nual value of the labor of the 185 men. I will fix the annual aggre- 
gate value of their labor at $33,000, being a shade under 75 cents 
per day each, for the 125 men who are not practised in the business 
of cutting stone, and $1 25 each per day for the 10 good workmen. 
Considering the Building Commissioners in the light of contractors 
or undertakers, and having the control of the 135 operatives men- 
tioned, after paying for their laborthe amount specified above, the 
question arises, “how much profit would they make on the labor of 
each hand?" Under the best advice, I set down the aggregate pro- 
fitat $10,000 per year, being 24 cents per day for the labor of each 


man. Add $10,000 to $33,000, gives $43,000 as the aggregate an- ` 


nual amount of labor the State would derive from the Institution, 
out of which would have to be paid $13,000 for expenses, which 
would leave the nett profits $30,000 per annum in labor upon an 
important public work. If these calculations are vagde and inde- 
finite, there is certainly no rule for estimating the value of labor. 

It may be asked: “Ifthe Prison is capable of producing in la- 
bor upon the Capitol $30,000 annually, why have not large profits 
accrued from present pursuits?” The answer is plain, and the rea- 
son most obvious. If you direct the whole of its labor to preparing 
material for the Capitol; you create at once an active demand for its 
labor. The State becomes the purchaser of its products at ade- 
quate prices, and it would receive. each day remünerating benefits 
and possess all the attributes of a successful enterprize, based upon 
& safe and profitable investment of capital. 

Its present system of operations comprises a variety of pursuits, 
tradés and occupations. Could you secure to itin the exercise of 
each of them, the state of things alluded to above; that is create for 


60 


it an active market, which would insure daily cash sales of its pro- 
ducts, the consequence would be, that alarge per cent. upon its cap- 
ital would be realized, and it would become a highly fruitful source 
of revenue to the State. But let us glance at the real state of things 
as they have existed, and do exist, at present. Notwithstanding, 
the Prison has been ably, honestly, and intelligently managed by 
the gentlemen who have been charged with the immediate admin- 
istration of its affairs, and all its arrangements judiciously planned 
and ordered, and its pursuits and avocations conducted with spirit, 
energy and skill, it has made small profits. The reason of this is 
found in the fact, that the demand for the articles of its manufac- 
ture, has not corresponded with its ability to produce them, which 
has resulted in a heavy loss of interest upon its capital; added to 
which, has been a loss of interest, produced by vending its articles 
upon credit. Ithas no mart at which to vend its products except 
within its walls; its remoteness from the banks of the Cumberland 
River throws it outof the line of active commercial intercourse, 
which has forced it to engage in the most of the smaller trades, and 
to depend chiefly upon neighborhood patronage for support in com- 
petition with the mechanics in its vicinity, who make it the cause 
of much complaint, and its officers the subjects of undeserved cen- 
sure. They view it as privileged labor, commanding and exer- 
cising capital and skill against skill alone, and therefore, an unfair 
competitor. Being considered a grievance by so respectable a por- 
tion of our fellow-citizens, it comports with the spirit of wise legis- 
lation to redress it; provided thatin doing so, no principle of right is 
violated and no legal obligation contravened. 

That which has operated most against the Prison is the selection 
ofits present location. Had it been placed upon the banks of the 
Cumberland River, contiguons to a wharf, it would have proved to 
be an enterprise, possessing in comparison, fourfold energies, and 
one, upon which a far different field for operation would have been 
opened. With the facility to use steam powerto an unlimited ex- 
tent, it could have engaged in pursuits fully capable of eliciting and 
turning to account, its ample powers and resources. Its contact 
with the navigation and commerce of the River, would have caused 
its products to have found their way to the Southern market; it fa- 
cilities would have increased, whilst its expenses would have dimin- 
ished. Situated as it is at present, it has to derive a large portion 
of its fuel and materials from the river, upon which it has to pay 
transportation, and is forced to incur the additional expense of de- 
livering its manufactured articles at the city of Nashville. There is 
another consideration deserving great weight, to which I would 
barely advert, viz: that the Prison grounds do not afford the means 
for the adoption of successful measures for preserving the health of 
large bodies of men. There is not, and there can never be, a sewer 
constructed, through which the accumulating offensive matter of the 
Prison, can makeitsescape. All attemptsat its construction would 
create a nuisance, against which legal remedies would be success- 
fully opposed. During the summer months, there is an inadequate 
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supply of water for the purposes of cleanliness; moreover, the: wa- 
ter to be used for drink at that season, is highly impregnated with 
lime, so much so, as to be capable of disturbing the ‘healthful oper- 
ations of the system, and producing disease. ‘ With the increase of 
population, we may expect an-increase of crime, and can look for- 
ward to the day, not far distant, when the number of convicts will 
greatly exceed the present number. When that day arrives, I now 
venture the prediction, and claim for it almost prophetic certainty, 
that unless the evil is anticipated an amount of mortality will occur, 
from the causes I have mentioned above, which will have to be ar- 
rested by the benevolent interposition of the legislative arm. If the 
change I have proposed, be made, it will give sufficient time to wind 
up the concerns of the Prison, preparatory to ulterior action in ré- 
gard toit, which would best consist in limiting the number of. con- 
victsin the Prison, to a small number, and sending the residue to a 
Branch to be established in East Tennessee or the Western District. 
If to East Tennessee, it would afford the means of developing the 
wealth she possesses in her marble quarries; if to the Western Dis- 
trict, the advantages of the Southern trade would ensure success to 
the measure. i 

Some may object to directing the whole labor of the Prison to a 
single pursuit, on the ground that moral influences would be lost, in 
not teaching convicts different trades. To such I would reply, that 
the work of preparing materials for the Capitol, will be temporary; 
those already in the Prison would.not lose theirtrades, whilst those 
who would enter the Prison during the progress of the work, could |: 
not learn a better than that of stone cutting. mat 

* Iam entirely sceptical on the subject of reforming convicts by 
teaching them mechanical trades—little or no good results from itf 
When the convict leaves the. Prison, he lays down his cap, and with 
it his trade. He looks back upon both as the badges of his disgrace, 
and the companions of his imprisonment; he aims to something else 
which he considers better than his trade, or returns to the re-com- 
mission of crime. The trade in most instances, as I believe, serves 
to better qualify-the villian, without reforming the man. Those who 
would attempt the moral reformation of the felon must employ other 
means. They must bear in-mind, that three fourths of those who 
are stained with crime can neither read nor write. "The mind must 
be cultivated in order to produce those genial influences, which are 
calculated to remove vicious inclinations and base propensities, and 
give place to proper sensibilities and corrected feelings, from which ` 
altered intentions and virtuous actions must spring. 2 ' d 
_ Whilst the convict is suffering punisliinent for liis crime, it does 
Just as well to employ him at one thing as another. That which 
best subserves the interest of the State, whose laws he has violated, 
is, in my estimation, the most proper. 

In recurring to the plan I have proposed, there is one important 
consideration, which highly commends it, that it would give to the 
work of building the Capitol, a more systematic, economical and 
better organized plan of operations, than could be derived from.any 
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other source. The work shops of the Prison would afford ample 
accommodation for-the whole force, without the necessity of extend- 
ing the walls; the work would move steadily on; there would be no 
clashing interests and discordant views to reconcile; the architect 
would only have to hand to the agent his drafts, to be certain that 
they would be faithfully executed; concert of action would be es- 
tablished between the Architect and the Agent, and they would be- 
come valuable coadjutors in promoting the work. 

There is another consideration of paramount importance. It is 
this, that in carrying out the details of the plan, no change inthe 
present police regulations of the Prison would be necessary. The 
convicts could be worked within the walls of the Prison, just as 
they have been heretofore, which is the only safe and proper me- 
thod. lam aware that the opinion is entertained by some, that it 
would be safe to carry the convicts in large bodies, beyond the 
limits of the Prison, to be worked in open fields. Some knowledge 
of the temper and dispositions of the: convicts in the "Prison, has 
brought my mind to a far different conclusion. It would, in my 
estimation, be attended with great difficulty, and if continued any 
length of time, would most probably lead to disagreeble conse- 
quences. It would render necessary a system of discipline which 
would add rigor to the punishment of the convicts, for which no 
adequate reason or justifying cause could be urged; and beinga 
measure wholly extrajudicial in its character, it could not be ex- 
pected that the Legislature would legalize lt, or that public opinion 
would approve it. Thereis generally a very small number of con- 
victs that can be worked without the walls of the Prison, but with 
the mass, in order to secure subordination, you require the potency 
of the stone wall, and the bolts and bars ofthe cell at hand. These 
are found to be sufficient within the walls of the prison. Toaccom- 
plish the same ends beyond their limits, the right to use chains and 
firearms would have to be tolerated; two dangerous instruments, 
except when confided to cautious and responsible hands; and I 
think it would comport best with sound views of humanity, and a 
judieions dispensation of authority, not to adopt a system which 
could be so easily abused. Ifthe convict can be best controlled 
within the walls of the Prison, it is certainly the place where his 
labor can be rendered the most available. 

The. labor required at and around the building, must be derived 
from some other source. It might be obtained in a very economi- 
cal manner, by authorizing the purchase of fifteen or twenty likely, 
active, and intelligent negro men, to be quartered on the public 
grounds, under the general direction of the Building Commission- 
ers, and the immediate control of some individual selected by 
them. With them might be purchased horses, carts, and other 
necessary appliances. During five years, they would be worth to 
the State more than fifty per cent. upon their cost, and could, at the 
end of that time, be passed into the hands of kind masters,.at, or 
near, rates corresponding with their original cost. I believe it 1s 
admitted that in the South it does not succeed well to mix white 
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and black labor for menial purposes, and thatof the two, the black 
isthe best ©... x "VIL T : 

In closing the first subject of enquiry presented by you, I will 
urge the very’ strongest argument in favor of the adoption of the 
plan—viz: that it would prevent the necessity of large appropria- 
tions from the Treasury, to carry on the work. . 

In auswering the second subject of enquiry contained in your 
note, I will endeavor to show that the plan adopted by the last ses- 
sion of the General Assembly, that of applying the surplus labor 
only, is not only inefficient, but full of difficulty and embarrassment 
to those charged with its execution. , To decide, what the surplus 
labor of the Prison ts, is a problem wholly incapable of solution, 
and all attempts at its solution are calculated.to produce differences 
of opinion, and discordant views unfavorable to the advancement 
of the public service. If the same plan is continued by the next 
session of the General Assembly, the Prison will be found to be 
but a feeble auxiliary in the work of constructing the Capitol} whilst 
under the arrangement of things-I have proposed, it would become 
an active, energetic and efficient agent, because it would possess 
the organization, power, physical force and skill, capable of pro- 
ducing results proportioned to the magnitude of the enterprize in 
which it would be embarked. 

The idea of the Prison becoming a charge on the Treasury, has 
been the subject of peculiar dread- with some persons. Iam ata 
loss to understand the philosophy, or to perceive the force of the 
reasoning, upon which this fear is founded. In my humble judg- 
ment, the Institution should never have separated from the Trea- 
sury. So far from it, its accounts from the first, should have been 
settled and adjusted at the desk of the Comptroller. It should have 
been considered as a means of profit or loss to the State in a reven- 
ue point of view. If it made profit, that profit would have passed 
as revenue into the Treasury—if it failed to meet its current ex- 
penses, the Treasury would of course be bound to make up the de- 
ficit. The further you remove the Institution from the Treasury, in 
the same degreé you place it beyond the reach of strict accounta- 
bility, and impose upon the officer. at its head unnecessary responsi- 
bility, and subject him to imputations for mal-management, without 
affording him the means of vindicating himself, except through 
legislative committees which will not take the time, or have not the 


inclination to examine a mass of books and papers as voluminous l 


as those of an extensive mercantile establishment. 


If the Prison were brought strictly within the fiscal operations of: 


the State, and its accounts settled and adjusted at short periods, 
with the proper revenue officer, the state of its finances could; at 
all times, be well understood, and be by that officer communicated 
to the General Assembly, in a form as tangible and correct, as the 
accurate calculation of figures could make them. 

If the change I have contemplated be adopted, the affairs of the 
Institution would be placed precisely upon that basis, one of cer- 
tainty and unerring calculation. ‘The Prison would cease to be 
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that sort of riddle it is viewed to be by many who end all their cal- 
culations as toits resources, in speculations as to whether or not, it 
may hecome a charge upon the Treasury, Apply, (says the high- 
est authority) the surplus labor ofthe Prison to the work of con- 
structing the Capitol, but be cautious that you do not thereby make 
itacharge upon the Treasury. Iam unable to discover any reason 
or argument to support a line of policy so undefined. It certainly 
cannot lead to determinate action, and its results must be uncer- 
tain. Ifthe Prison can be made an active agent in carrying on an 
important publie work, why not make itso? Instead of being con- 
sidered a source of danger to the Treasury, it would become a safe- 
uard. 

e The work of preparing material for the Capitol would probably 
occupy two or three years. As the time would draw to a close, 
ifit were desired, the Prison could, by an easy movement, fall 
back upon its former pursuits; or what would be better, the chang- 
es I have suggested in regard to it, could be made greatly to its ad- 
vantage, and without the danger of loss. 

I have witnessed with pleasure your personal efforts aided by 
those of the able and intelligent Architect selected by your Board, 
in carrying forward the work of building the State Capitol, and de- 
siring for you, success in the work so auspiciously commenced.

P. S. I have not alluded to the fact, that amongst the one hundred 
and thirty-five men mentioned, there are a number of good black- 
smiths, who could keep in order the tools, and doa great deal of 
the work in iron, which will be required on the Capitol. This 
would give their labor an increased value over the estimate I have 
fixed it at. Iwill further add, that if the change I have suggested 
be made in the operations of the Prison, the materials on hand will 
consist chiefly of the timber used in manufacturing articles of wood, 
and the largest amount, that used for wagons, which could be sold 
ata profit, or it might be kept on hand, until the prison would re- 
sume operations, after it had performed the work for the Capitol, 
asit would improve by keeping; and if during the progress of the 
work on the Capitol, there should be found to be any surplus labor, 
it could be employed in the manufacture of wagons, that being the 
- most profitable pursuit. By the forty-five infirm men, could be 
performed all the menial duties of the Prison, cooking, washing; 
and the duties of what are termed shop tenders; and in addition, they 
could keep going the carding of wool. They would be found to be 
worth what it would take to clothe and feed them. S

REPORT 


OF THE GEOLOGIST.OF THE STATE, SUBMITTED TO 
BOTH HOUSE OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


Honorable Gentlemen: , 

Though it is not the department assigned to the Geologist to 
point out the proper route for Railroads, and to give a description of 
the labor that would be necessary to execute such roads, rieverthe- 
less, happening to take a reconnoisance of the Southern part of our 
Coal region, | was so much animated by the general discourse and 
the desire expressed by the inhabitants amongst whom I was tra- 
veling, in regard to the Railroad which was expected to run from 
Chattanooga, on the Tennéssee river, to Nashville, and which must, 
whenever it shall be constructed, run through these inexhaustible 
deposits of coal which I was investigating, that I could not fail to 
lose more or less sight of my subterranean researches; and although 
I do not pretend to be skilled in the business or science of civil en- 
gineering, yet from the great interest that I knew was taken by the 
citizens of Nashville and the part of Middle Tennessee embracing 
the route of the proposed road, who seem to attach importance tomy 
opinions on the subject, I have, in my late excursion, been induced . 
to take a general view ofthe topography or physical features of the 
country through which the road, if made, must pass, and have, as 
will be seen, ventured to indicate a preference for a particular route 
and mode of improvement, the eligibility of which can alone be test- 
ed by an actual survey and estimates to be made by a practical and 
Scientific civil engineer. i 

The cursory examination, which I have made, satisfied me per- 
fectly of (what I believed before) the entire practicability of the 
work; from the construction of which such great benefits and advan- 
tages must result to the general business and interest of the country, 
and which Iam gratified to find is rapidly becoming a favorite and 
cherished enterprise with all classes of the community. Of its im- 
mense importance to the country in a social, political and commer- 
cial point of view it is not my purpose to Ta: That task must 
be left to those whose provinee it is to consider and investigate such 
subjects. 

I was gratified to find that the citizens of East Tennessee also 
look upon this improvement as one of the most important and useful 
works of the kind in the Union, promising reciprocal and important 
benefits to the West and South. They say that this work, when. 
ias will; in all respects, be superior to the one projected a few 
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years back, of making a Railroad from Charleston to Cincinnati, 
which was with the inhabitants of Charleston a favorite measure, 
and upon which they were willing to lavish their millions. This 
route, when connected with the Georgia Railroad, will equally ac- 
commodate both S. Carolina and Georgia. It will also especially 
suit the State of Tennessee, as it will take the trade of the Eastern 
part concentrated on the Tennessee river, and running directly 
through the middle, accommodate the Western part through the 
navigation of the Cumberland, and striking the heart of tbe great 
West at a point equidistant from the two great commercial empori- 
ums of New York and New Orleans, draw from the ventre directly 
tothe Atlantic, a large portion of the trade and travel which have 
heretofore taken the circuitous routes by the Mexican Gulf and the 
lakes. 

I was astonished to find the great solicitude and anxiety which 
the people feel on this subject, dnd I could not fail to be affected 
with the same zeal when I listened to their suggestions and consider- 
ed the facilities the enterprise will afford: in opening a highway to 
market for the immense resources of our State. Amorigst those 
who were zealous for this road, I found several who considered its 
construction across the Cumberland and Lookout mountains, if not 
impossible, at least very difficult and expensive; I therefore collect- 
ed, partly by actual examination, and partly by consulting with the 
inhabitants of the country through which the road must pass, the 
necessary information respecting the different gaps and local cir- 
cumstances which would be favorable to cross the Cumberland 
Mountains, and all these apparent difficulties have dwindled away. 

It is known to every one who has traveled from Nashville to Pel- 
ham, in Coffee county, about 80 miles South-east from Nashville, 
that there is no difficulty in constructing a road between these two 
places; it is almost a perfectly level country, not a single swamp to 
be filled up, nor a mountain to be leveled; in fact there exists now a 
McAdamised road from Nashville almost to Pelham, which road 
runs mostly over a rocky ground, passing through Murfreesborough, 
Manchester, Hillsburg or Pondspring, thence to Pelham. About 
one or two miles from Pelham the Cumberland mountains com- 
mence. 

In a preceding report to the General Assembly ofthis State, I 
have given a general description of this mountain, from which it 
appears that it is composed of several co-ordinate ridges, formed of 
a series of strata belonging to the coal formation, superimposed upon 
the Silurian strata which pervade Middle Tennessee, of which the 
superior stratum is siliceous, which, assuming in some places the 
appearance of chert, in others forming a kind of argillaceous sand- 
stone, protrudes at a few places in the valleys of the Cumberland 
mountains through the super-incumbent coal measures, as I have 
seen in Battle creek valley, where it was used by Mr. John Haley. 
(I wish to be partieularin the description of these rocks, in order 
that it may be known through what kind of rocks the works are to 
be constructed.) The stratification of the Cumberland mountains 
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is for the most part conformable with those of the Silurian.strata of 
Middle Tennessee, upon which they rest, being horizontal, so that 
the lower stratum or the base of the mountain, which is about 150 
or 200 feet in thickness, (this dimension is only approximate, not 
being ascertained by actual measurement,) makes its appearance in 
the valleys or gaps, where the superior strata, (sandstone, slate and 
coal,) which form the elevated part of the mountains are wanting. 
The knowledge of this fact is of importance in the selection of the 
route for the Railroad, because whenever this stratum (limestone) 
makes its appearance on the surface, we are sure that we ate not 
much above the general level of the country between Nashville and 
Pelham. Now, the lower stratum of the Cumberland mountains, 
which is visible as soon as we approach the mountain near Pelham, 
is an Oolitic limestone, (a limestone composed of minute globules 
like the roe or eggs of fish;) upon it rest the strata of coal sandstone, 
which are of various thicknesses, and which form the high tops and 
table lands of the Cumberland mountains, and alternaté in several 
places with strata of coal and slate. At several places, neverthe- 
less, some irregularities in this stratification are met with, but [have 
not observed them in that part of the mountain through which the 
proposed road will have to pass. This mountain district extends 
from the above named town, Pelham, to the very spot upon which 
the town of Chattanooga is situated. 

Let us now see which would be the most eligible route for a Rail 
Road from the level country between Nashville and Pelham through 
the mountain, obviating most difficulties and pursuing the most di- 
rect course. Several routes are presented which are deemed fa- 
vorable for a continuation of the line of Railroad from the above 
mentioned level between Nashville and Pelham to Chattanooga. 
The difficulties in all of them consist in the mode of crossing the 
Cumberland Mountain, properly socalled, which forms the princi- 
pal North-west ridge of the Sequatchee Valley and the Lookout 
Mountain, situated on the left side of the Tennessee river. 

1. The summit of the Cumberland Mountains may: be attained 
along the Western declivity from Pelham, ascending gradually a 
distance, perhaps, from 8 to 10 miles from the beginning of the as- 
cent tothe summit. Several gaps and valleys formed by the wa- 
ters of Elk river may facilitate this ascent. The summit being at- 
tained, the Eastern declivity of the mountain may be descended 
into the Sequatchee Valley, near Jasper, or by either side of the 
Battle Creek Valley. Having descended, we are in the Sequatchee 
Valley, on the levellimestone stratum of the base of the mountain, 
which continues across the valley, up the Tennessee river to neara 
suitable place to cross this river, perhaps, near Kelley's ferry—or 
in case the mountain is ascended in a more northern direction, (that 
ofthe Battle creek road,) we descend the mountain, as mentioned 
above, about the head of Battle Creek Valley—the descent may 
also be made into the Fiery-Gizzard Valley along the creek. In 
both cases we are again upon the limestone, forming the base of 
the mountain, and have a level route along the Fiery-Gizzard or 
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Battle creeks until it strikes the above mentioned track at Jas- 
er. 

2, Another route worthy of notice, extends from the above men- 
tioned level plains between Pondspring or Hillsburg, (this place is 
known under these two names) and Parnhem—up the waters of the 
Boiling Fork of Elk river, along to the Winchester road, through a 
very low depression in the mountain towards Brush creek, (one of 
the tributaries of Big Crow creek,) and striking in a Southern di- 
rection the valley of Big Crow creek, and entering fora short dis- 
tance into the State of Alabama, near Bolivar, runs along the base 
of the mountain in a North-east direction to the mouth of Battle 
creek. To Hornback’s mill, on Big Sequatchee river, a level line 
may be run, which would make Battle creek and Big Crow creek 
routes mere continuations of the route towards Chattanooga. 

8. A third route may, perhaps, be recommended for its direct- 
ness. A spur or extension of considerable magnitude of the Cum- 
berland Mountain (as is seen in Rhea’s map of the State of Ten- 
nessee) gradually sloping from its summit, terminates in a level a 
short distance North-east of Pondspring, dividing the waters that 
flow South into the Elk river from those that flow North into Col- 
lin's river, and so far as I know, offers no serious obstacle to the 
construction of a Railroad. Having once ascended the mountain 
we have an extensive level table land. Crossing this levelin a 
South-eastern direction we descend the Eastern declivity of the 
mountain at Little Sequatchee creek. But here again the descent 
requires a route along the declivity of the mountain to arrive at an 
easy grade at its base. This once attained we have to follow the 
South side of the Little Sequatchee creek; crossing it a short dis- 
tance above the mouth, we strike Big Sequatchee river above 
Hornback’s mill. After crossing this river we join the route from 
Battle creek already mentioned. 

Ihave now pointed out three routes, along which a Railroad may 
be constructed, but each of them has to ascend and descend the 
steep declivities of the Cumberland Mountain, to overcome which 
willnecessarily require a considerable extent of road along the slope. 
Thisextent may be obviated by a zunnel. I propose therefore a 
fourth route for a contemplated road. 

4. Some of the tributaries of Elk river penetrate considerably 
into the Cumberland Mountains, as may be seen on the map of 
Tennessee, where the head of Mud creek is only a short distance 
from the head of Battle Creek Valley. In fact several of the in- 
habitants told me that the mountain there was no more than one 
mile across, and that the ascent and descent are steep, so that the 
base of the mountain would be hardly more than one and a half 
miles from the Western to the Eastern slope. As I have already 
observed, the base of the Cumberland Mountains is composed of 
what mineralogists call Oolitic limestone, a very homogeneous rock, 
not quite as hard as the limestone in Middle Tennessee, and which 
may easily be perforated. We have numerous instances, in more 
Northern States, of this mode of crossing mountains—in fact we 
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have an instance of it in the vicinity of Nashville, at the Narrows 
of Harpeth river, where Mr. Montgomery Bell has tunneled a spur 
of a mountain of some hundred feet in length at his own expense, 
merely to obtain a sufficient quantity of water for his iron works on 
the Harpeth river. The rock pierced by Mr. Montgomery Bell is 
more difficult to be perforated than the oolitic limestone. Through 
this tunnel we are directly transported from the level country of 
Middle Tennessee, to the level Valley of Battle creek. This is, in 
my opinion, the most eligible route for the road as it is the shortest, 
and as it obviates the ascent and descent of the mountain. 

It is also said, that insurmountable obstacles exist for the contin- 
uation of the route from the Sequatchee Valley to Chattanooga; and 
certainly this would be the case if the Railroad had to follow the 
route from the Valley to Chattanooga, that is generally traveled on 
horseback; but these obstacles will also disappear if the proper lo- 
cality be selected. The first route worthy of notice is the following: 

1. Proceeding from a point, one or two miles above the mouth of 
Little Sequatcheee creek by Hornback's mill, and passing the North 
end of Cedar Ridge, we strike the Tennessee river near Woodhy’s—. 
we then ascend the river, and passing Millin’s creek, Kelly’s ferry, 
Boiling-pot, the Suck, and Tumbling Shoals, we come to Brown’s 
ferry, where, to avoid a considerable bend in the river, we pass 
through a low gap in the river ridge on the old road to Chattanooga, 
and cross the Tennessee river near Chattanooga. 

2. The second route is as follows:—Leaving Sequatchee Valley 
along the above named route, and crossing Tennessee river at or 
near Kelley’s ferry, we pass Raccoon Mountain through a low de- 
pression, called Kelley’s Gap, and cross Lookout creek. We have 
now only to overcome the lofty Lookout Mountain to reach Chat- 
tanooga; and this mountain can easily be surrounded by passing 
between it and Tennessee river. I made this circuit on foot, ac- 
companied by several gentlemen from Chattanooga, and I was en- 
abled to surround the whole mountain, except some 40 or.50 yards, 
where we were interrupted by the high state of the water in the 
river. The talus or slope which is formed at the margin of the 
river, composed. mostly of fragments of limestone and sandstone 
(the constituents of the Lookout Mountain) extends generally about 
20 or 30 feet from the mountain, which offers here a mural ascent; 
it is spread over a solid limestone foundation, which continues at the 
place now inundated by high water. In fact the river runs here 
over such a rocky bottom, {oolitic limestone stratum already men- 
tioned.) This mountainous point offers a gentle curve, forming no 
impediment to any trainofcars. On this talus, once cleared of the 
large fragments of rock, a solid foundation for a Railroad may be 
constructed. The passage across the Lookout Mountain is gener- 
ally considered as a great obstacle, but this difficulty is entirely re- 
moved by taking the above mentioned river route, and that this 
route is in reality practicable, appears from the fact, that one of the 
inhabitants of that vicinity, Col. Kelley, if I am not mistaken, is 
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now petitioning the legislature for a charter to construct a wagon 
road upon this slope. 

8, Another route may be proposed, which is also recommended 
by its directness and consequent shortness—cross Tennessee river 
near the mouth of Battle Creek; ascend the river along its eastern 
or left margin, to the head of Running Water Creek, and thence 
eastwards through a gap of Raccoon Mountain to Perkins! and 
Lookout Neck, striking the above mentioned route. This route 
would shorten the distance forseveral miles. 

I have now pointed out several routes through the Cumberland 
and Lookout Mountains, along which a railroad to Chattanooga 
may be constructed. An actual survey by a competent engineer 
can only decide which of them will be most practicable. My ob- 
servations as to distances and elevations are imperfect and only 
such as can be made in an excursion intended to examine the de- 
posits of coal of that region. My investigations have, however, 
fully satisfied me that there exist no impediments to the construc- 
tion of the proposed road which may not be easily removed 

I wil now proceed to enumerate the advantages which are of- 
fered by the country through which I have pointed out the different 
routes for the proposed road. Advantages which will only be pro- 
perly developed if this xoad be constructed, and which otherwise, 
the means of transportation being deficient, may remain dormant 
for a great numberof years. Advantages to which England owes 
a considerable part, if not the whole, of its present elevated station 
amongst the powers of Europe. Iallude to the deposits of Coal 
and Iron, which, as I will show, exist in a great abundance in the 
section of country under consideration. 

The deposits of coalin that part of the Cumberland Mountains 
which I have examined, forming its southern extremity, and also 
part of Walden’s Ridge, together with the northern extremity of 
Raccoon Mountain, are of great extent, and are only partly brought 
to light, and those that are known are only slightly penetrated.— 
Most of them have merely furnished the fuel for the blacksmith in 
the surrounding country. A few boat loads have been taken from. 
the banks which are in the vicinity of Tennessee River, some of 
which are said to have reached New Orleans; but as that place is 
more conveniently supplied from the Ohio River, it is doubtful 
whether this coal ever descended the Mississippi River. The in- 
habitants, therefore, of that part of the State of Tennessee, being 
not much interested in these possessions, have not thought it worth 
their while to investigate properly the extent of these deposits, and 
consequently the account which I now offer is merely an approxi- 
mation. The extent of the coal fields which may be favored by 
the proposed railroad is great; we may include in it those of Mr. 
Kimbrow, on the Crab Orchard Road, and Gillingwater, which are 
only about three miles from the Tennessee River, and may, with- 
out much trouble, be transported down the river to Chattanooga. 
The case is the same with those banks that are known by the name 
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of Jack's Banks. Most of the other deposits arein the immediate 
vicinity of the road from Chattanooga to Nashville. 

I have already, in a preceding report, spoken of the coal bank of 
Mr. Kimbrow. I mentioned there that neither the extent nor the 
direction of this deposit could be ascertained, that it seems to run 
vertically into the ground, and that its horizontal extent was equally 
indeterminable, and this doubtis not yet cleared up. Mr. Kimbrow 
has now descended about 20 feet into the coal and has not yet 
reached the bottom. a 

In the same report I have given a description of the coal deposits 
of Mr. Gillingwater. ‘This, I mentioned, was an extensive irregu- 
lar deposit of coal, showing no traces of stratification, and of which 
the dimensions could not be ascertained. 

Ipublished, also, analyses of this and the.coal of Mr. Kimbrow, 
which shows that these coals are of very good quality. 

Another depositis found in the vicinity of Mr. Kimbrow, near the 
old turnpike gate of Maj. W. Brown, Judging from external ap- 
pearances, it 1s extensive, but it 1s not yet penetrated. 

Near Piney Creek, in alower range of the mountain than the pre- 
ceding deposit occupies, appears an outcrop, which has not yet 
been penetrated. 

Another deposit we have opposite the Crab Orchard Tavern, 
which seems to be extensive. 

The next deposit that claims our attention is situated on Rocky 
creek, in Hamilton county, about 25 miles from Chattanooga. "The 
bank is known by the name of Jack's Bank. Two strata, separated 
from each other by sand-stone, areopened. "The upperstratum has 
a thickness from eight to nine feet. The thickness of the lower 
stratum is not known; it has been penetrated downwards for ten feet, 
but no bottom was found. A specimen of this coal is amongst those 
presented to the Legislature; it is marked No. 11. 

The next coal banks are all in the vicinity ofthe route of the.pro- 
posed railroad. í 

That the members of the .Legislature may be enabled to form 
some adequate conception of the rich and varied deposits of these 
and other minerals in the vicinity of the contemplated railroad, I 
send them with my report several specimens, marked as follows: 

No. 1. Is coal from near the mouth of Battle Creek, about two 
miles from Mr. J. Haley's. The stratum. is about two feet thick; it 
rests on a. stratum of slate, and is covered with sandstone. This 
stratum may be traced for upwards of eight miles in a horizontal 
direction. It is not far penetrated. The thickness may increase, 
as I have observed some outcrops of the same stratum that exceed 
two feet. Judging from appearances below this stratum, I think 
that other strata may be found below it. It is the property of the 
heirs of Dr. Haley. 

No. 2. Is coal from a stratam about two miles northwest from 
Mr. J. Haley's, near the mouth of Battle creek. It is not the 
same spur of mountain from which No. 1 was taken. Thestratum 
is about four feetin thickness. Seven feet of it is cleared, and it 
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has been penetrated aboutten feet. This stratum seems to extend 
through this wholespur of the mountian, and outcrops of other strata 
may betraced in a lower situation, This coal, judging from its 
structure, resembles that of Mr. Gillingwater. It is more bitumi- 
nous than No. 1. It is the property of Mr. Miller Rice. 

No. 3. Is coalfrom Battle creek, about six miles from Jasper. The 
stratum is six feet thick. It rests on slate, and is covered with 
sandstone. There are three strata, from thirty to forty feet apart. 
These strata are very extensive, in fact almost everywhere coal 
may be found here. It is the property of Mr. McMurray. 

No. 4. Is coal from Mullen's creek, about three miles from the 
Tennessee River. Itis agood slaty coal. The stratum is two feet 
in thickness. The property of Mr. J. Haley. 

No. 5. Is coal from near the Suck. It isan extensive stratum. 
It is two feetinthickness. The coal issimilar to No. 4. The pro- 
perty of Mr. McEwen. 

No. 6. Is coal from near Kelley’s ferry, one mile from the Ten- 
nessee river. It may be traced to near the Suck. The stratum is 
four feet inthickness. "The property of Mr. J. Haley. 

No. 7. Is coal from Raccoon Mountain, a short distance above 
Rankin’s Ferry, on the Tennessee river. The stratum is about 
twelve feet thick. A seam of slate divides it into two parts; the 
upper is nine feet, and the lower three feet in thickness. ‘These di- 
visions do not run paralled to one another. The property of Mr. 
Rankin. 

No. 8. Is coal from Raccoon Mountain, from a stratum on the op- 
posite side of the cove on which No. 7 occurs. It is three feet thick. 
There are three strata, separted from twenty to thirty feet from each 
other. The property of Mr. Rankin. 

No. 9. Is coal from Raccoon Mountain, on the Georgia side. 
The boundary line runsthrough it. It is about three feetin thick- 
ness. 

No. 10. Is coal from Raccoon Mountain. Itis abouttwo feet 
in thickness. Property of Mr. Allen. 

Fo. 11. Coal described above. The Jack’s Bank. , 

No. 19. Coal from about seventeen miles from Jasper, on the 
Cumberland Mountain, one mile from the stage road. The thick- 
ness of the stratum is not known. It is probably more than 20 
feet. Mr. Mitchell from Jasper says that itis his property. Some 
others claim it. 

I have omitted in this enumeration a deposit of coal, which is 
more extensive than any of the above mentioned; itis situated on 
the summit or table land of the Cumberland mountains, between 
the stage road to Jasper, and the Battle creek road. Bad weather, 
and thereby want of time, prevented me from making an occular 
examination. It belongs to Messrs. LaChapel, Bayerd & Co., who 
are there preparing a large tract of land, for a settlement of Euro- 
peans, principally Germans. i 

It appears from the above enumeration, that there exists an inex 
haustible treasure of this combustible, which if once the means o 
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transportation are established, will make Middle Tennessee entirely: 
independent of the uncertain water power, which is mostly una- 
vailable here during the Summer season, and may be the means of 
transforming this part of Tennessee into a manufacturing country. 


IRON. 


The next important material in the Cumberland mountains, is 
the Iron Ore, which also exists there, in the vicinity of the coal 
banksin great abundance. I must here observe, that our iron ore, 
though in the proximity of the coal, is not the same as that which 
is found in the coal fields of England, and which produces an infe- 
rior kind of Iron, if we may judge ofit by the specimens, that in 
some parts of the United States have been imported for rail roads, 
and other purposes. English imported Iron, is not to be compared 
with our Tennessee Iron; to the honor of which, I beg leave here to 
mention, that none of the steam-boilers made of Tennessee Iron, 
out of which several Iam informed, have been constructed in Cm- 
cinnati and Pittsburg, have burst. Of course therefore, our Iron 
masters, are free from any blame of having contributed to the sacri- 
fice of the hundreds of lives, that have been lost by those accidents. 

No. 1. Is a specimen of Red Iron Oxide. An extensive deposit 
of this ore occurs near Prigmore gap, three-fourths of a mile from 
Sequatchee river, projecting abundantly above ground. Itis the . 
property of the heirs of the late Dr. Haley. The same kind of ore 
occurs abundantly on the left side of Tennessee river, on the Rac- 
coon mountain. The ore at the two above mentioned localities, is 
of a granular structure. j 

This vein of Iron ore, varying here and there in its structure, may 
be traced for more than 60 miles, along the eastern declivity of the 
Cumberland mountains, that is from Raccoon mountain to the Cum- 
berland gap; where the Cumberland mountains enter into Kentucky 
and Virginia. The Iron works of Kirtibro and Gordon, are estab- 
lished on the same vein. The ore used iu the above mentioned 
works, has a different structure; it is more or less foliated, or rather 
scaly. These establishments have been in operation for several 
years, and when proper care has been taken in the preparation of 
the metal, have produced good Iron. 

Amongst the samples presented to the Legislature—No. 1, is the 
granular oré from Prigmore's gap; and No. 2, the scaly variety 
from a more North-eastern locality. i 

No. 8, Is brown Iron stone, (compact liver ore.) This ore is 
similar to that of our rich Iron deposits in Dickson, Stewart and 
Perry counties, and othersin Middle Tennessee, and those of Car- 
ter, Sullivan and other counties of East Tennessee. This variety 
18 particularly compact, and judging from the surface of the deposit 
very abundant, and though its compactness may render it somewhat 
difficult to work, it will be more productive in metal. It is the 
property of the heirs of Dr. Haley. f 

No. 4, Is brown Iron stone and stilpnosiderite. Itis a compound 
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ore, composed of Brown Iron Stone of a very compact structure, 
passing into the variety called diver ore, through which runs the 
stolpnosiderite. The latter, I believe has the reputation of making 
“red short,” Iron. We have several ores in Tennessee, in which this 
kind of ore enters, but I never understood that they produced “red 
Short" Iron. This ore is very pure and heavy, and judging from 
external appearances, promises to be abundant. 


LIMESTONE. ` 


The next material under consideration is Limestone. It may 
perhaps appear strange to an inhabitant of Middle Tennessee, that 
a substance which incumhers him very much, may be valuable in 
other parts of the Union. Nevertheless such is the case, and I 
doubt whether in any part of South Carolina or Georgia, any good 
Limestone is found, and I understand that it has lately become a de- 
sideratum in those States to improve the fields with, which in some 

arts begin to fail. 

The whole of Sequatchee valley, and Battle creek valley, in fact 
the whole of the base of the Cumberland mountains, Walden’s 
ridge, Raccoon and Lookout mountains are Limestone, and Lime- 
stone ofa superior quality, surpassing in purity, that which occurs 
in most places in Middle Tennessee. "The upper part of this stra- 
tum seems from its external appearance, to be a kind of hydraulic 
limestone; so that it may even become for some purposes, a desider- 
atum in Nashville, inthe vicinity of which, some years ago, kilns 
were constructed to furnish New Orleans with lime. 

If the projected railroad shall be constructed, this limestone may 
become of paramount importance to the inhabitants of the Cumber- 
land mountains. I have seen the lime made of that limestone; it is 
of an excellence quality and when prepared with proper sand it fur- 
nishes a superior mortar and perfectly white when used for exter- 
nal coating. I would therefore advise the inhabitants of that part 
of the State to erect what is called perpetual limekilns and these 
may serve for both kinds of fuel, wood and the refuse coal, (coal 
which is too small for transportation.) 

For the information of those who have not paid any attention to 
the process of lime burning, I wish to state one fact—that the lime- 
stone, which has been exposed fora long while to the action of 
meteoric agencies, or what is generally called surface rock, consist- 
ing of fragments collected from the surface, is not as well calcula- 
ted to be burned as that which is taken from a quarry or undercov- 
er, Such limestone contains a fluid which facilitates the burning 
very much—in fact I have seen limestone which could not be burn- 
ed and was rejected under the name of bastard limestone, while the 
same kind fresh from the quarry was easily burned. 


WHETSTONE. 


Another substance, though not of paramount importance with the 
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limestone, may deserve our attention—I allude to a kind of slate 
which occurs in abundance on the Raccoon mountain and some 
parts of Walden's ridge. Icollected some fragments of it which 
answer very well for hone or whetstone. Several mechanics in 
that part of Tennessee do not use any other whetstone; I myself 
found that it answered very well for sharpening a razor. 


ALUM. 


Ihave already on a former occasion recommended to the inhab- 
itants of Tennessee the manufacture of alum, which is now import- 
ed from some Eastern cities, perhaps from Europe. "The primary 
materials of which alum is composed exist in great abundance in the 
Cumberland Mountains. 

The cemponent parts of alum are alumine, sulphuric acid and 
potash. ‘The greater part of the slate which accompanies the coal 
strata contains materials, which, when acted upon by the atmospheric- 
air, are converted into alumine and sulphuric acid, the latter mostly 
in superabundance.—The slate, for that purpose, requires only to 
be broken up into fragments and exposed to the influence of the air 
in such a manner that rain is admitted only when it is required to 
dissolve the soluble matter which is formed by the action of the air. 
This soluble matter consists oftwo of the ingredients which com- 
pose alum, the alumina and sulphuric acid—so that it requires on- 
ly the potash to complete the composition of this article. ` I have 
communicated the mode of composing it to several of the iuhabitants 
of the country where this slate (aluminous slate or shale) occurs, 
but as yet no one has profited by the information.

TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF 
TENNESSEE. 


Honorable Gentlemen: 

In obedience to a resolution of your Honorable Assembly re- 
specting the marble in the vicinity of Caney Fork, it was my inten- 
tion to make a recognizance of that locality—but the severity of the 
present winter, and a bronchial disease which confined me between 
five and six weeks, and from which I am not yet fully recovered, 
prevented me from visiting this season that locality. Nevertheless 
former visits to that place, and the possession of the most of the 
varieties of marble that occur there, enable me to give such descrip- 
tions of it as will enable you to judge of its fitness for the constrüc- 
tion of buildings or ornamental application. For this purpose I beg 
leave to exhibit the specimens which are in my cabinet. 
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No. 1. Brownish grey marble, variegated with a lighter color, 
exhibiting the sections of coral and shells. 

2. 'The mass of this marbleis of a buff color variegated by sec- 
iions of coral of a black and grey color. 

3. The ground of this is almost of the same color as the preced- 
me: the variegating accidents are larger and not intermixed with 

ack. 

4. Of a blackish grey ground variegated with black. 

5. Of a buffcolor variegated with greyish brown. 

6. Of a brownish grey variegated by sections of shells of a light- 
er color. 

7. Of a darkbuff color, minutely variegated with grey. 

8. Of a dark grey, approaching to black, beautifully variegated 
with sections of coral of a brownish grey color. 

9. Blackish grey, variegated with white. 

These specimens do not exhibit the most perfect state of polish 
to which the marble of Caney Fork is susceptible, nor do they give 
a proper idea of the different varieties that there occur; Icollected 
only detached fragments, and the proper care was not taken in 
polishing them. 

This marble willanswer very well for plain work, as columns 
and slabs for furniture, etc: but as appears from the specimens, it 
is replete with organic remains—in fact some of it is entirely made 
up of these remains. Now some of these fossils are not intimately 
incorporated with the mass of the marble, and wil] therefore be 
likely to fall out, if delicate fretty work is constructed of it, so that 
SE of corinthian pillars, for instance could not be made 
Oi it. 

As far as I can recollect, there are large deposits of it at the 
above mentioned locality—but I expect to visit that vicinity again 
early next spring, or as soon as my health and the season may per- 
mit, when I can ascertain this fact, and of what size the rocks can 
be produced, and will then report my investigation to any person 
or persons your honorable body may appoint, and for the benefit of 
those whom the information may interest.

EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 


It will beseen that the receipts into the Treasury: within this pe- 
riod of two years, have increased to $576,942 71, from $473,022 01, 
for the two preceding years—an increase of $103,920 70; and that 
the payments out of the Treasury for the latter period, have been 
reduced to $506,488 40, from $623,737 27 for the former; a dimi- 
nution.of $117,248 87; thus exhibiting the gratifying gain-in the two 
items of receipts and disbursements of $221,169 57, for the two 
years. Of the totalsum of increased receipts, $35,312 03 accrued 
in the fiscal year ending first Monday of October, 1844, before the 
revenue act of 1844 took effect upon receipts from Sheriffs, and when 
it had but slightly affected receipts from clerks. Of the total sum 
of curtailment in disbursements, $50,452 37, took place in the fiscal 
year ending in October, 1844. The operation of the act of 1844, 
chapter 153, directing an adjustment of the school fund accounts, 
has created a large item in this curtailment; $28,900 65 in 1844, 
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and $10,612 33 in 1845. For the more full information of your 
honorable body, I append a briefsynopsis of the condition and ope- 
rations ofthe Treasury for the first year of the period of two years 
embraced within this report, as follows:

During some six months of that year the funds in the Treasury 
were exhausted, and the Treasurer was under the necessity of over- 
checking on the Bankof Tennessee, to meet current disbursements.

On the 25th July, 1844, the school fund deposit again placed a 
balance in the Treasury, which balance has steadily improved to 
the sum stated for 1st Monday of October, 1845. 


SOURCES OF REVENUE. 


The receipts from Sheriffs are the direct taxes collected on proper- 
ty and polls. For full details as to the source of the revenue, see 
tabular statements marked (A.) (B.) and (D.) The tables (A.) pre- 
sent a full statistical view of the taxable property and polls—(B.) 
of revenue received, and (D.) of the sources of revenue, of the whole 
State, each county and division of the State separately, for the year 
1844, Similar tables for the year 1845 cannot yet be furnished 
complete, the returns not yet having been received. The total val- 
uation of taxable property for 1844, as reported, amounts to $113,- 
240,292, and the total number of white polls to 88,065, On this 
would arise a State tax of $95,938 39. The actual gross collec- 
tions exceed this sum by $1,865 47; an excess produced by double 
taxes or taxes picked up by Sheriffs after returns were made by the 
commissioners, supplemental returns by commissioners, &c., and in 
one or two instances “an increased tax calculated by clerks on 
polls, which was not observed before settlement. In a few in- 
stances it will be seen the amounts paid into the Treasury by She- 
riffs exceed the amounts collected by them—the explanation is fur- 
nished in the fact that damages and interest in such cases had ac- 

umulated on delay of payments. In this connection it may not be 
improper to bring to your notice the fact that there continues to be 
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a falling off iu the estimated value of taxable property, which in 
1843 and 1844, has reached a lower point than m all preceding 
years.

County Court Clerks collect the taxes on licensed privileges, such 
as of merchants, pedlars, show men, registration of deeds, &c., 
which taxes were increased fifty per cent. by the revenue act of 
1844, but the increased tax has not yet taken effect fully upon re- 
ceipts from this source. Thus, a merchant obtaining license in Oc- 
tober, 1843, and settling upon his bond in October, 1844, pays the 
old tax only upon all merchandize received and opened for sale prior 
to the 19th January, 1844, the date of the passage of the act, and 
such payment constitutes part of the revenue now being daily re- 
ceived into the Treasury upon settlements with clerks for the fiscal 
year ending 1st September, 1845. 

Circuit, Chancery and Supreme Court. Clerks collect a State tax on 
law and equity suits, appeals, writs of error, &c. The act of 1844 
operates to increase these taxes also fifty per cent.; but taking ef- 
fect only upon suits commenced after the passage of the act, it has 
as yet but partially increased the receipts into the Treasury from 
this source. "Tables (B.) and (D.) furnish full details as to receipts 
from all the elerks. I have been unable so.to construe the act of | 
1825, chapter 51, sections 1 and 5, as to pay the revenue commis- 
sioners “for the statement for each year,” on settling with clerks, 
more than $2 50.a piece, and believe that the statement entitling to 
compensation should embrace all revenue received in the whole 
“year preceding such settlement.” I have, therefore, paid the two 
commissioners, (where there were two,) but $5 for each annual set- 
tlement with the clerk of each court—and not full fees for back years 
into which commissioners sometimes extend their investigations, 
and for each settlement for part of the year where change of incum- 
bents takes place, as has heretofore been paid. Itis respectfully 
suggested, thatin the larger counties the labor and importance of 
the duty assigned to the county revenue commissioners are believed 
to be such as to justify an increased compensation proportioned to 
the revenue collected, The various interpretations by clerks of the 
5th section of the act of 1835, chapter 55, apparent in their returns, 
is worthy of your attention. 

The receipts from Entry takers, are proceeds. of entries on the 
public lands south and west of the line designated as the Congres- 
sional Reservation Line. This revenue is rapidly increasing, as 
will appear by reference to the table marked (C.) By the 19th 
section of an act of 11th January, 1842, it is: required to be paid 
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over by the Treasurer to the Bank of Tennessee, subject to the or- 
der of the Treasurer of the United States. 

The sum received from the Penitentiary is paid in under the 4th 
section of the act of 30th January, 1844, and is appropriated to build- 
ing the State Capitol. 

The receipts from the Bank of Tennessee are composed of an an- 
nualdividend of $100,000 for the use of common schools, and an 
annual dividend of $18,000 for county academies. The Planters’ and 
Memphis Banks, and the Insurance Companies pay each an annual 
bonus also for the use of common schools. 

The sum received fromthe Nashville, Murfreesborough and Shel- 
byville Turnpike Company, is interest refunded which had been 
paid on the Bonds of the State issued for stock in said company, 
$3,705 62, and profit on State stock, $500. 

The other receipts from Internal Improvement Companies arise un- 
der the act of 30th January, 1844, and are composed of nett. profits 
on State stock, and balances on account of deficit payments of indi- 
vidual stock. 

The fees for copying records in the Comptroller's Office arise un- 
der the 14th section of the act of 1896, chapter 12—and seem to be 
the first revenue arising from this source. 

The notes of hand held by the Treasurer are the notes of the 
securities of Jonathan S. Bradley, taken under a resolution of the 
15th January, 1844. 

From Muller Francis, late Treasurer of Tennessee, was received 
$65 22 on account of apparent discrepancy in his account at the 
Bank of Tennessee. ‘The sum of interest received of the late Trea- 
surer, amounting to $264 03 is made up of interest on $500 receiv- 
ed by him from John Brisker, Sheriffof Washington county, on the 
9th April, 1841, and not paid into the Treasury until notification 
from this office, on the 30th December, 1843; interest on $184 19 
paid at the Branch of the Union Bank at Jackson, by W. S. S. Har- 
ris, clerk of the county court of Obion county, and checked out of 
that Bank by the late Treasurer in July, 1839, but not paid into the 
Treasury until 1st May, 1844; intereston $188 73, received from 
W. S. S. Harris, through the Jackson Bank in the same way in 
May, 1840, and not paid intothe Treasury until 1st May, 1844; in- 
terest on $206 31 received of W., S, S. Harris in the same way in 
November, 1841, and not paid into the Treasury till 1st May, 1844; 
interest on $194 63 received in the same way of W. S. S. Harris 
in January, 1840, and not paid into the Treasury till 1st May, 1844; 
interest on $210 00 received of John Wherry, Entry-takeg for Shel- 
by county, by a check on the Jackson Bank in June, 1843, and not 
paid into the Treasury till 7th June; 1844; interest on $48 63 re- 
ceived from Sheppard M. Ashe, clerk of the chancery court at 
Brownsville, by check on the Jackson Bank in January, 1844, and 
not paid into the Treasury till the 7th June, 1844. 

It may be proper to state, for the more definite information of 
the General Assembly, that the several sums retained by the late 
Treasurer, and which were ascertained at different periods in the 
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ordinary progress of business in this office, were required to be paid 
into the Treasury as soon as they were ascertained. The Brisker 
payment was'discovered from an examination of a letter of the At- 
torney General of the 1st circuit, filed and recorded in this office of 
Sth December, 1842, giving information that—^in this county I 
obtained judgment against John Brisker for 1839, upon the motion 
formerly entered by Mr. Brabson, after deducting $500 paid by him 
to the ‘Treasurer, as per his letter of 9th April, 1841. I endeavored 
to obtain damages on the whole amount of the delinquency, but 
Judge Anderson would only allow it onthe balance.” Th@Harris 
cases were brought to my attention by a letter filed and recorded in 
this office of ist August, 1842, from the Attorney General of the 
9th circuit, saying—*W. S. S. Harris, clerk of Obion county court 
—on mentioning the claims to Mr. H. he informed me that he had 
paid the several amounts due from him as per warrants from the 
Comptroller.” And also a letter from the same attorney, dated 
December 6, 1842, and recorded in this office, stating that—*in 
the case of Wm. S. S. Harris, clerk of the county court of Obion, 
I have to report that he has receipts from John W. Campbell, Cash- 
ier Union Bank at Jackson, for the Treasurer, for each of the sev- 
eral amounts reported against him for the revenue by him collected 
from 1st September, 1837, to 1st Sep., 1838; from 1st Sep., 1888 
to 1st September, 1839; from 1st September, 1839 to 1st September, 
1840; and from 1st September, 1840 to 1st September, 1841—du- 
plicates of which he has handed over to me, and which I will trans- 
mit to you by the first private opportunity.” Finding in this office 
no regalar monthly statements from the Jackson Bank, as required 
hy the 11th section of the act of 1836, chapter 27, I applied and 
received from the Bank a statement of its receipts for, and pay- 
ments to the Treasurer, from 25th September, 1838, to the date of 
the application; and thus was enabled to ascertain more precisely 
the facts as to all cases in which moneys had been paid into that 
Bank for the Treasurer, and by him checked out. Ihave since 
required the Bank to furnish regularly the monthly statements as 
the law directs. 

It may be proper further, definitely to state, that these sums re- 
tained, when paidin by the late Treasurer, have been credited on the 
accounts current kept in this office, to the Sheriffs, Clerks and Entry- 
takers from whom he severally received them, and in this report 
are embraced under the heads of receipts from Sheriffs, Clerks 
and Entry-takers, with all other revenue paid by those officers into 
the Treasury. The tnterest not actually haying , been so received, 
could not properly have been so classed; and hence is necessarily 
reported under a separate and distinctive head. 

.In addition to the items above referred to, the sum of $500 00, 
was received by the late Treasurer from Jesse Webb, Sheriff of 
Warren county, for the year 1842, and not paid into the Treasury 
till notification from this office in February, 1844. The Treasur- 
era receipt for the same was enclosed to me by the Attorney Gen- 
eralof the 13th circuit, on the 21st February, 1844, who had re- 
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ceived it from the Sheriff and reeeipted for it. The same is ac- 
counted for under the head of receipts from Sheriffs. As the State 
does not seem to have sustained any loss in damages or interest in 
the judgment obtained in this case, I did not deem it incumbent to 
demand interest on this item. 

On the 2ist October, 1844, the late Treasurer also reported to 
this office that he had, on the 19th November, 1842, received of 
George R. Kelsey, clerk of the county court of Benton county, 
$55, which he had not paid, but was ready to pay into the Treasury. 
This ggy ment was received, and credited on the account of Mr. 
Gë and is accounged for under the head of receipts from county 
court clerks. The Treasurer was not charged with interest, be- 
cause J have no other infermation about it than what he has fur- 
nished, he receiving it without a warrant; the State holding a judg- 
ment for the whole amount of the delinquency of Kelsey. 

In May last I ascertained that the late Treasurer had received, 
in the year 1838, $1,068 from Philip Campbell, late Sheriff of Da- 
vidson county—the same being part of the taxes of said county for 
the year 1837—which sum had never been placed inthe Treasury. 
My attention was drawn to this item from the fact that the account 
of Mr. Campbell stood unbalanced on the books of this office, 
though he had never been reported as a delinquent debtor. Under 
the promise of the late Treasurer to pay this sum, with interest 
from the time he received it, I took no action upon it prior to the 
annual period prescribed by law for placing the claims upon delin- 
quent officers in the hands of Attorneys. On the ist August, 1845, 
he paid $450 00 on this claim—giving no assurance as to further 
payment; a few days after I placed the claim, in obedience to the 
"ih section of the act of 2d February, 1836, in the hands of the 
Attorney General of the 13th Judicial circuit, where the late Trea~ 
urer then resided, with instructions to take such steps as the law 
directed for the collection of the balance due. 

Having been called on by one of the heirs of Walter Sims for 
his share of the proceeds of the lands entered in Sims’ survey in 
Hawkins county, I could find no evidence that any fund out of 
which he could be paid had been placed in the Treasury, but on 
examination, I found the private act of 1830, chapter 143, to which 
your attention is respectfully invited. Learning upon enquiry that 
Miller Francis, as Treasurer of Kast Tennessee, had received from 
the Entry-taker of Sims’ survey, under the 7th section of this act—

And finding, from an examination of the books of the Treasurer’s 
office, his settlements with the Legislature and the Comptroller, and 
his reports to the General Assembly, that these moneys had never 
been entered in the books of the Treasurer’s or Comptroller’s offices, 
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nor reported to the General Assembly, and finding no statement 
any where by which it may be seen whether the fund has been ad- 
ministered or paid over in accordance with the act, I advised with 
the Attorney General of the State as to my duty in the premises, 
and in accordance with the opinion given and the direction of the 
act of 28th January, 1840, directed judicial investigation of the 
facts by the Attorney General of the 13th circuit, whose duty it be- 
came, under the act of 1807, ch. 66, to move for judgment on the 
Treasurer’s bond for the amount of. liability. A short time before 
his death, Col. Francis stated to me that a large portion of tliis mo- 
ney has been paid over to the heirs of Walter Sims, but what pro- 
portion he did not state. 

In addition to the above habilities to the Treasury heretofore un- 
reported, it may be requisite, to that definite information due to the 
General Assembly, that I state in this connection, other liabilities 
by collecting officers, not heretofore reported to the General As- 
sembly, not reported to Attorneys for collection, and apparently 
wholly lost sight of. I have, in the ordinary progress of business 
and at different periods, found and placed in train of collection; and 
in some instances had collected into the Treasury the following lia- 
bilities by collecting officers, to be thus designated: 

W. B. Johnson, Attorney General, for collection from 

Upton Organ, Sheriffof Montgomery county, for 1838, 
[This amount, says a letter of the adm'r. of Organ, was 
received by General Johnson in 1841. ltis due to 
General Johnson to state that he says he offered to 
pay it into the Treasury at the time he received it, 
but the Comptroller directed him to retain it till the 
whole was paid 
W. B. Johnson, Attorney General, for collections from 

B. B. Spicer, Sheriff of Humphreys county, for 

1840—41, 
[General Johnson states that at the time of collection 
he offered to pay this liability into the Treasury, but 
was directed to retain it till the whole of Mr. Spicer's 
indebtedness was paid.] 

W. B. Johnson, Attorney General, for collection from B. 
B. Spicer, Sheriff of Humphreys county, for 1842, 
[Gen. Johnson says he has paid this liability to the 
Treasurer, but has no receipt, and the books show 
no trace of the payment. On each of these claims, 
payment by Gen. J. not being made on demand, I 
deemed it properto take legal steps for collection with- 
out delay, and employed N. H. Allen, Esq., as counsel, 
conditioning no other compensation for his services 
than such as the General Assembly might deem pro- 
per to allow.]

One other suggestion I cannot properly withhold. Documents 
in this office show, that instances exist in clerk’s settlements, run- 
ning back through a series of years,in which important losses have 
occurred of revenue due, and withheld: from the Treasury—to 
what extent I have had neither time nor means of determining. 


DISBURSEMENTS. 


Legislative Expenses embrace the regular and all contingent ex- 
penses of the last session. : 

Judiciary.—T his head embraces the salaries of Judges and At- 
torneys General. In paying the balances of salary due to District 
Attorneys, prior to 24th January, 1844, the affidavit directed by the 
4th section of the act of 1825, ch. 51, has in all cases been re- 
quired, though heretofore it seems not to have been required. I 
would most respectfully suggest that some such provision, if again 
rendered operative, would tend greatly to prevent irregularities in 
clerk's settlements, and thus become an importànt key in locking 
up much of the public treasure, as is shown in the present lists of 
delinquency. Under advisement with the Attorney General of the 
State, I have contemplated as in force the 3d and 4th. sections of 
the act of 1831, ch. 47, and have required the certificates from Cir- 
cuit Judges as therein directed. When sickness or other unavoid- 
able cause, however, has prevented a performance of the services 
required, I have not made the deductions apparently required by 
the strict letter of the act. Doubts having existed as to whether 
that clause in the constitution which provides that “the Judges of ` 
the Supreme and Inferior Courts shall at stated times receive a 
compensation for their services, to be ascertained by law, which shall 
not be increased or diminished during the time for which they are 
elected,” does not virtually repeal this act of 1831, I have thought 
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it not improper to invite to it your attention, and to state as a rea- 
son for my action, that the act of 1831 is regarded, not as “dimin- 
ishing” to Judges the ‘compensation for their services? rendered, but 
as merely withholding “compensation” when the “services are with- 
Aeld—in other words, giving a “compensation for" and in propor- 
tion to, “their services," which compensation is clearly ‘‘ascertain- 
ed by law” and is fixed, prior to the beginning of the term of office. 
Finding, moreover, that in the most recent compilation of the sta- 
tutes, this act of 1831 is regarded as a law in force, I believed it 
more compatible with my duty as amere ministerial officer, to obey 
it, until your honorable body could give more definite direction as to 
the line of duty, and shall be happy to dispense with the certificate 
required, if believed to be unnecessary or improper. 

Executive Expenses embrace the salaries, postages, stationery and 
printing of the offices of Governor, Secretary, Comptroller and 
Treasurer. In this connection I cannot with propriety omit a pass- 
ing word of explanation as to the Comptroller’s compensation.— 
By the act of 23d January, 1836, the salary was made $1.250, and 
$250 were added for the trips to Knoxville and Jackson. By the 
school fund act of 24th January, 1888, $500 were added for other 
special services, which made the whole compensation $2,000; 
which has, since 1838, been drawn regularly every year from the 
Treasury. But I have recently noticed that the last clause of the 
school fund act of 1840, ch. 38, seems wholly to repeal the school 
fund act of 1838, and if so, the $500 to the Comptroller for special 
services. I should without hesitation, adopt this. construction, but 
for these considerations, to wit: the special services for which $500 
are given, are still performed, and must necessarily be performed, 
by the Comptroller—the repeal of the $500, if repealed, was ap- 
parently most probably an oversight and not intended—the $2,000 
have since been regularly allowed by the General Assembly to the 
Comptroller, and at the last session this matter of compensation 
was under special consideration, and the Senate’s Finance Com- 
mittee reported, and both Houses acted upon a bill, regarding the 
Comptroller’s salary at $2,000, and refused to pass into a law the 
proposition to reduce it below that sum, which amounted substan- 
tially to fixing it at $2,000. I have believed it proper to submit 
this statement that you may definitely direct my action in this par- 
ticular, for the remainder of the term of service. 

Costs are paid in criminal prosecutions, on acquittals, or when 
defendants are insolvent—to which costs in civil suits were added 
at the last session, when prosecuted for the State, and decided in 
favor of defendants. Almost without exception convicted felons 
are insolvent, and the State pays the costs of prosecution; which 
costs are often greatly increased by continuances at the instance of 
defendants, tending to lessen the chances of conviction in the re- 
moyal of existing testimony. And since about one third the whole 
revenue from taxes on property and polls is absorbed in paying 
these costs of prosecutions, it is respectfully suggested whether 
provision might not be made by which convicted felons may, in ad- 
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tiary, at a fair and stipulated price for their labor, the costs of con- 
viction now so heavily. burdening the Treasury. 

Penitentiary.—Expenses and compensation of Sheriffs and guards, 
in conveying convicts to the Penitentiary, embracing $160 to form- 
er Penitentiary Commissioners. Notwithstanding the number of 
convictions, rendering this item burdensome to the Treasury, it is 
worthy of remark that the. period of confinement in so many cases 
is so short that the number of prisoners is not increased; and the 
convicts, put at mechanic trades, have scarcely time to become use- 
ful to the prison before they are released—the heavy expense of 
conviction and incarceration resting upon the State. 

Wolf Scalps.—A bounty of $2 is paid for every wolf killed with- 
in the State under four months old, and $3 for every wolf over four 
months old. 

Humphrey’s Reports.—Printing the 3d, 4th, and 5th volumes of 
decisions of the Supreme Court, and compensation to clerks for 
copies of opinions for the Reporter. Corrections of the press, 
heretofore paid for under this head, have been disallowed, as not 
contemplated by law. 

Geologist.—The salary of Dr. Gerard Troost. 

Meigs and Yerger's Reports.—Forty-four copies paid for, under 
act of 1844, ch. 111. 

Taz aggregates and copies of Tax Lists.—Seventy-five cents per 
civil district is paid to clerks for the aggregate statements of taxa- 
bles and taxes. The act of 1838, ch. 118, also allows to clerks for 
each civil district 75 cts. out of the State Treasury for each copy 
of the tax list required by law to be made out by them. . The act 
of 1835, ch. 15, sec. 14, requires the clerks to spread the returns of 
commissioners on his record book, and sections 14, 15, and 17, re- 
quires him to furnish the Comptroller, Sheriffjand commissioners for 
the succeeding year, with “transcripts” or “copies” from the “re- 
cord book" or “list” as it is alternately called—the 15th and 17th 
sections have since been repealed; the 14th section, requiring a 
copy for the Sheriff, remaining in force. I have deemed it lawful 
to pay to clerks 75 cts. per district for copies furnished Sheriffs un- 
der this 14th section, when proper vouchers were presented; in 
Which conclusion I have the concurrence of the Attorney General, 
and the matter is thus brought to your consideration, because un- 
der a different construction, there seem to be many unsatisfied 
claims of this character upon which I may be called upon to act. 

Lunatic Asylum.—Annual appropriations, and Physician's sala- 
ry. : l 

Storage of Public Arms.—See acts of 20th February, 1836, and 
of 27th December, 1839. 

_ Common Schools.—For particulars as to the fund annually appor- 
tioned to Common Schools, and the sources whence collected, see 
statement (E.) By the act of 1844, ch. 159, the Comptroller is re- 
quired to “ascertain the amount of the principal of the common 
school fund charged to each county, and what counties have paid 
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back the principal, or have paid in principal and interest equal to 
the principal? The act proceeds to direct that the balance of said 
interest, if any, after making up the prineipal, together with all the 
uncollected debts belonging to the fund m such county, shall be 
paid over to the trustee of said county, to be applied to the use of 
common schools of said county," and “that if any county has not 
paid overto the Superintendent of Public Instruction as much princi- 
pal and interest as will amount to the sum received by the agent 
and charged to said county, the Comptroller shall ascertain the de- 
ficiency, and retain the same out of the sum annually distributed 
to said county until such principal is paid, and then the Comptrol- 
jer shall hand over the uncollected debts of said fund belonging to 
such county to the trustee of said county." 

The results ascertained under this act are set forth in table (F.) 
The sum received by the agent and charged to each county is stated 
in the first column. The amount paid backto the Superintendent, 
in principal and in interest, by each county, is stated in the 2d. col- 
umn. ‘The deficits, with counties failing to pay to the Superinten- 
dent as much principal and interest as amount to the sums received 
by the agents and charged to the counties, are stated in the 3d col- 
umn. The excesses of interest paid by other counties, over and 
above the sums received by agents and charged to those counties, 
are stated in the 4th column. And I have appended columns show- 
ing the sums apportioned to each county in 1844, and in 1846, and 
the remainders of deficits not yet absorbed in the annual apportion- 
ments for those years. Ihave found this adjustment a task of much 
difficulty, Tabor and responsibility, growing out of the variety and 
sometimes vagueness of legislation on the subject from 1829 down 
to 1844, the occasional obscurity of entries, and derangement and 
loss of vouchers in the Superintendent's office; and was not able, 
with the most unremitting diligence, to complete it and attend to 
the other duties of this office in a period short of six months. 

Tt will be seen that the whole amount of principal of school fund 
charged to the counties is ascertained to be $415,853 91, a sum 
$5,798 89 lessthan the amount stated to be due March 1, 1836, by 
the Joint Legislative Committee reporting on common school mon- 
eysin 1889. The discrepancies have been examined with care, 
and with the exception of an error of $1 01 in the Committee’s 
general addition, are confined to the counties of Bedford, Ruther- 
ford, Henry, Marion, Rhea, and Williamson. 

With reference to Bedford and Rutherford, the facts have been 
ascertained to be asfollows: Atthe same session at which the act 
was passed (1831, ch. 16,) apportioning among the several coun- 
ties of the State the available funds of the Bank of the State of 
Tennessee, the Legislature enacted (Dec. 16, 1831,) that the Gov- 
ernor subscribe the amounts to which the counties of Bedford, 
Davidsonand Rutherford were entilted, in stock of the Nashville, 
Murfreesborough and Shelbyville Turnpike Company, which were 
as follows:

And by the act of Oct. 12, 1832, the interest which 
had accumulated on the funds of Davidsonand Ruther-. 
ford were directed to be subscribed in stock ofthe same 
turnpike company, and amounted as follows:

Making total investment in stock, $40,947 75 


By the act of 1840, ch. 122, all interest subsequently accruing 
on the school fund ofthese three counties thus invested, to the 19th 
February, 1836, was specially appropriated to the use and benefit 
of schools in the three counties—and all interest accruing since that 
date has under the same act been paid into the common school fund 
of the State—the State thus assuming this investment asa part of 
the school fund and availing itself of the interest arising on it from 
the 19th of February, 1856. The interest accumulating on the 
Bedford county fund to Oct. 12, 1832, was not invested in stock of 
the road, as was the case with the other two counties, and has not 
otherwise been paid into the school fund. According to the report 
of W. M. Berryhill, General Agent of the Bank of the State of Ten- 
nessee, to the General Assembly 12th October, 1835, the amount 
chargeable to Bedford county is $14,016 00. The egent in Bed- 
ford county subsequently paid to the superintendent $199 75.— 
With these facts before me, I have charged the counties of David- 
son and Rutherford with the amounts of school fund received with 
interest interest added under the act of October 12, 1832,and cred- 
ited them with the amount of turnpike stock in which it was in- 
vested; and have charged to Bedford county $14,016 00, and cred- 
ited the county with $12,770 33 invested in turnpike stock and 
$199 75 paid the Superintendent. 

The discrepancy as to Henry county is occasioned by an error 
ofentry in the Superintendent’s books of 9th of February, 1838, 
and that of Marion county by amount refunded by Superintendent 
to John Kelly, July 25, 1838, improperly paid by him to the school 
commissioners. That of Rhea county seems to be a mere transpo- 
sition of figures by the committee. 

The largest discrepancy is that with Williamson county. The 
committee state the charge against Williamson at $17,246 53. 
There having been uncertainty as to the true amount of the liability 
of Williamson county, the Common School Commissioners for the 
State filed a bill in the Chancery Court at Franklin, against the 
School Commissioners for Williamson county for the recovery of 
the school fund under the provisions of the act of 1885, ch. 23, and 
in 1839 the court decreed that the true amount with which the 
county was chargeable at the time of the passage of the act of 1836 
calling in the common school fund from the several counties, was 
$13, 685 15. 

The total payments to the Superintendent by county agents, 
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puncipal and interest, in money and stocks, it will be seen, is 
$402,004 40. In sometwoor three counties it was difficult to as- 
certain the precise amount with certainty, but it is believed that the 
results ultimately attained are inallinstances correct. The whole 
amount of deficits is $44,685 62, of which $28,900 65 is retained 
inthe Treasury from warrants issued in 1844, and $10,611 33 
from warrants issued and issuable in 1845; making a total sum of 
$39,512 98 from the school fund apportioned in 1844 and 1845, 
which the act of 1844 does not seem to have disposed of. 

The total excess of interest paid to the Superintendentis $30,- 
836 11, which the act directs shall be paid over to the trustees of 
the counties which paid it. This interest was paid into the Bank 
of Tennessee, in accordance with the 3d section of the charter of 
that Bank, and constitutes a portion ofthe contingent fund for meet- 
ing the annual or semi-annual liabilities of the Bank. The Comp- 
troller could not “hand over the uncollected debts" of >the 
school fund to the several county trustees, as directed by the act of 
1844, otherwise than to state to them when the contingency had 
happened in which by the act they are respectively entitled to the 
custody of the same from the hands of the county agents. The 
provision that “the distribution of the interest and uncollected debts 
shall be so made as to give the new counties their due proportion, 
to be ascertained in manner prescribed in the 18th section of the 
act of 1840, ch. 38, and other laws upon this subject,” is under- 
stood to devolve upon the trustees of the old countries from which 
new counties are taken the duty of apportioning the amounts due to 
such new counties. 

Academies. In consideration of the relinquishment of Academy 
claims South of French Broad and Holston, and in Ocoee, $18,000 
of the dividends of the Bank of Tennessee are annually appropriat- 
ed to county academies “for thirty years and no longer, or not so 
long if the Dank should not continue so long in operation." Pay: 
ment is made to each academy “upon the presentation of an order 
signed by the president or chairman of the board of trustees." As 
the chairmen are in a great majority of cases unknown at the 
Treasury, itis submitted whether some provision should not be 
made by which it shall be avouched who is the chairman, before 
the warrant is issued upon the presentation of the order purporting 
to be signed by the chairman. 

Sus Bounties. Fifty cents per pound on reeled silk and 10 cents 
per pound on cocoons, produced in the State—act of last session 
continuing in force till 4th February, 1846. - p Ve 

Extingushment of Land Warrants. Payment of 124 cents per 
acre on land claims presented according to the 8th section of the 
act of 11th January, 1842. Warrants upon the treasury in pay- 
ment of these claims to the extent of $3,063 98 have been issued, 
$2,798 98 of which have been paid, leaving $265 out-standing. ` 

Internal Improvements. Of the total disbursements under this 
head, $18,711 12 is on account ofthe State's share of expenses in- 
curred by the Louisville, Charleston and Cincinnati Rail Road Co. 
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within this State, paid under a decree of the Chancery Court at 
Knoxville, on the surrendering by the company of the $650,000 
State subscription and $32,000 in State bonds issued to said com- 
pany. The residue is interest paid on the bonds of the State issued 
for the benefit of the Nashville, Murfreesboro' and Shelbyville T'urn- 
pike Company. 

Enumeration of 1841. Compensation to persons who took an 
enumeration of their respective counties of free taxable polls in 
1841, and who have not heretofore. been paid. 

Bank Investigation. Compensation to commissioners and wit- 
nesses, and payment of expenses for stationery, in thé investiga- 
tion of the Bank of Tennessee and branches, under the resolution 
of 18th November, 1843. : 

Memphis Hospital. By the act of 22d December, 1843, the State 
tax on merchant's license in Shelby county, to the extent of $5,000 
a year, for two years from the 1st of January, 1843, was appropri- 
ated to the benefit ofthe Memphis Hospital. Prior to the passage 
ofthe act a portion of said revenue had been paid into the Treasu- 
ry, which was accordingly paid over to the Trustees of the Hospital. 
The residue of the appropriation for the two years has been paid 
by the clerk directly to the trustees of the Hospital without coming 
into the treasury, and the receipts of the trustees filed by the clerk 
on settlement with the comptroller. 

Public Printing. Printing, binding and distributing the acts and’ 
journals ofthe last session. One hundred dollars for making out 
an index to the laws has heretofore been charged by the public 
printers, which item I struck off, as unwarranted by existing law; 
but think it would be expedient to secure, by a reasonable com- 
pensation, a good index to each volume. A habit has obtained of 
avoiding that ‘compactness in composing” enjoined by the 4th 
section of the act of 1831, sec. 2, by which a heavy additional 
charge falls upon the treasury, which may beremedied by some 
additional precaution in the provisions for auditing the account. 

Institution for the Blind. Fifteen hundred dollars appropriated 
annually. |

Building State Capitol. Paid to commissioners under the Ath sec- 
tion of the act of 1844, ch. 205. 

Bank of Tennessee. Revenue from entries on public lands paid 
into the Bank of Tennessee in accordance with the 19th section of 
the act of 11th January, 1842. p 

Miscellaneous Payments. To Eichbaum *& Smith for furnishing 
copies of the Statute Laws of Tennessee to the counties of Hender- 
son, Anderson, Campbell, Carroll and Monroe, ander the act of 
16th Nov. 1842. To John Bell for apprehending a fugitive from 
Coffee county, specially appropriated by act of 5th July, 1842.— 
To Peleg Terrell, revenue refunded, overpaid on reported lands in 
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1885. To the administratrix of Wm. A. Cook, on account of his 
services as counsel for the State. To B. H. Beasly, appropriated 
by act of 1844, ch. 185. To Samuel McGee, revenue refunded, 
paid into the treasury by mistake in 1888, ’89, '40, and '41. To 
John Norman, for the transportation of a lunatic pauper to the Lu- 
natic Asylum from Carroll county. To Miller Francis, apparent 
discrepancy in account at the Bank of Tennessee, which had been 
received on a statement of the account at the Bank; but which be- 
ing found to be erroneous, was refunded. The “interest refunded” 
to the late Treasurer, is the interest paid by him on the $500 re- 
ceived of John Bricker, he subsequently making it appear that 
though he had not placed it in the treasury, he had deposited this 
sum in the Bank of Tennessee at the time he received it, where it 
remained on deposite until it was paid into the treasury. To Va- 
lentine Sevier, refunded $1, revenue overpaid. To W. T. Berry, 
under the act of 23d January, 1844, ch. 185. - 

Warrant No. 5522, for costs of prosecution, was issued 25th Jan- 
uary, 1844, to Joseph M. Rutledge, clerk of Haywood circuit court, 
for $336 61. After mailing the same to his address at Browns- 
ville, and before he had availed himself of it, being satisfied that 
some of the fees embraced should riot be allowed, I wrote to Mr. 
Rutledge requesting him to return the warrant. He placed the 
same in the post office at Brownsville, enveloped in a letter to my 
address, which letter and warrant never came to hand, and are lost. 
Mr. Rutledge has madeand placed on file in this office an affidavit 
as to the loss ofthe warrant, and as there were many parties enti- 
tled to fees in the bills of cost audited, I deemed it proper without 
delay unjustly prejudiced to the claimants, to issue in April, 1844, 
a warrant for the amount of costs due, which has been accordingly 
paid to the clerk. 

In accordance with the provisions of the act of 27th December, 
1843, I sold, on the first Saturday in March, 1844, the house and 
Jot in the town of Williamsport, which escheated, under the laws 
of this State, by the death of John H. Nieman to the use and ben- 
efit of common schools, and on the 21st April, 1845, collected and 
paid into the Bank of Tennessee the purchased money, constituted 
a part of the common school fund of the State; and directed by the 
act, I made to the purchaser, A. W. Walker, a quit claim title to 
the property. 

In accordance with duty indicated in the 10th section of the act 
of 1835, chapter 12, I would further suggest that some portions of 
our revenue system, apparently incongruous, perhaps merit your 
attention. The revenue collected by clerks is made due 1st Sep- 
tember, and payable on or before 1st November of each year, and 
Attorneys General are required, at the first courts after 1st Novem- 
ber in each year to call upon clerks for their revenue receipts, and 
if they “should not producé the receipts when called on,” it is 
made “the duty of the court to dismiss such clerk from office;” and 
yet, in April and July after, the Comptroller is required to go to Knoz- 
ville and Jackson to settle with clerks. The revenue collected by sher- 
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iffs is made due and payable on the 31st of December of each 

ear, and they are rendered ineligible to re-election if payment is 
delayed till after the period of election in March, and yet in April 
and July after, the Comptroller goes to Jackson and Knoxville to 
settle with sheriffs. As all settlements with those who collect the 
public revenue are made upon voucliérs, which are described in the 
statutes, and consequently it not being necessary that the Comp- 
troller shall meet the collectors in person, it is an economy to them, 
of both time and money, to send their vouchers by mail to the 
Comptroller's office, and receive by return mail warrants for pay- 
ing the nett revenue due tothe Treasury. For these reasons, few 
clerks and sheriffs meet the Comptroller at Jackson and Knoxville, 
and on the other hand many collectors in Middle T'ennessee avail 
themselves of the delay allowed by the law requiring these trips. 
Inthe absence of the Comptroller, it often happens that persons 
from the extreme ends of the State, who are unaware of the fact, 
are here with convicts to the Penitentiary, or present other claims 
upon the Treasury, and are put to serious inconvenience in the de- 
lay consequent upon the Comptroller's absence. 

The accounts current required to be kept with all officers collect- 
ing State revenue, are conveniently opened with clerks and sheriffs 
from the dates and signatures of the revenue bonds filed in the 
Comptroller's office; but the bonds of Entry-takers not being so 
filed, thereis no means of determining in cases of death, resigna- 
tion or other change, the date of the change, or of stating who is 
liable for revenue collected in cases of delinquency. l 

There being no branch of the Bank of Tennessee at Knoxville, 
and the branch of the Union Bank at that place declining, for the 
last two years, to actas ageut for the Treasurer in receiving pay- 
ments from clerks and sheriffs, those officers who meet the Comp- 
troller there for the purpose of making settlement, were under the 
necessity of going to Athens or Rogersville to make payment, or: 
procure bank checks payable at Nashville, and thus pay the revenue 
here; an inconvenience for which the Comptroller had no remedy. 

In some of the counties, the new articles subject to taxation by 
the revenue act of 1844, were not listed for taxation in that year, «s 
will be seen by reference to tables (A.) -

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EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 


The correspondence of Attorneys with referencé to the above 
claims, is so voluminous, that a synopsis of the explanations and 
statemients it is believed, will more concisely and clearly present 
to the General Assembly their present condition than if the mass of 
correspondence were reported entire; which correspondence, being 
filed and recorded in this Office, is at all times open to a more mi- 
nute reference if desired. GENEE , 

It may be proper here to'explain, that in the number of claims 
against Clerks, in which no amounts are stated, the amounts of li- 
ability are not known to this Office, for tlie reason that, the revenue 
commissioners have failed to settle with the Clerks and to make 
returns as the law directs. 

The Attorneys Report—as follows: 


FIRST CIRCUIT. 


E. D. Hardin—Judgment obtained and execution in the hands 
of the Sheriff. |. . ` . 

A. M. Carter—Nothing done—reàson assigned, could not pro- 
cure information and evidence necessàry to obtain judgment. 

M. N. Folsome—F%. Fas. régularly issued from term to term, and 
returned no property found. 

Ab. T'pton—1I^. Fas. regularly issued from term to term, and 
retuned no property. found. 

Reubin Miller—Good, and will probably soon be collected. 

Clerk Circuit. Court of Washington, 1835.—Nothing done-—rea- 
son assigned, could not procure information upon which to obtain 
Judgment.

M. G. Fellers—Time extended by act of 5th February, 1842, — 
execution out—debt regarded as. secure, 
Sheriff, Carter, 1843,—The County Court Clerk 
failed to furnish an aggregate statement of thé State tax of Carter 
county, for.1843, and the. Sheriff resigned before the period for re- 
ceiving the tax list, and there was for that year no sheriff or coroner 
for the county, and no State tax collected. . 

John C. Rutledge—Not -yet sufficient time for judgment to be 
obtained. | : 7 E 

Geo. R. Powell—Mr. Powell states that the provisions of law re- 
quiring him to pay over this sum promptly, had escaped his notice, 
and had postponed it till his annual settlement, which he promises 
to complete in a few days. 


SECOND CIRCUIT.

M. Henderson, 1841, and 1842, —Judgment obtained. “By false 
representations," says the Attorney, “he, Henderson, procured ex- 
ecutions to issue, got them into his own hands, placed them into the 
hands of a constable, there being no coroner, and bad marked sat- 
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isfied. I took judgments against the constable and his securities 
upon one of the executions, and have since issued another execution 
against Henderson and his securities. He certioraried it, and it is 
now on an issue of: payment to be tried in Monroe Circuit Court. 
I think this money will ultimately be made.” . 

H. H. Wiley. The Attorney says, October Ist, “The claim 
against Wiley of Roane, stands upon demurrer. It is the 8rd suit 
I have instituted, and I may probably gain it this time, will do so, 
unless the Supreme Court reverse their former decision." 

W. C. Everett—Attorney statesthathe has “done nothing with 
it; he is in Georgia, and his securities are not good—his bond is 
worthless." NES 

M. Henderson—1843. “He and his securities? says Attornéy, 
“are in such condition that nothing can be made out of them.” 

C. D. Anderson—This balance is only for amount of Sheriff's 
commissions apparently forfeited under the 5th section of the Act 
of 1844, ch. 103, but which forfeiture is not admitted by the sheriff. 
The account $1,021 53 was audited 14th July, 1845, and credits 
$12 62 for insolvences, and $60 53 commissions allowed, direct- 
ing $948 38 to be paid into the Treasury. On the 1st August pay- 
ment not having been made, the claim was transmitted in accor- 
dance with the 7th section of the Act of 1840, ch. 160 to the Attor- 
ney, and on the 29th August, $948 38 was paid in at the Branch 
Bank of Tennessee at Athens. On producing receipt, the motion 
of Attorney was dismissed. I have had some doubt whether in 
cases of this character, forfeitures of commissions should be de- 
manded, and respectfully submit whether a more unequivocal ex- 
pression of the sense of the General Assembly is not proper. 

Ab, Dyer—Judgment obtained at the last term of the Court. 

Tho. S. Lea—No action reported. 


THIRD CIRCUIT. 


J. M. Anderson—1840, 1841, 1842— claim for 1840. ‘“Super- 
sedeas granted by the Circuit Court as to the securities, issue made, 
and yet undetermined." Claim for 1841, executions issued, pro- 
perty offered for sale, and no sale for want of bidders. Claim for 
1842 ‘f. fa. issued” says the Circuit Clerk, “4th January, 1844, 
directed to constables, the Coroner being one of the securities; no 
constable would take it for collection. Alias issued 29th April, 
1844, levied on real estate of G. W. Gardenhire, John À. Freeman, 
J. W. Hunter, 23rd July, 1844, by J. C. Francis, Sheriff, vend. 16th 
October 1844: lands of G. W. Gardenhire sold to Samuel Frazier, 
for $519 40,25th November 1844, and $6 paid into office by J. 
Francisand applied to payment of costs; nothing more paid in on 
said bid; the lands not yet redeemed.” 

Wm. Kerr—No report in this case since August ist, 1844, when 
execution had been issued. 

Wm. M. Rogers—No recent report, and latest information states, 
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‘executions have been regularly issued from each term and return- 
ed levid upon property and not sold for want of bidders. 

Wm. Jones—1837- Balancé'of judgment $215 61—executions 
out, but without making anything, Wm. Jones, 1838 and 1839. 
Judgments obtained in 1839 and 1841, and executions issued upon 
each, “without making anything, till about the July term, 1842,". 
when $40 was realized, but applied to payment of costs, and exe- 
cutions since issued, but-without effect. 

J. M. Anderson—1843. Fi. fa. and no sale for want of bidders. 

Asahel Rawlings——F^. fa. and no property to be found. 

James Berry—September 6, 1845, Attorney’ reported “money 
ready to be paid," and September 1§th, payment was directed; dis- 
allowing claim for commissiotis, and Commissioner’s fees which are 
forfeited by Act of Assembly, but payment not yet made. 

Jas. Kelly, Saml. Workman, A. Rawlings, 1844: B. D. Smith, 
Bird Thomas—no action reported to this office. 

Howell Whetmore—Judgment attained for $589 94, principal, 
with $15 33interest. “I wasof opinion" says the Attorney, “that 
the six per cent interest allowed by the Act of 1844, was in addi- 
tion to the 124 per cent damages allowed by the Aet of 1835; but 
the Court was of a different opinion." i ; 


FOURTH. CIRCUIT. 


Jonathan T. Bradley—1841: In accordance with the resolution 
of 15th January, 1844, the Treasurer took the notes of the securi- 
ties of J. T. Bradley for the amount of judgment obtained, in two 


equal annual payments, payable in the Brauch of the Bank of Ten- . 


nessee at Sparta, one of which notes has fallen due, but has not 
been paid; and I have thought it proper to await the further and de- 
finite direction of the General Assembly. . 

John Scantland—1842 and 1843. The Attorney states that *'mo- 
tions were entered vs. said Scantland and securities, for said- sums 
at the March term, 1844, of the Jackson Circuit Court, and were 
continued by defendant’s affidavit until July term. Judgments 
were rendered at July term, and then suspended under an advisare 
until November term when judgments were rendered against the 
State, and said motions refused on account of a deficiency in the 
bonds; a motion had been made at the same time in the name of the 
Chairman of the County Court for county revenue, which was also 
refused. JI took an appealin the case of the chairman, and filed 
bills of exception, in the two first cases, with a view to take a writ 
of error, if upon hearing the decision in case of the Chairman, I 
should think it could be sustained. The motion for Chairman was 
successful inthe Supreme Court. I advised with the Attorney 
General for the State, on the othertwo, and became satisfied that 
they could not be sustained. Ihave brought suits at law in the 
Jackson Cireuit Court upon them, which now stand upon a demurr- 
er, and a continuance for advisement by the Court. The Hon. 
Ab. Caruthers appears to think that the bonds are void. So that 
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the State will perhaps lose these claims entirely. Ihave filed two 
indictments vs. S. C. Scantland for embezzling these claims, who 
has absconded and bas left the State. 

Tho. S. Eimes—No statement by Attorney. 

W. W. Bailey—1848. The Attorney states Ist August, 1846, 
*that no motion has been made, believing that payment would be 
made without motion. The claim was for $1,250 84; $700 was 
paid 22nd January, 1845, and $550 84 August 2nd, 1845. “If I 
were totake judgment” says the Attorney, Ist October, 1845, “I 
should calculate interest from the last of December, 1848, on $1,- 
250 84, dedudting the $700 paid 1st January, 1845; then interest 
on remainder, and deduct $550, leaving balance of $100 92 still 
unpaid. 

toh Scantland—1844. This claim is for part of the State tax of 
Jackson county for 1844. The whole State tax amounted to $721 
93. The Sheriff, Scantland, gave bond for collection, and pro- 
ceeded to collect, but the Judge of the circuit court, disapproving 
the bond it was not renewed, and a collector, Denton Moore, was 
appointed after the sheriffhad collected $368 38. Moore collect- 
ed and paid in $358. The claim against Scantland was transmitted 
to the Attorney, 15th January, 1845, and judgment obtained by 
him in March last.

It is gratifying to observe, that the amount of ascertained delin- 
quencies, which had in eight years, accumulated at the periodo 
the last biennial report of this office to $58,975 80, exclusive o 
the liabilities of the late Treasurer and other delinquencies subse 
quently ascertained and presented in my Report of the 8th inst, 
is now reduced forthe whole period of ten years, to $52,678 90. 
Delinquencies the amounts of which are not definitely ascertained, 
really increase the aggregate amount of delinquency at both peri 
ods, but to what extent, cannot be stated. l 

Tt will be seen that this mass of delinquency, the accumulation 
of ten years, embraces many claims, now totally lost, and others 
the collection of which is extremely doubtful. After a careful ex 
amination of all the information afforded in the correspondence 
with Attorneys, I am satisfied that of the $52,673 90, of ascertain 
ed delinguency, about $19,052 39, is totally lost, or desperate in 
its character; about $10,618 57 of doubtful recovery, and only 
about $23,007 94 not ascertained to be bad and doubtful. .

| That the irregularity heretofore developed in almostevery branch 
iboth of receipts and disbursements at the Treasury, renders it ex- 
tremely uncertain whether any estimate now made of the operations 
at the Treasury for the next two years can approximate the coming 
results.

| within my reach, I am of opinion that tne receipts and disburse-

REMARKS. 


The above estimates are predicated upon “the existing revenue 
laws," The data by which I have been assisted is incomplete, and 
past experience has shown that in different years results have been 
widely different underthe same revenue laws. The calculations 
in some instances ate extremely complicated, and an approxima- 
tion is all that may be hoped: 

Revenue from Sheriffs—T he average annual receipts from Sheriffs 
for the period of seven years ending 1st Monday of October, 1844, 
is $60,259. The valuation of taxable property within that period 
had fallen off ten per cent; which causing a deduction from the re- 
ceipts of some $6,000, leaves some $54,000 as the receipts coming 
into the returns for 1844, at the old rate of taxation. Add 60 per 
cent. to this, and $81,000 would bethe probable amount of receipts 
at the increased rate of taxation for 1845; or $162,000 for two 
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years. [That it may be understood how the receipts for 1844 and 
1845, actually reached $159,000, when they would probably have 
been in 1844 (on taxes of 1843). $54,000, and in 1846 (on taxes of 
1844) $81,000---total $1385,000---it is proper to state that within that 
period the lists of defalcation were curtailed beyond the rate of collec- 
tion in other similar periods some $33,000, of which it is fair to pre- 
sume some $24,000 was collected from Sheriffs.] Again, the re- 
turns for 1845, now nearly complete, render it probable that the 
gross collections due from Sheriffs 31st Deceniber next, will amount 
to some $87,000, from. which, if $14,000 be deducted for commis- 
sions, insolvencies, releasements and reported lands, (the amount of 
such credits for 1844) and two thousand for defalcations totally 
lost, (desperate debts for the last ten years-exceed $19,000,) the 
nett collections will amount to $81,000 per annum, or $162,000 for 
two years. j 2 z 

County Court Clerks.—Similar complication attends an estimate 
as to this revenue; to which is added fluctuation in the amount of 
goods accounted for by merchants in different years. - For the last 
eight years, the annual average receipts have exceeded $45,000 or 
$90,000 for the two years. The receipts for the last two years 
amount to $90,278 06. Returns for the present year, as far as re- 
ceived, show an increase over those of last year of about 50 per cent. 
and also show that the act of 1844 is not fully operative on these 
receipts. Hence the estimate of $135,000 for the ensuing two 

ears. l ; 
d Circuit, Chancery and Supreme Court Clerks.—Returns show a 
falling off of 5 per cent., with circuit clerks, and nearly the same 
with other clerks, as far as received, owing to a decrease of litiga- 
tion. 2 

Internal Improvement Companies.—In this item I have relied chief- 
ly on the estimates of Col. Powell, chairman of the legislative com- 
mittee appointed to settle with internal improvement companies, 
there being no data in this office upon’ which I can safely make an 
estimate. Some $25,000 per annum itis believed will accrue upon 
State Stocks, but $20,000 is assumed as nett collections, allowing 
for defalcations and failures to settle. Much will probably depend 
on the efficiency of the measures adopted to cause the existing laws 
to be strictly complied with. 

Penitentiary; Bank of Tennessee; Insurance Companies; Stock 
Banks. —These are existing appropriations, the amounts of which 
are fixed. 

.I have omitted from the estimate the revenue receivable from 
Entry-takers—both in the column of receipts and disbursements, 
because the act of the present session will effect a change, render- 
ing past collections no criterion as to the future; and because the 
general result is not thereby changed, so far as the balance remain- 
ing in the Treasury is concerned. 

Legislative expenses.— he amount disbursed for the last two 
years is taken as a guide.

REPORT 


OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE BANK OF TENNESSEE. 


BANK OF TENNESSEE, 
2E OCTOBER 7, 1845. ? 
To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee 

I have the honor herewith to submit, for your inspection and con- 
sideration, a statement exhibiting the condition of this Bank and 
Branches, together with other tables, which I hope will prove in- 
teresting to you and satisfactory to the country. 

Notwithstanding my inability to present an account of profits in 
this report, equal to. the onerous requirements made upon the institu- 
tion, 1 am persuaded that a liberal and just community will not 
hold its managers accountable. For it will be remembered, that 
in my former reports made to the Legislature, bearing date October 
7, 1839, and October 8, 1841, I there availed myself of the oppor- 
tunity to express fully and frankly my opinions, relative to existing 
defects in the Charter, and at the same time suggested changes and 
amendments deemed essential. Most, if not all of these failed to 
attract attention, or were considered inexpedient. It is not my 
province nor purpose to inquire why those. amendments were not 
approved, but, with all due respect, permit me here to remark, that 
a view 'of the condition of the Bank, wheu the present board were 
entrusted withits management, satisfied me, beyond all reasonable 
doubt, of their utility; nor has any circumstance transpired since, 
calculated to change that conviction. 

The Legislature, in accordance with the recommendation of my 
predecessor, anticipated a deficiency of eighty-eight thousand one 
hundred and ninety-three. dollars per annum, to meet all the de- 
mands on the Bank, and provided forthat deficiency, by directing 
the Comptroller of the Treasury, -when officially informed of the 
fact, to make the necessary deposite.. Butas the Bank held tlie 
custody of all the funds in the treasury, that officer has not been 
required to transfer the amount, as it was thought preferable for 
the present, to exhibit the condition of the Bank as it is. 

Additional control over the action of the Branches, being con- 
ferred upon the Directors of the principal Bank by the last Legis- 


lature, it became our first duty to examine carefully their condition. 
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That examination resulted in an order directing all the Branches 
to decline the discount of new paper, save only such as was cal- 
culated to give strength to the institution, which policy being ad- 
hered to by them, as well as the principal Bank, has, 1 am happy 
to say, afforded the requisite relief. l 

I feel constrained to direct your attention particularly to the con- 
dition of the Branch at Athens. The statement of that Branch, 
bearing date February 29, 1844, exhibits liabilities on circulation 
and deposites, amounting to $233,767 54, exclusive of $88,592 14 
due this Bank, with available means of only $64,983 51. Our so- 
licitude for its safety was not lessened on being informed that fifty 
thousand dollars of its circulation had been forwarded for redemp- 
tion, which, if required, would leaye but $14,983 51, to protect 
an outstanding liability of $168,784 03. The withdrawal of so 
large an amount of metal under the then existing circumstances, 
would have gained notoriety, and consequently impaired public 
confidence; and asthe whole institution must necessarily have shared 
the discredit of either Branch, it became our imperious duty to 
provide for its relief. This object was effected, and a large amount 
of thatand other Branch paper held by the stock Banks in this 
city, was also redeemed atthe same time by the principal Bank. 
This circumstance, in connexion with others of a somewhat similar 
character, 1 doubt not, will be deemed by you and the country, as 
an all sufficient apology for withholding discounts on the usual 
terms for near twelve months of our term, and for the consequent 
failure to secure the amount of profits that might have been reason- 
ably anticipated, had the condition of the whole institution war- 
ranted an expansion. Itcertainly would have been unwise, and 
perhaps destructive, to have risked an expansion, when our in- 
creased liabilities would have been based on the slender founda- 
tion of anticipated collections on accommodation paper, and the 
suspended debt due the Bank. 

. The reported condition of the Athens Branch, being unsatisfac- 
tory, I was required by the Directors to proceed immediately to 
that place, and to make a thorough examination into its affairs.— 
This was done, and I have now to say, that so far as relates to the 
debt due, the report made by the commissioners appointed by the 
Governor of the State, now on file in the Secretary's office, will 
furnish the informationin detail. Much of the embarrassment and 
losses at that Branch may be attributed to the neglect or failure to 
enforce the salutary provisions contained in the Charter and rules 
of the Bank, amongst which, it is provided, in the tenth section of 
the supplemental act, that ‘‘no Director of the prineipal Bank or 
Branches, who is under protest at said Bank or any of its Branches, 
shallsit in any Board of Directors whilst under protest at any of 
said Banks, and if any of said Directors remain under protest for 
the space of thirty days, he shall forfeit his directorship." The 
board at Áthens assumed the power, and passed a resolution sus- 
pending this section, about the 9th August, 1842, and -it so contin- 
ued for the remainder of their service, ending March, 1844. They 
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also disregarded, to some extent, the act passed November, 1842, 
restricting the liabilities of Directors to $2,000. And on various 
occasions, aS ‘appears in their minutes, important. business was 
transacted on discount days by a less number of Directors present, 
than is required by the 1st article of the Charter. S 
The Directors of all the Branches were appointed on the 22d 
February, 1844, in accordance with the law passed at the last ses- 
sion of the General Assembly. ‘a tem 
In the course of my investigation at Athens, I-discovered that twa 
of the new Directors were then, and had. been for. some consider- 
able time past, under protest, which fact I reported immediately 
on my return to the Directors of the principal Bank, when they 
were removed and others substituted. Their removal, with the 
reason, as required by law, I respectfully submit. =. — 
From letters received by Willo. Williams, Esq, late President 
of this Bank, from the Secretary of the ‘Freasury of the United 
States, dated 6th December, 1842, it appears that this State was 
entitled to receive, of the proceeds of the sales of public lands, 
$26,447 68. ' But in consequence of the failure of the, Nashville, 
Murfreesboro’ and Shelbyville Turnpike Company.to pay interest 
on the State Bonds issued to them, agreeably to their eontract with 
the State, as well as-with the United States, amounting at that time 
to the sum of $3,500; that amount was retained by the government, 
and the remainder, $22,947 68, was received by the Bank, as ap- 
pears from these letters, and credited one-half to the Common 
School Fund, and the other to account for Internal Improvements, 
And in accordance with the law, the dividend on the same being 
equal to other portions of the Bank capital, has been appropriated 
to the.payment of interest or. the Bonds of the State... The Turn- 
pike Company now decline refunding the amount so retained, which 
deprives the School and Internal Improvement Fund of their pro- 
per credits, and leaves us without, remedy. {am informed, how- 
ever, that provision has been made for the adjustment of this busi- 
ness, by a compromise entered into between that Company and 
certain State Commissioners, appointed by law to make settlements 
with all the internal improvement companies, which will be sub- 
mitted for your consideration. MINE 
Our predecessors, “believing it to be for the best interest of the 
Bank," in obedience to the resolution of the. General Assembly, 
bearing date November 28, 1843, discharged the securities of Edw. 
W. Dale, deceased, late Cashier of the Branch at Columbia, from 
further liability on a judgment obtained in the circuit court of Man- 
ry county, on the delivery of their several notes, amounting to $2,- 
800, payable in one, two, three.and four years after date, These 
notes are dated December 7, 1844, and have been transmitted to 
the Branch at Columbia. P TN 
The large amount of means which we are, from time to time, re- 
quired to place in New York and Philadelphia, in order tomget the 
interest on State Bonds, added to a proper desire to sustail tbe cir- 
culation of the Bank, by furnishing our just proportion} gli Bx- 
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change to answer the commercial purposes of thé country, has ren- 
dered it absolutely necessary that considerable investments should 
be made in such paper, growing out of our domestictrade, as would 
secure beyond all reasonable doubt, that essential and important 
fund, whilst, at the same time, the capital so employed would yield 
the largest amount of profits. Hitherto, this policy has not, per- 
haps, been sufficiently studied or pursued—the discounts heretofore 
being made chiefly on what is understood to be accommodation 
notes; and we: most generally find such debtors unprepared, either 
from habit ox inability, to pay even moderate calls. 'Phis policy 
has been gradually changed, and payment is now required at ma- 
turity upon all new discounts. "Thus giving additional security to 
the Bank by the active and more profitable employment of its capi- 
tal, and, I doubt not, will, ere long, enable it to compete more suc- 
cessfully with other banking institutions that surround it. 

In this age of experience and enlightened views on the subject 
of banking, it would be a useless tax upon your time, and almost 
an act of disrespect to your judgment and observation, for me to 
repeat’ here ihe arguments that prove and sustain the correctness of 
the policy we have thus adopted. I will content myself by stating 
that any moneyed institution which invests its capital in accommo- 
dation notes at six months, renewable on the payment of the inter- 
est and a small portion of the principal, would in the very nature of 
its business, cease to bea bank of circulation; (only to a limited ex- 
tent) and unable to sustain a discount line beyond its capital—more 
especially ifrequired to distribute annually in specie its nominal 
profits. It would, in all respects, be inefficient, save only as an 
agency; and particularly thisinstitution would be wholly unqualified 
to accumulate profits adequate to the great and benevolent objects 
it was designed to promote. 

I beg for a moment to direct your attention to the ability and re- 
quirements made upon ihe Bank. It will be remembered, the cap- 
ital originally contemplated was more than five millions of dollars. 
Since its organization, a portion of the bonds issued have been can- 
celled; one instalment of the surplus revenue has been retained b 
the General Government, and about two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollarsof its capital have been appropriated to the improvement of 
rivers and other State obligations. In addition to all this, the rev- 
enue arising from dividends made on road stocks has been trans- 
ferred to the State Treasury. I discover in this statement alone, 
ample groundsto justify me in an appeal to your honorable body 
forremoving a portion, atleast, of the burthens first imposed on the 
Bank. When the Branches were established, one preat object 
avowed, was the placing of its capital at accessible points, surrén- 
dering in that act, toa considerable extent, its profits. Under the 
operation of this policy, the time has at length arrived when the 
questionqnust be settled by the people, through their representatives, 
between žhe surrender of this seeming convenience or submission 
to f and increasing taxes. J am happily persuaded that no 
d can arise on this point, whenit is considered, that taxes 


are gathered from all; whilst but few comparatively, find their 
names registered on the books of the Bank, as participating in its ; 
accommodations or advantages. 

For farther information, I will here state the amount of receipts 
and disbursements taken from the books and statements of the 
Bank and Branches from its organization, within the respective 
dates, viz:

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Although previous suggestions made by me have failed to secure 
the support and approval of your honorable body, I should feel 
criminally indifferent to the obligations imposed upon me, in the dis- 
charge of my official duty, were I to neglect on this occasion, again, 
(but I trust with all becoming courtesy and respect, to urge upon 
your consideration, the same and other amendments, and from 
which I am persuaded, no sectional interest, will at this important 
crisis, divert the serious attention of the Legislature. 

Many of our most intelligent and experienced citizens, entertain 
doubts of the practicability of sustaining an institution, founded 
purely on State funds, and governed by the Legislature. It must be 
admitted in the main, that the opinion is well founded, and should 
the General Assembly now fail, or neglect to avail itselfof past ex- 
perience, and guard strenuously against former errors and omis 
sions, it will not require the spirit of prophesy to foretell its fate. 
Tam bound to anticipate a more pleasing’ prospect from the deliber- 
ations of a wise and experienced Legislature, since the care over 
an institution charged withthe custody of so many complicated 
and important interests; such as the education of the youth of our 
country, and the redemption of the heavy obligations, for which the 
faith and credit of the State stand pledged, present sufficient induce- 
ments to arouse the best energies of the head and heart. ` - 

It is too apparent, that defects now exist in the organization and 
action of the Bank, which if permitted to remain, will ‘most cer- 
tainly ere long cause an explosion, the effects of which would be 
seriously felt by the people of Tennessee for a long time to come. 
On your honorable body rests the sole responsibility of originating 
and perfecting some new adjustment, by which not only existing 
defects may be healed, but through which the funds of the Bank as 
well as the great objects it was designed to accomplish may;if pos- 
sible, be amply and permanently secured to the country. ‘The 
chief of these new adjustments of the Charter, in addition to the 
various amendments and modifications respectfully submitted in 
my official reports of 1839 and 1841, is the subject of reducing the 
number of branches. Iam well aware of the opposition made by 
your predecessors to this particular modification, and would not 
now so strenuously repeat the recommendation, if I was not so 
deeply convinced of its importance, and so fully impressed with 
the belief, that the experience of the last seven years has clearly 
and conclusively tested the incapacity of the Bank to sustain itself 
and answer the ends and expectations imposed upon it, under the 
present organization. This single defect—the number of branches, 
presents in my humble but faithful opinion, a chief object in the 
way of success. Not to reason from the increased expense, which 
to my judgment, ought to constitute a sufficient objection to the 
policy; there are other views, which I consider unanswerable; such 
as dividing the capital of the Bank into small parts, and distribut- 
ing the several amounts in proportion to the population, without 
any regard to the commercial and business wants, and capacities 
of the different sections, where much of the capital must be ren- 
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dered inactive, and fail of returning an adequate compensation. In 
addition to this. consideration, it may be safely - asserted, that the 
present system increases the chances of a suspension, at. some one 
pf the multiplied points of business, aiid the consequent dishonor 
pf the whole institution. Should a proper reduction of the num- 
ber of the branches be ordered by your honorable body, and those 
emaining, be located at the most suitable commercial points in the 
everal divisions of the State, no possible injury can be sustained 
y the community, and I confidently assert, the profits of. the in- 
titution, will be greatly increased, and the Bank itself placed on a 
ore sure fundation, than it has heretofore occupied. I could ea- 
Hily introduce arguments in support of the proposed amendments, 
Me from all pecuniary interests of the State, and the security of 
ecapital invested in the adventure, but will leave this to others 
ore competent, charged by their stations with this responsible 
sk, and who, I doubt not, will cheerfully meet and answer all ob- 
Ections, that may be urged. For.the present, I will content myself ` 
$y merely adverting to some of the prejudicial effects produced on 
Nociety, in my humble opinion, through the instrumentality ofa mis- 
laced Bank, 
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A Banking capital, in the absence of an active demand for com- 
hercial purposes, will necessarily seek other employments less 
pavertible. Accordingly, not unfrequently we find its loans in- 
Rested in unproductive lands, or in-the building up of towns, soon 
b be abandoned at immense sacrifice to the borrowers, and alike 
fsastrous to the bank and morals of the community. _ 
f The next point of consideration connected with this part of my 
pbject (provided a reduction of the number of Branches be or- 
ered) is, as to the best manner of closing up the existing -ones, 
Ph the least cost to the State, or inconvenience tothe. debtors. 
bn effect this, I would most respectfully submit that you invest the 
rectors of the principal Bank with all necessary authority, and 
t the same time.suggest as the most practicable mode, that all the 
Ecommodation notes at their first maturity should be taken payable 
tthe new branch renewable as heretofore, or that four notes be 
ken payable in 6, 12, 18, and 24 months, at the-discretion of the 
ebtors, provided ample and saisfactory securities be givep, ` Thus, 
Ja short time, the entire assets ofa Branch may be transferred, and 
s liabilities provided for, with but little cost or inconvenience. 
Having now, gentlemen, in what I have already said, fulfilled my 
bligations to you, and to the country, it would best comport, per- 
ps, with my station, were I to close this communication.- But, a 
w days more will end me official connexion with the monetary 
airs of the State, and should I unconsciously trespass on the 
fesent occasion, you will I am: persuaded, permit me to plead in 
tenuation, the solicitude I feel for the prosperity of the State, 
hd those institutions.to which I am devotedly.attached. I cannot 
en,in justice to my feelings, withhold from you and the country, 
me other thoughts on this important subject, gathered and estab- 
hed from experience and observation during the service of six 
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years, in which I have heen connected with this institution, and 
permit me to assure you, thatevery passing moment has impressed 
me more forcibly, that the step I am now about to propose, is more 
indispensable than all others heretofore submitted for your consid- 
eration. It arrests the possibility of future loss inthe investment, 
and consequently the fearful necessity of finally resorting to taxa- | 
tion, that the faith and credit of the State may be preserved. 

It will be remembered that when the Bank of Tennessee was 
chartered, our citizens were in the midst of the most violent revul- 
sion then known to the commercial world—the country was flood. 
ed with Bank paper from one extreme of the government to the 
other—speculation had been fataily fed and nourished through this 
instrumentality until, in a moment when least expected, much of 
that which was but yesterday esteemed valuable, vanished as the 
dew of the morning, and was rendered worthless in the hands d 
the people, for the purposes af business or the liquidating of debts} 
The nabob as also the peasant was made to stand aghast, and as 
himself: who am I?—a bankrupt! The country thus suddenly de 
prived ofa circulating medium—the value of its property not repre 
sented—whilst countless millions of debt were already prepared 
for execution—who so independent as to apprehend no danger 
The Legislature magnanimously threw itself into the breach, a 
the hazard of pecuniary loss to the State—chartered the bank d 
"Tennessee, and through its instrumentality afforded immediate rd 
lief, which I doubt not was the efficient means of saving many d 
our worthy citizens with their wives and children from want anl 
bankruptcy, and of reinstating the character and currency of tH 
State. However great the loss may be, still in the main, it my 
be admitted, much good has been effected. Since the frightfi 
storm has passed over, and our country with the remaining bankii 
institutions has recovered from the shock, there exists no longen 
necessity for continuing an institution like this, containing with 

itself, as many believe, the elements of its own destruction. Ti 
new state of things forces other reflections on my mind, and I3 
now prepared to propose for your consideration the gradual liquid 
tion and final close of the business of this Bank. This though 
permit me io assure you, is not the result of a hasty contemplat 
of my subject, but of the most mature deliberation. In view of 
present condition of the country, the great abundance of bank cag 
tal, and facilities afforded through their instrumentality, aided, 
the Insurance offices and individual capitalists, I am fully persuad 
the capital now employed in banking by the State, can safely, 
withdrawn, without detriment to the country or any.of the seve 
branches of its trade and industry. And whilst so great a varj 
of opinion exists as to the manner of conducting the Bank, and 
its final success, which to say the least, is esteemed a doubtful rh 
ter, lam strongly impressed with the belief, that no objection à 
be raised against the gradual withdrawal of the money now: 
ployed by the institution, and the application of its funds in j 
good pleasure, to purchase State Bonds at their current value. 
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more favorable moment than the present, it is probable, will not 
at any future day present itself, for effecting the great end and ob- 
ject of adjusting and liquidating the State debt, whilst at this mo- 
ment the State may have the means at her command, and whilst the 
country is blest with an abundant crop, and ample resources, inde- 
pendent of the State's funds, to answer all the legitimate purposes 
of trade. EMEN 

'The school fund now in tlie Bank; for the safe custody of which 
the State stands pledged, amounts to eight hündred and forty-seven 
thousand, three hundred and eighty-nine dollars. This sacred fund 
could not, in my humble opinion, find so secure an investment as 
in the bonds of the State, issued for Internal Iniprovement purposes, 
and it would at the present current value command more than 
one million of dollars in these bonds, yielding an annual interest of 
more than fifty thousand dollars, for the education of the youth of 
the country. That portion of the Bank’s capital derived from the 
sale of the six per cent. bonds, amounting to one million of dollars 
would, I presume, be sufficient to redeem the same, whilst six 
hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars of the surplus revenue 
received from the Government would redeem the residue. of Inter- 
nal Improvement bonds now out, amounting in all to one million 
seven hundred and forty-two thousand six hundred and sixty-six 
dollars and sixty-six cents, together with those issued for the Bank 
of one million of dollars, will have been liquidated, leaving a sur- 
plus of seven hundred and twenty-eight, thousand two hundred and ` 
nine dollars and fifty-five cents, still in Bank, of the General Gov- 
ernment deposite fund unappropriated. - 

If it be asked how it is proposed under this new plan, to pay the 
interest on the State bonds, which according to this suggestion 
would constitute the school fund, I readily answer that the State 
willcertainly not occupy a worse situation thaü it now does, as no 
one can faner himself that the existing burthens imposed on the 
people are momentary, if the present policy should be persisted in. 
The reverse, I apprehend, would be found too true. 

In my humble opinion the system now proposed, is the best and 
only safe remedy for the disease, that the nature of the case admits 
of. The medicine may not effect the cure immediately, but its pro- 
gress is certain, and I confidently believe in the end will enable the 
Legislature to dispense with a portion of the taxes now imposed on 
the people. 

A portion of the stocks owned by the State in the several works 
of Internal Improvement are now yielding dividends. These with 
other stocks of the samé kind will increase in value, and it is to be 
hoped, under a proper and judicious organization, the dividends de- 
rived from this souce, will be amply sufficient to pay the interest on 
the bonds, that would under the proposed system belong to the 
common school fund, they certainly would, with the aid of the re- 
maining General Government deposites. 

In regard to the surplus fund deposited by the General Govern- 
ment of one million three handred and fifty-three thousand two 
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hundred and nine dollars and fifty-five cents, of which there would 
still remain unappropriated seven hundred and twenty-eight thous- 
and two hundred and nine dollars end fifty-five cents, I feel well 
satisfied it may be safely passed over without consideration. Not- 
witstanding it has been made to partake of the character of aloan by 
the General Government to the State, still it may safely be assumed 
that it will not be called for, or regarded as a debt, for which any 
future provision need necessarily be made. 

Thus we could flatter ourselves at no very distant day with a 
hope of realizing the pleasing sensation of beholdiug our State debt 
entirely liquidated, the School Fund invested beyond all contingen- 
cy, and its interest secured without the aid or instrumentality of a 
Bank; whilst the people of "Tennessee would be placed at ease on 
the fearful subject of taxation, and the management of this Bank, 
ofientimes the fruitful source of vexatious legislation. 

The bills purchased during last winter and spring, having ma- 
tured, affect materially our discount line, but the time will soon ar- 
rive for reinvestments predicated upon shipments of produce and 
other business transaction of tbe country. 

lam pleased to assure you, that the institution now possesses all 
the elements and means of usefulness, it is possible to impart to it 
under the administration of its present managers, and however 
much, as individuals, the directory may have differed on subjects 
disconnected with the institution, it is a source of great gratification 
to know that harmony of sentiment has characterized our deliber- 
ations, as to the policy necessary to be pursued, and of our entire 
unanimity on all the recommendations submitted in this report, of 
the members present. 

Permit me, gentlemen, in conclusion to add, that it will afford 
the officers of the Bank pleasure to furnish you all other informa- 
tion that may be required, relating to the institution, or to the details 
of its present or past condition, and we earnestly invite the most 
thorough investigation, into every matter connected with the service 
in which we have been trusted by the confidence and good opinion 
of the Legislature.

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SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PRESIDENT OF THE BANK OF TENNESSEE. 
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Bank or TENNESSEE, | 
Nov. 10, 1846. 
To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 

GENTLEMEN:—My attention was a few days since directed to 
an article in the “Nashville Union,” bearing date the 6th inst., re- 
viewing a portion of my report submitted to your honorable body, 
dated 7th October last. After reading it, I addressed a note to Mr. 
E. G, Steel, the clerk who prepared the tables contained in the 
report, who has since been employed in one of the Insurance offi- 
ces in this city. His reply, together with corrected tables, you 
will find enclosed. 

Mr. Steel has been in the employ of the bank, almost without in- 
termission, since its organization, and has had charge especially of 
the General Ledger desk, in which is contained all those accounts 
and statements, from which the tables in the report are made, Con- 
ey I directed him (whose appropriate duty it was,) to pre- 
pare tabies exhibiting in a distinct and comprehensive manner, the 
amount of profits and disbursements of the Bank from ist July, 
1838, to 1st October, 1839, the date of my first report to the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and so on, biennially, to 1st October, 1845—in 
whose capacity and accuracy I entertained implicit confidence, and 
believe he enjoys a reputation not surpassed by any as an account- 
ant. When tbis duty was performed by him, and submitted to me 
for insertion in my report, observing the gross profits for the last two 
years as stated, exceeded that of the previous two, and knowing 
the business of the bank had been necessarily restricted for near 
twelve months of our term, in consequence of previous embarrass- 
ment alluded to in my report, I expressed my surprise at such a re- 
sult, when he assured me that it was correctly stated, and referred 
to the quarterly statements, where precisely the same balance ap- 
pears, at their respective dates, as those on the tables, "This being 
the usual test applied to books or accounts, io ascertain their cor- 
rectness, it instantly dispelled all doubts from my mind. Tat once 
attributed the increased profits to bills, and other profitable invest- 
ments of the bank's funds. 

Such was my confidence, even had the incessant duties incum- 
bent upon me, allowed the time, I would not have esteemed it ne- 
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cessary to have appropriated it to the examining the details con- 
tained in the tables, 

This correction and explanation, lesteem, gentlemen, alike due 
to you, the country and myself, and it affords me sincere pleasure to 
make it. 'The tables herewith submitted, I believe to be correct, 
and will answer all the purposes originally designed te be accom- 
plished, which was-to state the profits and disbursements required 
of the bank, ir a manner most easily to be understood, and show 
conclusively, during the first years of its existence, when require- 
ments were comparatively less and its capital unimpaired, it was ad- 
equate to meet all promptly, and leave still a surplus of bank pro- 
fits with an increased and increasing contingent fund. Whilst dur- 
ing the last four years the burthens have increased, and the bank's 
ability daily diminished, having during the latter period exhausted 
not only the previoüs surplus bank profits, as also the contingent 
fund, but with that a considerable portion of the capital. Thus 
rendering, in my humble opinion, the necessity of so amending its 
charter as to secure hereafter more favorable results, if it should 
be your pleasure to continue it, or place the institution in gradual 
liquidation, as your better judgment may suggest to secure finally 
the interest and prosperity of the State.

Dear Sig—Your note of this date is received, and agreeably to 
your request, I have examined the tables prepared by me and con- 
tained in your report to the General Assembly, under date of 7th 
October last. Ifind as you remark, that some of the items are in- 
accurately stated, and I herewith enclose corrected tables, showing 
the operations of the Bank and branches from Let Oct., 1841, to.1st 
Oct., 1843, and from 1st Oct. 1843, to Ist Oct., 1845. : 

I recollect when I presented these tables that you expressed great 
surprise at the result, as the profits for the last two years had great- 
ly exceeded your expectations, assured you of the correctness 
of my statements, as I had found, upon comparing my balances 
with those as shownby the quarterly statements of the bank and 
branches, that the results were the same in every instance. 

The great mass of figures required in my calculations has doubt- 
less confused me in putting my statements of the different quarters 
together. This remark applies also to the item of $16,000 (the 
discount off State bonds,) the final result being the same in the 
corrected tables, as was shown at first. 

Hoping this may prove satisfactory,

To rue Hon. H. M. WATTERSON, 
Speaker of the Senate, 

Sir:—In obedience to a resolution of the Senate bearing date 5th 
inst., calling upon me to “report as early as practicable the amount 
of means on hand to meet the interest on State bonds on the Ist 
January next, and also to state in round numbers the amount of 
deficit, if any, for the payment of which resort must be had to the 
Treasury of the State," Ihave the honor to say that on the 1st 
October last the deficiency of means in Bank, after paying all the 
requirements up to that time amounted to $26,855 29. The amount 
of Internal Improvement bonds outstanding including those issued 
to the Murfreesboro’ and Shelbyville Turnpike Company, appears 
to be $1,742,666 66 and $1,000,000 to this Bank. The interest 
on the last mentioned bonds is payable in the city of New York on 
the first Mondays in May and November, and the first mentioned 
payable at various places and dates semi-annually, fixed at the op- 
tion of the different companies by endorsements as authorized by 
law, and their presentation for payment irregular, consequently it is 
difficult to ascertain the precise amount that will be paid within a 
stated period. The interest on all the above bonds amounts an- 
nually to near one hundred and forty-eight thousand dollars per 
annum, or an average of $37,000 each quarter.

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In absence of many of the branch statements, T am not prepared 
to report the amount of means now on hand, but will do so as early 
as possible if required. The estimates presented, I presume, will 
answer the purpose for which the information is required. 

The succeeding quarter from 1st January next may be estimated 
at the same for interest on bonds as the last. The profits of the 
Bank may probably be increased during the winter and spring 
months. 

I will here take the liberty to add that the appropriation to schools 
and academies are made on the 1st July each year.

À copy of a resolution adopted by your honorable body on the 
28rd inst, calling for certain information from the board of Direc- 
tors was delivered to me on the 241th instant, and in obedience to 
your call, I beg leave to submit the following statement. Your reso- 
lution is in the following words, viz: 

«Resolved, That the President and Directors of the Bank of 
Tennessee report to the Senate the amount of the nett profits as 
shown by the annual dividends of the institution each year during 
its existence from July 1st, 1838, to July 1st, 1845, embracing in 
the nett profits the contingent fund and showing how said fund ac- 
crued; also, the disbursements made by the Bank each year during 
the same period; how much disbursed each year for interest on bonds, 
and how much for schools and academies, and givingthe aggregate of 
nett profits, and of. disbursements down to 1st of July, 1845: Also 
the amount of any deficit in the profits of the Bank to meet its lia- 
bilities which had occurred on the 1st of July, 1846, or prior to that 
time; and showing by estimate what will be the probable deficit on 
the 1st of July, 1846, and ist July, 1847." 1 

In order to present at one view, and in the most intelligible form 
the information sought by the foregoing resolution, I have caused 
to be made out from an examination of the books of the Bank the 
table below, which is respectfully submitted.

* This dividend was made so large on account of the calling in of the surplus profits received at the Branches. 
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Upon examination, the foregoing table will be found to present 
the condition of the Bank and its operations at the end of each year 
since its organization as shown by the books, and to contain most 
of the information called for by your resolution, It will be seen 
that on the first of July, 1845, the total dividends and contingent 
fund amounted to $1,499,926 65—to this add the amount of profits 
reserved on that day at the branches, viz: $3,466 41, and you have 
the total nett profits made by the Bank down to that period, viz: 
$1,508,898 06. If this amount be taken from the total disburse- 
ments or payments down to the same period, viz: $1,579,982 08, it 
will appear that on the 1st of July, 1845, there was a deficit which 
occurred in the profits of the Bank to meet its liabilities of $76,- 
589 97. 

It may be proper to remark, that in consequence of a loss sus- 
tained at the Columbia branch by the defalcation of Mr. Dale, the 
Cashier, amounting to $33,800 17, that branch declared no divi- 
dend for several years, but retained its profits until they amounted 
tothe sum so lost. Ifthat amount should be called in from that 
branch as profits, it would diminish its capital to that extent and of 
course diminish the deficit that amount. In the same manner the 
surplus on the 1st of July, 1843, would be diminished by the same 
amount. i 

The contingent fund has been made up of the interest which ac- 
crued upon the surplus revenue whilstitremained in the Union and 
Planters’ Bank; of interest on school funds of different kinds paid 
into the Bank, and from dividends on stock owned by the common 
school fund in other corporations, and until recently, of dividends 
on stock owned by the State in Internal Improvement companies. 
Under the operation of a law passed in 1844, these last named 
dividends have since that time been paid into the Treasury of the 
State. 

In answer toso much of your resolution as calls for an estimate 
of the probable deficit on the first of July, 1846, and on the first of 
July, 1847, I beg leave to remark that the estimates below are 
made upon the supposition that the laws will notbe altered by the 
Legislature so far as they affect the operations of the institution.

From the President and Cashier of the Bank of Tennessee, in answer to 
a Resoluiron of the Senate and House of Representotives. 


Bank or TENNESSEE,

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 


A copy of a resolution adopted by your honorable body on the 
16th inst. was delivered to us on the 20th inst., and in obedience to 
its requisitions, we proceed at the earliest practicable moment, to 
furnish the information called for. By the terms of the resolution, 
we are directed to furnish “a statement of the nett profits made by 
the Bank and each Branch separately, for the period of one year 
immediately preceding the 1st of October, 1845. Also, the rate 
per cent. upon the capital during said period. Also, to state 
whether said Bank holds other monies on loan, than that for which 
the State executed her bonds, and if so, what amount, and what in- 
terest said Bank pays for such loans." We would remark in refer- 
ence to the first branch of the resolution, that the Branches declare 
their dividends on the 1st of Jan. and 1stof July of each year, and 
of consequence the nett profits for the period of a. year, from 1st of 
January to 1st of January, is readily:ascertained by reference to the 
books ofthe Bank. But to ascertàin the nett profits from the 1st 
Oct. to 1st of Oct, it becomes necessary to examine the Branch 
statements and arrive at the nett profits by calculation. Upon ex- 
amination, we find that some of these statements are not on file in 
the Bank, which fact would make it almost impossible to give the 
nett profits of all the Branches with entire accuracy.’ This diffi- 
culty does not exist, however, as to the Principal Bank, and there- 
fore we are able to give its profits with accuracy for the period de- 
signated in the resolution. Supposing that the object of the call 
will be answered by a statement of the profits of the branches for 
a year preceding the 1st of January, 1846, we submit the same, 
together with a statement of the nett profits of the principal Bank for 
both periods. The following table will be found to contain the in- 
formation.

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NorE.—l1n giving the rate per cent. of the nett profits, we have 
indicated the existence of fractions by the.signs t and — the former 
indicating that the profits are a fraction more, and the latter a frac- 
tion less than the rate stated, but the fractions in all cases are so 
small that they cannot be estimated. 

‘In answer to the second branch of the resolution, we submit the 
following statement. We find on the books of the Bank that a cer- 
tificate of Deposite was issued on the 22nd July, 1844, to the Nash- 
ville Ins. and Trust Company for $20,000. 

To the same on the 1st August, 1844, one for $65,000 and on the 
16th September, 1844, one to the Nashville University for $34,349 
13; in all $119,349 13, on which the Bank pays an interest of six 
per cent. per annum, paid semi-annually. We know of no other 
monies on loan in the Bank, except that obtained on the bonds of 
the State, on which the Bank is paying interest. All which is re-

To the House of Representatives: 

Ihave received a copy of a resolution adopted by your honora- 
ble body, requiring me to furnish to the House the amounts of mo- 
ney furnished each branch, without charging "interest thereon, for. 
the year 1845, and whether any of said branches were restricted 
from discougtting by order from the principal bank, and if so, the 
reasons thereof, andifor what length of time, in the year aforesaid; 
and whether any profits aring from such excess of capital fur, 
nished any of said branches, were reported forge benefit of such 
branches, or for the principal bank." 

I discover from the books of the bank that the principal bank 
wasin the habit during the year 1845 of furnishing the several 
branches with funds at different „mes, and in various amounts. 
These funds consistgd of notes A principal bank and of the 
branches, and when so furnished "ere" charged to the branch to 
which they were sent, and insome instances it was necessary to 
fill new paper for this purpose, which was genesálly made payable 
at some branch remote from the one furnished, and credited to the 
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branch at whichit was made payable. The branches were also 
in the habit of furnishing funds consisting of specie, or exchange, 
or notes of banks during the same period to the principal bank, but 
no interest account was kept between the principal bank and 
branches in regard to these transactions. At the close of the year 
1845 some of the branches were indebted to the principal bank, 
whilst the principal bank was indebted to the other branches. The 
following statement shows.the aggregate amount of money furnish- 
ed according to the arrangement above alluded to by the principal 
bank to the several branches during the year 1845: l

The profits made by the branches upon the monies furnished by 
the principal bank were made for their own benefits respectively, 
and not for the benefit of the principal bank. 

In answer to so much of the resolution as refers to orders from 
the principal bank, restricting the branches from discounting, I can 
only remark, that, after a careful examination of the minutes of the 
board during the year 1845, I find no such order, nor do I see any 
such in any letter from the principal bank to the branches during 
that period.

To the Senate of Tennessee: 


I answer to your resolution adopted on the 29th inst., calling for 
certain information, I beg leave to submit the following statement. 

To that part of your resolution inquiring “whether the amount of 
indedtedness charged to the ,seferal branches, was added to the 
capital in estimating the profits Mi said branches" I have to state 
that the amount of indebtedness charged to the branches was not 
added to the capital of the branches in estimating their profits. 

In answer to the enquiry "how such indebtedness was created:” 
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the following statement is submitted. The principal bank often 
seals up the notes of the branches, and charges them with the 
amount; and by the first convenient opportunity forwards them to 
the branches respectively. The principal bank frequently receives 
checks on the branches, sometimes from other banks and sometimes 
from individuals—also, she frequently sends notes for collection to 
the branches, and when paid they become a debt, due from the 
branch to the principal bank. . During the last two years the prin- 
cipal bank has been in the habit of sending the notes of one branch 
to another, and crediting the former branch and charging the latter. | 
In this way the indebtedness of the Sommerville branch was created, 
and as I am advised, for the purpose of investing these funds in do- 
mestic bills, The profits arising from this investment, I am in- 
formed, inured to the benefit of the branch at Sommerville. There 
appears to be no entry on the books of this bank showing that it re- 
ceived any of the profits of these transactions. It appears, how- 
ever, that this bank received from that branch a few checks on the 
north without paying any premium therefor, though in general from 
one to one and a half per cent. premium was allowed that branch on 
Exchange furnished, All which is respectfully submitted.

REPORT — 


The committee on the judiciary, to whom was referred Senate's 
resolution, No. 50, declaring, “that it shall not be lawful for any 
Dank in this State, or any Branch thereof, to pay at their respective 
counters any other than their own notes; and it shall be their duty, 
and likewise the duty of each branch every month, to pay, or re- 
quire to be paid, their respective balances in specie, and to ex- 
change between themselves monthly their respective notes," have 
had the same under consideration and beg leave to report. 

That upon a very thorough and careful examination of the char- 
ters of the Union and Planters’ Bank, (one of which is.an exact 
copy, in allits substantial provisions, of the other,) it is the delib- 
erate and well settled opinion of your committee that the Legisla- 
ture cannot, without an invasion of the vested rights of said cor- 
porations as conferred by the organic law of their existence, adopt 
the resolution referred to in this committee and herewith reported. 

Is it competent for the Legislature to.compel these Banks and 
their several Branches to issue and put in circulation notes payable 
at their respective counters only? 

The 14th article of the Union Bank charter imposes on the 
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President and Directors of said Bank the duty of establishing, as 
soon as practicable, one office of discount and deposite in East 
‘Tennessee, another in the Western District, and one at Columbia, 
in Maury county. The 16th section of its charter provides, “that 
the said Union Bank may issue bills or notes payable on demand 
at either of said offices of discount and deposite; and also at such 
Banks of respectable standing in any other State of this Union as 
the Board of Directors may deem expedient and proper." 

The right on the part of the parent Bank at Nashville to issue 
bills payable at either of the offices authorized to be established by 
the 14th article, is clearly and expressly conferred by the 16th sec- 
tion above quoted. The right to put its notes in circulation at one 
Branch payable at another in the absence of any prohibitory pro- 
vision in the charter is, to the mind of your committee, as “clear 
and unquestionable” as the right to issue its notes payable on de- 
mand at either of said offices. It may make its bills payable “at 
such Banks of respectable standing if any other State of this 
Union as the Board of Directors may deem expedient and proper.” 
The Legislature of 1882 certainly did not contemplate or intend to 
require the notes made payable at “‘Banks of respectable stand- 
ing" out of this State alone to be put in circulation at the counters 
of such, Banks. If such was not the design of the authors of these 
charterstin regard to notes*payable beyond the limits of the State, 
it surely was not their intention to impose any such restriction upon 
these Banks in relation to the place at which they might throw their 
Branchwnotes into circulation. The right to issue bills payable at 
said offices and at Banks àn other Statge, is conferred in the same 
section and paragrgbh of their charters. In this view of thease, 


& your committee ent€rtain the opinion that the Union Bank, through 
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her Braneh at Columbia may, if she chooses, circulate in that sec- 
tion of State, notes payable at Knoxville; or at the latter point 
she may"alone operate on bills payable at Jackson, in the Western 
District. 'The Bank, however, is required to redeem its issues in 
gold and silver on demand “at the place where the same is made 
payable.” It is worthy of remt&rk, that said Bank is not bound by 
the provisions of its charter to make any of her notes payable at 
either of said offices of discount and deposite—but may, if she 
prefers to do, so, make them all payable at her own counter; or she 
may issue notes payable at one Branch and not at another. 

Considerations of expediency alone, in the judgment of a ma- 
jority of your committee, should induce the rejection of the reso- 
lution referred to them. The obvious want of power, however, in 
the Legislature to adopt the proposed policy supersedes the neces- 
sity of enlarging on this part of the subject. 

Iam, therefore, instructed to recommend the rejection of the 
resolution.

From the communication made to this General Assembly by the 
President of the bdard.at the. principal Batk, it appears that the 
profits of the Bank and branches on the first day of October, 1839, 
amounted to the surn of about $293,777, exclusive of its disburse- 
ments. The capital, then, was about $2,148,706, and conseqyent-

In the foregoing statements the debts are all assumed to be good, 
yet itis probable that they are not all good; but on the contrary it is 
presumed that some are bad and other of a doubtful: character. 
Even upon the supposition, that the debts are all on men of undoubt- 
ed solvency, the institution presents itself as staggering under a 
heavy load. Its condition at the close of the period between the 
first October, 1841, and the first of October, 1843, when the legiti- 
mate profits (as reported) rose only to about $407,000, and the dis- 
bursements 1o about $564,000, indicated at that time, the necessity 
of a prompt application of aremedy to cure what seemed to be a 
growing evil. In view of this state of its affairs, it is presumed 
that the institution put in requisition all the energies in as concen- 
trated a form as the division of the capital would. permit, during the 
period from thelatter date to the present time, to arrest her de- 
scending course. But faithful records and unerring figures, show 
that the evilis gradually gaining magnitude. "The fact is, that the 
Bank is compelled by law to pay out more money than, by its ope- 
rations, it can make—and it is, therefore, evident that it must be re- 
lieved of someof the weights which it carries, or additional power 
must, by some means, he infused into the system, so as to enable it 
to carry those weights without faltering. Without going much into 
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the details of the branches, it may be sufficient to state, that some 
have been more profitable than others. 

In order to arrive at something like an accurate knowledge of 
the comparative eligibility of points, as to amount of business done, 
without at present adverting to the character of that businesson the 
score of ability to pay on the part of customers, we will show the 
amount of gains, taken from the statementof each of the branches 
as communicated to the chairman of your committee, by the Presi- 
dent of the principal Bank. l 

The profits of the different branches, embraced in the items of 
exchange account, discounts received, interest account, and dama- 
ges, are set down as follows:

If the amount of business done be a true test of a favorable point 
in locating a bank, it appears from: the foregoing, that among the 
eight branches, the three best points are indicated by the figures 
annexed tothe branches at Shelbyville, Trenton and Sommerville 
—and the three most unfavorable points, by the same rule, are 
Athens, Columbia and Clarksville. 

A conjecture may be hazarded as to the character of the custom- 
ers at each of the branches on the item of “bills and notes in suit.” 
This may not always be a true test, but yourcommittee believe itis 
one on which, at least, a conjecture may rest. In the principal

In comparing the bills and notes in suit, and the suspended debts, 
with the amount of business done at each branch, it appears as 


*This debt was released by the Legislature of 1843-4, 
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before, that so far as character of the eustomers is concerned, ac- 
cording to this rule, Shelbyville, Trenton and Sommerville appear 
to be the most desirable points. 

The losses indicated by the suspended debts at Sparta and 
Clarksville, and particularly the latter, the amount being somewhat 
large, $69,000, may be accidental, and of sucha character as to put 
those branches on their guard, and prevent the recurrence of asimi- 
lar contingency. It may here be remarked, that it is probable at 
the time when most of the bad debts were created by the Bank and 
branches, that the business of the country was of sucha character, 
to some extent, as tended to deceive commercial men as well as 
bank directors. Business transactions have since then been purged 
of their unhealthy elements, andre now more particularly based 
upon sober realities. ‘Thisremark may, perhaps, with equal justice 
apply to all the branches. 

On the subject of the Athens Bank, a Resolution has been adopt- 
ed by the Senate; requiring this Committee to investigate the condi- 
tion of this particular Branch; it will therefore, perhaps, be proper 
to leave it for the subject of a separate report. Your Committee 
are impressed with the belief that some of the Branches should be 
called in. It isnot believed that-the Legislature will withhold its 
salutary control over an institution erected by its power, when it is 
clear to every rational mind, that in its present organization are con- 
tained vigorous and unyielding elements of destruction. The Bank 
itself, apart from any incumbrance which the Legislature has im- 
posed upon it, has been, perhaps, as profitably conducted as any 
other institution of the kind. But in order to exhibit in a clear light 
the inadequacy of its powers to sustain, for any considerable length 
of time, the burden thrown upon it, your Committee will place its 
liabilities and its legitimate profits in juxta-position. Its liabilities 
are on bonds: i

meet a liability of $265,791. Although the Bank has made over 5 
per cent. per annum on its capital, exclusive of expenses, yet it is 
seen there is a large deficit in paying its liabilities. 

If the capital of the Bank, was originally the property of the 
State the subject would lose some little of its importance. But itis 
borrowed. The State is now paying interest on a large portion of 
it, and in a few years will be called on for payment of the princi- 
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pal. The last Legislature saw, snd the. present Legislature now 
sees, that this vast machine, combining a variety of interests—the 
Internal Improvement System—the System of Education, both 
Schools and Academies, together with the various fiscal operations 
of the State, combined with all the. phases of banking operations, 
like all other created things with unbalanced powers, must submit 
to the laws of its unwise organization, however benevolent may 
have been the dreams of those who devised it. Let it be here re- 
marked, in justice to those who projected this scheme, that the capi- 
tal which it was intended and expected the Bank should wield, 
viz: five millions of dollars, which sum was originally made the 
basis of the calculation for the present disbursements, has never 
been furnished. Only about three-fifths of the intended capital 
have furnished the meansof disbursements based upon an assumed 
capital of $5,000,000. To say nothing of the $200,000 of bonds 
recently cancelled, as shown in Mr. Nichol’s Report. 
Left as itis, your Committee would respectfully make the inquiry 
if the system, with the facts before us, challenges an exercise of 
extraordinary vigor of mind to determine whether or not tne hold- 
ers of the State's Bonds, on presenting them for payment at matu- 
rity, would find the State in possession of the means tocancel them, 
unless the Legislature should, in advance of such a catastrophe, 
resort to exorbitant taxation to supply them? A severer tax upon 


the sinews of agriculture may enable this magnificent establishment ` 


toreflect its waning glories a few years longer over the.State, but 
its destruction is as certain, under its present organization, as death. 
is to the animal frame on draining it of its blood. 

Your Committee respectfully suggest one or two changes in its 
organization, by which they think the contemplated evils may not 
only be averted, but by which substantial benefits may possibly re- 
sult to the State. In the first place they would recommend a with- 
drawalofsome of the Branches, and that the capital be reinvested in 
the Principal Bank and those Branches which it might be prudent 
tocontinuein existence, benefits to a certain extent would result to 
the system. ‘The capital now employed by some of the Branches 
might be invested with more profit and. security in some of the 
others. By curtailing their number one-half, and employing their 
means with more effect at other points, the expense of their separate 
establishments would not be sensibly increased to the surviving 
Branches, and would be lopped off altogether in those whose exis- 
tence it may be wise to terminate. -Yet after the change which is 
here suggested, has been made, the gteat burden of liabilities still 
resting on the system, will, in the opinion of your Committee, con- 
tinue to weigh so heavily upon it, that it must finally sink under the 
load. It is, therefore, in view of this important fact, that a majori- 
ty of your Committee recommend that the Bank be required to dis- 
tribute for the purposes of Common Schools six, per cent. per annum 
of the School Fund in her keeping, and as much more than six per 
cent. as the Bank shall declare to have made upon the fund annual- 
ly. The amount of School Fund, as reported by Mr. Nichol, is 
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about $847,389, which at six per cent. per annum would yield 
about $50,000. i 

Your Committee further believe, that by a judicious arrangement 
of the Branches—the Legislature fixing the places of two,—one in 
the East and one in the West end of the State,—and giving discre- 
tionary power to the Principal Bank to retain two other Branches 
at such points as she may deem expedient and proper, the profits of 
the Institution may be so greatly enlarged as to meet all its liabili- 
ties and declare a small surplus profit. 

We should then have but four Branches at most, two located by 
the Legislature, and two retained, if deemed expedient, by the 
President and Board of Directors of the Principal Bank. This 
would relieve the latter from so pressing a necessity of holding her- 
self in readiness at all hours to fly to the assistance of a sinking 
Branch, and render relief by reducing her own discount line, or 
withdrawing the metal from one Branch to relive the necessity of 
another. 

The additional profits which would accrue to the business by 
lopping off the expenses of four banking-houses—and by the more 
prompt and profitable transactions which would characterise the 
operations of the balance, could not be set down at less than ten or 
twelve thousand dollars per annum; for the aggregate expenses of 
the eight branches amount yearly to about $23,000, as appears by 
communication madé to the Chairman of your Committee by Mr. 
President Nichol. Halfof this sum would be annually saved by 
continuing but four branches. Even this surplus alone, added to 
the income derived from Internal Improveinent Companies, as 
shown by the report ofthe commissioners appointed by the last 
Legislature to settle with them, would create a sinking fund of be- 
tween thirty and forty thousand dollars at least. It will be seen 
that this income, properly husbanded, will nearly if not altogether 
extinguish the liabilities of the State as they mature. 

Before your committee close this report, itis proper to state, that 
the President of the Principal Dank has discovered some inaccura- 
cies in the communication made by him to this General Assembly. 
These inaccuracies will appear by comparing with his former re- 
port the statement which appears below as supplemental thereto. 
The difference between the two reports is, that in the first the gross 
profits of the Bank from October, 1841, to October 1843 are stated 
at $407,279, whereas in the supplement they are stated at $440,573; 
$33,993, greater in the second than in the first report. 

In the first report likewise it is stated, that the gross profits from 
October 1848, to October 1845, were $411,112, whereas in the sup-, 
plement they are set down for the same period at $393,812—$17,- 
293 less than is stated in the first report. 

This last statement gives to the business of the Bank a different 
aspect of affairs within particular periods of time, but does not ma- 
terially change the result—consequently the arguments in favor of 
a reorganization of the system lose none of their force. 

Having thus sketched the outlines of such changes as your com- 
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mittee deem it important to make, they respectfully submit their 
views to the judgment of the Senate. l

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BANKS, 


To investigate and report on condition of Athens Branch of Bank of 
Tennessee, Jan. 26, 1846. 


The Committee on Banks, having been, by a resolution of the 
Senate, “instructed to enquire into the cause of the loss supposed 
to be sustained by the branch ofthe Bank of Tennes see at Athens, 
and to report by bill or otherwise what line of policy in reference to 
said branch Bank will best secure the character of the Bank of 
Tennessee and the interest of the State’”—and, by an amendment 
to said resolution, being invested **with power to send for persons 
and papers" ask leave to report: 

That a member of the committee applied to the principal Bank, 
now under the control of the new board of Directors, for some ad- 
ditional information relative to the Athens Branch, and was unable 
to obtain any facts that were not already before the General As- 
sembly: Whereupon the Committee caused the late President, Mr. 
Nichol to come before them and communicate such facts as he 
might be in possession of. 

The committee put the question to Mr. Nichol, in the words con- 
tained in the Resolution, ‘‘what was the cause of the loss supposed 
sustained by the branch ofthe Bank of Tennesseeat Athens, who very 
promptly replied—**loaning the money to irresponsible persons or 
those who became so.” He further stated that he visited that 
branch, last spring, for the sole purpose of investigating its concerns, 
and that he acted under a series of Resolutioris adopted by the 
board of Directors at the principal Bank—that the board had en- 
tertaied fearsthat the Athens branch would be compelled to sus- 
pend operations, in consequence of over bankiug and of not being. 
sufficiently fortified to meet a demand which it was possible might 
be made upon it. | 

While at Athens, Mr. Nichol drew up a statement of the debts 
due that institution in presence and by the aid of the President and: 
Cashier as well as several of the Board. The committee have ex- 
amined this statement, consisting of good, doubtful and bad: debts 
as distinguished by marginal remarks. 

The bad and doubtfüldebts which the committee have extracted 
(rom the.entire catalogue of debts, and made a separate statement 
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of, appear to be over one hundred and thirty seven thousand dol- 
lars.) The committee did not add together the good debts, but took 
the amount as stated by Mr. Nichol viz: about $240,000. Of the 
bad debts there are between 90 and 100 transactions with which 
the endorsers are based upon the names of comparatively few per- 
sons with a wonderful sameness of names—21 of which represent 
transactions over one thousand dollars each, in the manner of or- 
dinary discounts, with the exception of one Bill of Exchange for 
$9000 00. Of the 90 odd transactions, the 21 appear to have 
amounted to upwards of seventy four thousand dollars and this 
sum is embraced entirely within the catalogue of debts acknowl- 
edgedtobebad. This largeamount of debt contracted by so small a 
number of persons as borrowers, reminds the committee of that 
port.on of the report ofthe late President of the Principal Bank which 
relates to the condition and management of the Athens Branch, in 
which itis stated that **much of the embarrassment and losses at 
that Branch may be attributed to the neglect or failure to enforce 
the salutary provisions contained in the charter and rules of the 
Bank, among which it is provided in the 10th section of the sup- 
plemental act that “no director of the Principal Bank or Branches, 
who is under protest at said Bank or any of its Branches, shall sit 
in any Board of Directors whilst under protest at any of said Banks, 
and if any of said directors remain under protest for the space of 
30 days, he shall forfeit his directorship.’ ‘The Board at Athens 
assumed the power, and passed a resolution suspending this section 
about the 9th of August 1842, and it so continued forthe remainder 
of their service ending March 1844.” “They also disregarded, to 
some extent the act passed Nov. 1842, restricting the liabilities of 
Directors to $2,000." And on various occasions, as appears in 
their minutes, important business was transacted on discount days 
by a less number of Directors present, than is required by the first 
article of the charter." This portion of the late President's Re- 
port seems to point, with much clearness to the cause of the report- 
ed loss, Fundamental laws are not usually disregarded without 
an adequate motive, in those who are interested with the concerns 
of any institutions. The failure to enforce the law, or its suspen- 
sion by a Resolution of the Board could not have been intended 
for any salutary purpose; and the directory could not have had any 
higher motive than personal benefit or benefits to favorite friends 
which could not have been extended under the existence of the 
e If this was not the case—what the necessity of suspending 
P 

À member of the committee seems well satisfied that most, if 
not the whole of these were contracted during a very early period 
of the existence of this Branch—that the notes have been renewed 
time after time, and so continued, till the parties fell under protest 
and other embarrassments interposed obstacles so as to prevent 
any further renewals—and that the more recent transactions of this 
branch are characterized by more wisdomand prudence; and he is 
further of opinion that if a special agent were appointed to attend 
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to the collection of these debts both bad and doubtful, with author- 
ity to put them in whatever condition may be suggested by his 
sense of propriety, with a view to their ultimate safety, many of 
the debts may and will be secured. Thecommittee are of opin- 
ion, that it will be best, under all circumstances, for that branch to 
be gradually withdrawn, and that a resolution directory to the 
President and Board of Directors of the Principal Bank, to take 
steps for drawing the concerns of this branch toa close be adopted 
by the Senate.

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REPORT 
OF THE JOINT SELECT COMMITTEE ON BANKS. 


The Joint Select Committee, to whom was referred the subject 
of confering “with the late officers or stockholders of the Bank of 
Nashville, in relation to the payment of a debt of about $30,000, 
due from said Bank to the Common School Fund," have had the 
subject under consideration and beg leave to Report; 

That they have examined into the means of said Bank to pay 
said debt, and requested its officers and stockholders to submit the 
terms on which they propose its adjustment. Upon which exami- 
nation your committee ascertained that the only available means 
now belonging to said Bank consists in 6040 acres of land, 1359 
acres of which lies in Dyer county, 1943 in Hardin, 1078 in Shel- 
by, 500 in Obion, 640 in Weakley and 1920 in Carroll county, 
estimated, in the aggregate by your committee, with their limited 
and imperfect knowledge of the precise locality and quality of these 
lands to be worth about $10,000. Said Bank also, owns a, judg- 
mentin the Supreme Court of the 31st of March, 1835, against 
George W. Campbell and John C. McLemore, on which there was 
due of principal and interest on the 25th day of December last, 
the sum of $2907 14,—making the aggregate available means of 
the Bank, so far as your committee was able to ascertain from its 
late officers and stockholders, near thirteen thousand dollars. The 
debt due from said Bank consists of two judgments for $14,720 
each (together $29,440,) rendered in favor of the board of com- 
mon school commissioners for the State, in the Circuit Court of 
Davidson county, on the 9th day of May, 1887, on which $5,000 
was shortly thereafter paid to R. H. McEwen, superintendant, &c. 
The interest on said two judgments after deducting said payment 
from the date of their recovery to the 25th day of December last, 
a period of eight years five and half months, amounts to $12,415, 
which added to the principal, makes the aggregate of principal and 
interest due on the 25th December last $86,855 00. Of this large 
debt only $4,302 53 is principal—the interest having been accu- 
mulating for near a quarter of a century. This debt originated 
under a resolution of the Legislature of 1826, directing the old 
State Banks to receive the notes of the Nashville Bank (then ata 
ruinous rate of discount) from the purchasers of Hiwassee lands. 
T'his arrangement, your committee is informed enabled many of 
the purchasers of Academy lands in the Hiwassee district, to meet 
their engagements to the State, who, otherwise must have been 
wholly unable to have done so, and the academy fund would have 
sustained a heavy ultimate loss. The officers and stockholders of 
the Nashville Bank propose to convey said 6040 acres of land, 
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and to assign said judgment on Messrs. Campbell and McLemore 
to the State, in full satisfaction of the unpaid balance of the two 
judgments of $14,720 each of the 9th of May, 1837, against said 
Bank. 

In view of the fact, that the original arrangement between the 
State and Nashville Banks, under the resolution of the Legislature 
of 1826, has resulted favorably to the State, in the collection and 
prosecution of the academy funds, and that $32,553, of said debt 
is interest, whilst only $4,802 53 is principal, but especially from 
the more important consideration that the lands and judgment em- 
braced in their offer, includes all the unappropriated available assets 
of the Bank to meet its outstanding liabilities, your committee re- 
commend .the acceptance of their proposition. A copy of which 
is herewith transmitted.

And whereas, said committee has reported as the only available 
means yet belonging to said Bank, out of which to satisfy said 
judgments 6040 acres of land—1859 acres of which lies in Dyer 
county, 1248 in Hardin, 1078 in Shelby, 500 in Obion, 640 in 
Weakley and 1220 in Carroll county—together witha judgment 
in the Supreme Court of this State at Nashville against John C. 
McLemore and George W. Campbell, recovered on the 31st day of 
March, 1885, on which the amount due of both principal and in- 
terest on the 25th day of December last, was about $2,907 14,. 

And whereas, said Bank has offered to convey said lands, and 
transfer said judgment to the State, in full satisfaction of the un- 
paid balance due on said two judgments of the 9th of May, 1837.

and G. W. Campbell to the State, in full satisfaction of the unpaid 
balance due on said two judgments of the 9th May, 1837, in favor 
of the board of common school commissioners against said Bank, 
be, and the sameis hereby accepted. S 

9nd. Resolved, That the Attorney General for the State, receive 
from said Bank an assignment to himself, for the use of the State, 
of said judgment on McLemore and Campbell, and that he proceed 
to collect the same, and when collected pay over the money to the 
Treasurer of the State, and take his receipt for the same, and file 
it with the Comptroller of the Treasury. 

3rd. Resolved, That James A. N. Murray of the county of Car- 
roll be, and he is hereby appointed the trustee and agent of the 
State, to receive from the trustee of said Nashville Bank, the titles 
to said 6040 acres of land; and that after entering into bond with 
two good and approved securities in the sum of twenty thousand 
dollars, payable to the Governor of the State for the time being, 
and his successors in office for the use ofthe State, said agent shall 
proceed to sell said lands, for the best price he can obtain therefor, 
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on a credit of one, two and three years, at equal annual instal- 
ments, requiring of the purchaser or purchasers his, or their bonds 
with approved personal security, and retaining a lien upon the land 
for the payment of the purchase money—which, when collected, 
said agent shall, without delay, pay over to the Treasurer of the 
State, taking duplicate receipts therefor, one of which he shall file 
with the Comptroller of the Treasury.

4th. Resolved, That the bond required to be given by the agent 
of the State in the preceding resolution, shall be given to the 
Comptroller of the Treasury, who shall file the same in his office, 
and its conditions shall be “that said agent will sell said lands to 
the best advantage for the State, and well and faithfully pay over 
to the Treasurer, (as herein provided) the purchase money as the 
same shall be collected by him.” And in case of a violation of 
said bond by a failure to account for, and pay over said monies by 
said agent. It shall be the duty of £he Attorney General for the 
State, to procure said bond from the Comptroller and produce the 
same before any circuit court in this State, and move said court for 
judgment against said agent and his securities, for the amount of 
money received by said agentand not accounted for: Provided, betore 
making such motion, it shall be theduty of the Attorney General to 
cause a ten days notice of the time and place of making the same, 
to be served on said agent and his securities: Provided, said securi- 
ties be not dead and reside in this State. 

5th. Resolved, That it shall be the duty of the Attorney General 
of the State, to propose a deed of conveyance of said lands to 
said agent as the trustee of the State, upon the execution of which 
by the trustee of the Nashville Bank, and the assignments by said 
Bank to the State, said judgment on McLemore and Campbell, he 
shall execute to said Bank in the name of the State, a receipt in full 
against said two judgments of the 9th of May, 1837. 

6th. Resolved, That the agent herein appointed, if he shall think 
it to the interest of the State to do so, may have said tracts of land 
divided into lots of a size to suit purchasers. The cost of which 
shall be paid out of the proceeds of their sale, and the receipts of 
the surveyors and chain carriers shall be good vouchers to said 
agent in his settlement with the Treasurer.

ON THE 


EDUCATION OF THE DEAF AND DUMB. 


The Trustees of the Tennessee Institytion for the Education of 
the Deaf and Dumb respectfully present their first report. 

Early in the summer of 1844, the Trustees were made acquaint- 
ed with the fact of their appointment, by his Excellency the Goyer- 
nor, to this responsible and difficult trust. 

We immediately entered into correspondence with all the Insti- 
tutions in this country, of a kindred character, in order to obtain 
from them such information as might enable us to begin the Asylum 
here under fair auspices. 

This correspondence immediately brought to our knowledge a 
fact which we had not so fully realized, viz: the entire inadequacy 
of the appropriation made by the Legislature at its last session for 
the commencement of an Asylum here; and the still more lamenta- 
ble fact, that that appropriation, though in itself so small, was re- 
duced one half by the omission of a single word in that part of the 
law relating to this Institution. 

It was the determination of the Trustees not tobe satisfied with 
inferior men as instructors, and especially in the one who was to 
preside over an institution-of so much importance, believing that 
the interest of all concerned would be promoted by placing in the 
Asylum men of superior qualifications. 

In our inquiries for instructors we found that competent men could 
be had, but that the salaries which the most of them were already 
receiving, as assistant instructors, far exceeded what we were able 
to give from the fund placed at our disposal. After much effort, 
however, and delay, and when the way seemed almost hedged up, 
the Trustees succeded on the first day of January lastin securing 
the services of the Rev. Thomas MaclIntire as Principal-of the In- 
stitution ‘confided to our trust. 

Mr. MacIntire had been for a number of years an efficient instruc- 

"tor in the Ohio Asylum, and was very highly recommended to us as 
a gentleman in all respects qualified for the office we wished to fill. 
He reached this place in the latter part of March, and was soon 
ready to enter upon his duties. 

But at this point another difficulty presented itself. It is fully es 

tablished, according to the reports of the Deaf and Dumb Asy- 

lums of Hartford, New York, Philadelphia, &c., that of the whole 
number educated, only about one in etght is able to pay the expenses 
of education. This we also found to be the case. A large number 
of Deaf and Dumb persons was found near us, and many of them 
were anxious to come and receive the benefits of such instruction, 
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but they were entirely unable to meet the expense. Here again we 
were brought to a stand. We had procured an instructor, had 
rented a house, and purchased some apparatus, but no pupils had 
come nor was it practicable to obtain any unless we could by some 
means meet their expenses; and the fund under our control would 
not suffer us to draw much from that source, inasmuch as from the 
omission of the word annually in that section of thebill relating to 
this Asylum, one thousand dollars would be lost, for the present, to 
the institution. That this word “annually” is absent from the bill by 
mere omission we have been informed by many members of the last 
Legislature. In this state of thingseitherallthathad been done must 
be abandoned, or the Trustees must go forward and do what the 

believed the Legislature designed should be done. "They felt that 
it was a case of emergency and that their duty was plain and obvi- 
ous. "They determined that fidelity to the trust confided to them re- 
quired that they should receive a few pupils gratuitously, trusting 
to your honorable body to carry outthe design of your predecessors 
by restoring to the Asylum the $1000 which as yet is unavailable, 
owing to the above mentioned omission. Accordingly nine pupils 
were received, who continued in the Asylum till the close of the ses- 
sion which took place on the first Monday of September, when an 
examination was had before alarge assembly, to the great astonish- 
ment and satisfaction of all. And the Trustees are happy in being 
able to state that they have found the Principal, Mr. Maclntire, ful- 
ly competent tothe duties devolving on him, and more than realiz- 
ing their highest expectations. z 

Asit was very apparent that an assistant instructor would very 
soon be necessary, and there being a faverable opportunity of en- 
gaging such an one, the Trustees secured the services of Mr. Charles 
W. Myers for that purpose. Mr. Myers is a very intelligent Deaf 
Mute who bas been well educated, and has rendered important ser- 
vices in the Asylum here, though as yet he has been no charge to 
the institution except his travelling expenses and boarding. 

It is with pleasure and gratitude to God we record the fact that 
general health has prevailed in the Asylum. And we and the 
Principal, in behalf of the pupils, desire to express our acknowl- 
edgments to Dr. W. H. Lyon, who generously tendered his services 
gratuitously, to the institution, should they be needed. Nor would 
we in our acknowledgments forget a few benevolent individuals 
who generously provided clothing for some of the pupils who were 
destitute. For information about the internal arrangements of the 
Asylum, and for much other important information, we refer you to 
the report of the Principalof the Institution, which weappend here- 
unto and send as a part of our report. 

The receipts into the Treasury from all sources have been $1,- 
000 00. 

And the expenditures $1,399 694. 

For further particulars about the finances we refer you to the re- 

rt of the Treasurer, a copy of which is hereunto annexed. 

By the law establishing the Institution here, the Trustees are not 
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only required to report, but also “to make such suggestions in regard 
toits future management as they think will tend to promote and in- 
crease its usefulness and efficiency.” 

Under this last requirement the Trustees beg leave to present 
the following suggestions: 


{— BUILDINGS FOR THE ASYLUM. 


During the last session we have occupied a hired house, which 
iu many respects, has answered the purpose very well. This, how- 
ever, is suited only forthe accommodation of a few pupils. But 
such asit is, we shall probably not be able to obtain it after the close 
of the present year; and there is no other house in the city which is 
well suited for the purpose, which we could obtain as a permanent 
arrangement, if atall. Nor will it seem surprising that this is 
the fact, if the kind of buildings that are really necessary be taken 
into consideration. 

We beg leave to refer the Legislature for some particulars on 
this subject, to the report of the Principal, Mr. MaclIntire. Here it 
will be seen that a suit of some fifteen rooms is indispensably neces- 
sary forthe accommodation and comfort of those who will be con- 
nected with the Asylum, and that several of these must be quite 
large. It will also be readily suggested to the minds of the mem- 
bers of the Legislature, that such an Asylum ought not to be in a 
crowded part of the city. The inmates must have sufficient room 
for healthful exercise, and this is the more especially necessary in- 
asmuch as there are at present no workshops in which, by labor, 
they can obtain sufficient exercise. - 

The Trustees respectfully suggest, therefore, to your honorable 
body, the propriety of erecting suitable buildings in some appropri- 
ate place in or near this city. ‘The present law requires the Asylum 
to be inthe city. It might be well to permit a discretion in the se- 
lection of a site to the distance of half a mile from the city. 

The liberal example of some of our sister States in regard to 
buildings for their Asylums is worthy of all commendation: Nor 
do we suppose that Tennessee will desire to be behind them in 
liberality, for the good of her citizens, and especially of such a class 
of citizens. Butowing tothe cheapness of buildings and building 
materials at this place, such extensive benevolence will not be need- 
ed. From the best information we can obtain, such a building as 
we have designated will cost $15,000 or $16,000. 


IL—FonwNrTURE FOR THE ASYLUM. 


All the property of the Asylum, exceptthe furniture of the rooms 
occupied by the Instructors, is strictly public property. 

There appears, therefore, a manifest propriety in having all the 
rooms, except those above specified, furnished and the furniture 
owned by the Institution. When in successful operation the Asy- 
lum will be visited daily by persons wishing to see the methads and 
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extentof theinstruction given, and the parents, guardians and friends 
of the pupils will also frequently visit the Asylum. And as the 
pupils will all be kept constantly there with the Instructors, those 
persons will naturally make the Asylum their stopping place. Jus- 
tice, therefore, forbids that these should all be accommodated in 
the private parlour, and other rooms of the Principal. 

Andif the dining roomand sleeping apartments of the pupils be 
furnished by the Principal rather than by the Institution, the price 
of boarding will necessarily be greatly enhanced. And, moreover, 
if the Principal should be removed by death, or otherwise, while he 
owns the aforesaid furniture, it would subject not only his family 
but also the Asylum to great inconvenience and loss. And the 
plan we here recommend is, we understand, the plan adopted in 
most of the similar institutions of our country. 

The Trustees therefore respectfully suggest to the Legislature the 
propriety of supplying the Asylum with all furniture and utensils 
which are necessary, except the furniture of the private rooms of 
the Instructors. 

The cost of public furniture already obtained, as will be seen by 
reference to the report of the Treasurer, is three hundred and twen- 
ty-five dollars and thirty-five cents. 


II[——ErpvucaTION oF THE INDIGENT. 


From the fact to which we have already alluded, that not more 
than one in eight of the Deaf and Dumb is able to educate himself, 
it will be obvious tothe Legislature that if these unfortunate per- 
sons are instructed at all it must generally be at the public charge. 
And certainly there is no portion of our fellow-citizens more desti- 
tute and needy than these. Being cut off from all ordinary sources 
of instruetion, they must be taught in their own peculiar way, if 
educated at all. The Trustees, therefore, with all deference sug- 
gest to the Legislature the propriety of taking efficient measures in 
reference to this subject. ‘The method which hasbeen adopted in 
some of the other States is to take twoor more from each senatorial 
district, in order that the benefactions of the State may be properly 
distributed among its citizens; and as this State may not feel able at 
once to take off all restriction and educate every such indigent pu- 
pil who may apply for education, as some of the States have done, 
the "Trustees most respectfully recommend that such action be had 
in the premises as will enable that number, at least, of those unfor- 
tunate persons to be educated at the charge of the State. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL, 


To the Board of Trustees of the Tennessee Institution for the Ed- 
ucation of the Deaf and Dumb, the Principal submits the following: 


Immediately on the reception of official notice of my appoint- 
ment to the post which I now occupy in the Institution under your 
care, I resigned the situation which L then held as instructor in the 
Ohio Asylum, and hastened to make preparations for entering upon 
the performance of the duties of the stationto which you had called 
me. Perhaps I was too hasty in accepting the appointment. Be- 
ing engaged, as I was, in a useful and profitable employment, and 
having known beforehand something of the difficulties attending 
the commencement of such an Institution in an untried field, and 
having been aware of the severe labor that would devolve upon 
me in the performance of my part in carrying the enterprise for- 
ward, I ought probably to have considered longer before I consent- 
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ed to undertake so arduous a task, But having resolved to devote 
my life to the moral and intellectual regeneration of the Deaf and 
Dumb, and believing that in this State a wider field of usefulness 
was opened to me by the call which you gave me, than the one 
which I then was endeavoring to cultivate, I freely and fully de- 
termined, in dependence upon Divine Providence, and encouraged 
by the hope of the cordial co-operation of the friends of education, 
under your direction to give myself tothe work; and up to this time 
I have had no reason to regret the choice I then made. 

The blessing of God thus far has signally attended the enter- 
prise. It has also met with the sincere favor and hearty support of 
all classes of citizens to whom its claims have been presented; and 
through the efficient measures which you have adopted, a public 
sentiment has been created in its favor, and a degree of success 
already achieved, which gives ground to hope that the day is not 
far distant, when the Institution will be established on a firm foun- 
dation, and all its friends be permitted to rejoice in the enjoyment 
of the full fruits of their labors. 

When I arrived in this place in the latter part of last March, a 
house, you are aware, in a convenient and pleasant part of the city, 
and large enough to accommodate twenty or thirty pupils, together 
with the Principal and his family, had been rented, and notice pub- 
lished that the School would be opened for the reception of pupils 
on the 14th of the following April. After consulting with you and 
receiving your instructions, I proceeded to supply the establish- 
ment with furniture, and make such other arrangements as were 
ru for the accommodation of as many pupils as might at- 
tend. 

At that time it was thought, that, of those whose parents were 
able to pay for their boarding, a number sufficient to form a class 
might be induced to avail themselves of the advantages of the In- 
stitution. To effect this, circulars were printed and sent, and let- 
ters written to the friends of education in different parts of the 
State, and their influence solicited in advaneing the object; also to 
those parents who were known to have deaf and dumb children, 
urging them to send them to the Institution—and in the adjoining 
counties many families, in which were persons of this class, were 
visited, and their parents personally solicited to send them. But 
the result was, after using all the means in our power, not a pupil 
could be procured on these terms. Parents were generally willing, 
and some of them even anxious to embrace the opportunity held 
out to them of educating these children; yet scarcely one was 
found, who was able to pay even a small proportion of the neces- 
sary expense. No difficulty would have been experienced in get- 
ting pupils, if their friends had been able to support them at the 
Institution.  Inone county alone a number sufficientto form a large 
class was found, but not one of them was able to pay the small a- 
mount required for boarding. 

After having thus become convinced of the impossibility of ob- 
iaining pupils, should none be received but those who were able to 
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pay, and fearing the ill effects of a failure to open the School as 
was designed, it was thought best to admit at the expense of the 
Institution, a few of such as were poor, and trust to the liberality of 
the Legislature to make provision at its next session for cancelling 
the small debt which might thus be contracted. Notice of this de- 
termination of the Trustees was accordingly given, and in a few 
days six applied for admission and were received as pupils into 
the Institution. These I began to instruct on the first Monday of 
last June. Shortly after this three others were admitted, making 
in all nine, the number in attendance at the close of the session. 

This session ended on the first Monday in September, and there- 
fore was of only three months’ duration—not more than time 
enough to allow the pupils to become familiar with the place.— 
Therefore considering the shortness of time that these children 
have been under instruction, and the many difficulties necessarily 
attending the outset of their course, their friends ought not to feel 
disappointed, if, on their return home, they find that they have not 
yetlearned toread. Taken fromhomeand kind friends, and placed 
among entire strangers, without any definite ideas of the object for 
which they were placed in the Institution, having to be brought 
under rules and regulations to which they were not accustomed to 
submit at home, and without any older pupils to encourage them 
by their example, it was to be anticipated, that for the greater part 
of this time, at least, they would be dissatisfied and frequently 
homesick, and that, under the influence of such feelings, they 
would not accomplish much. ` That such was the feelings, more or 
less, of all who have been under our care, is certain; but to no 
greater extent, it is believed, than is found to be true of others simi- 
larly situated. By continual kind treatment and assiduous atten- 
tion to their wants and difficulties, in a few weeks these feelings 
were made to give place to contentment and an ardent desire to 
improve. As soon as this end was gained, they began to learn re- 
markably fast. When the session closed they had all learnt the 
manual alphabet, the written and printed characters; could writea 
neat hand on the slate with the crayon, and had begun to use the’ 
pen with considerable facility. They had also acquired a knowl- 
edge of the meaning and spelling of several hundred words, and 
had commenced writing short, simple sentences dictated to them 
by signs, involving the use of the noun, the adjective, the verb, the 
adverb and the preposition. And I am happy in being able to 
state to you, that they are all persons of good capacity, and without 
exception, manifest a laudable desire to improve the advantages 
afforded them. It is, therefore, recommended that they all be ad- 
mitted next session to a participation of all the benefits in the pow- 
er of the Institution to bestow. l 

Before any general and permanent system for the/ education of 
the Deaf and Dumb is adopted, it would be well to ascertain as 
near as possible the number of such persons in the State, and how 
many of them would be proper subjects for receiving instruction; 
80 that the provisions of this plan may not be too limited nor too

extensive, but that they may be made duly proportionate to the 
number and wants of this class. If resort is had for this informa- 
tion to the Census, and dependence placed upon the statements 
which are given there, we will be very much deceived; for the in- 
accuracy of the Census in this particular is proverbial throughout 
the whole country; and facts have come to my knowledge since I 
have had the subject under consideration, which leads me to be- 
lieve that the inaccuracy is greater in the returns of this State than 
in almost any other portion of the Union. We have been at some 
pains to collect, as far as we have had opportunity, all the facts, 
having a bearing upon this subject, and from all the data which 
could be obtained, have formed an estimate of the number of deaf 
mutes in our State, which is here added, with the hope that it may 
be of some use. 

A considerable number of families, in which are deaf-mutes, 
have been visited, and enquiries made of the parents, whether those 
persons had been returned, and if not, the reason of the omission. 
In some cases it was ascertained that the officer who took the cen- 
sus had entirely neglected to ask any question on this subject. The 
education of the Deaf and Dumb had not at that time been much 
agitated in this State, nor public attention called to the considera- 
tion of their number; and there being nothing peculiar in their ap- 
pearance to attract tbe notice of any one, they were especially lia- 
ble to be included in the general enumeration, and no distinction 
made in the account. And there is strong reason for believing that 
some of the returning officers, at least, knowing nearly every per- 
son in each county, and not having met with any deaf-mutes, omit- 
ted all enquiries as useless. This must have been the case; for in 
several counties in East Tennessee none at all were returned, 
whilst we have already found a number in each of them. One 
gentleman told me that he knew nearly every person in his county, 
and that he believed there was not a deaf and dumb person in it. 
By another person in another county the same statements were 
made Now six deaf-mutes were found in one of these, and three 
inthe other; and what wasa little remarkable, two of these were 
found within two miles of the residence of one of these gentlemen, 
and one within three miles of the other. 

In other instances it was ascertained, in prosecuting our enquiries 
on this subject, that the fault was to be charged to the misappre- 
hensions, mistakes and neglectof parents. From mistaken notions 
of what constitutes deafness and dumbness, and a feeling of false 
pride and an unwillingness to make known, even to their nearest 
neighbors, what they considered in an especial manner, a most hu- 
miliating misfortune, some have been led to conceal the fact of 
their having such children from the returning officer, and others to 
report as speaking and hearing persons many who were really deaf 
and dumb. Often have we been told by.parents that their children 
were not deaf, because, said they, they can tell when it thunders, 
or when a gun is fired, or when any loud noise is made; and that 
they were not dumb, because, as they affirmed, they could produce 
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certain sounds resembling articulate words. Now, it is well known 
that all deaf-mutes can feel even a slight jar of the floor or any 
thing else upon which they stand, and that through the vibrations 
of the atmosphere they are sensible of any very loud sound pro- 
duced near them; and they all have as perfect organs of speech as 
other people, and can make with them a great variety of sounds; 
but every one who cannot hear well enough to govern his own 
voice and distinguish the meaning of articulate words, is deaf; and 
every one who cannot speak so as to be understood. by others, is 
dumb: and all who are debarred by either of these defects from re- 
ceiving instruction in the ordinary way, ought certainly to-have 
been put down in the returns as belonging to this class. 

In Grainger county, where only three were returned in (be Cen, 
sus, by a pretty thorough visitation, sixteen were found, all under 
twenty one years of age. In Roane, Blount and Cocke counties, 
where none were reported, eleven were found; three in the first, 
four in the second, and four in the third. All these were discov- 
ered in merely passing through those counties. How many more 
there may be there, (and we suppose there are others) no one can 
tell until farther examination is made. Knox, Jefferson, Hawkins, 
Sullivan, Washington, Green, Anderson, McMinn and Meigs have 
been partially explored. In no one of these counties have we failed 
to find as many as were reported, and in some-of them we have 
met with a much greater number. This, taken in connection with 
the fact that the classification in respect to the age of those who 
were visited, does not correspond with that given in the Census, is 
conclusive evidence that there are many more in those countries. 
Hence we are warranted in believing that not more than one half 
were returned by the proper officers in this section of the States 
and we haveno reasons for believing that greater accuracy prevailed 
in other parts. Accordingly, then, we estimate the number of 
deaf-mutés in Tennessee to be about six hundred. 

Another reliable mode of approximating the truth on this sub- 
ject, is to obtain as near as possible the numerical ratio which the 
Deaf and Dumb bear to the mass of the population in those coun- 
tries in which institutions for their benefit have been longest in ex- 
istence, and where the greatest faclities have been afforded, and 
the most pains taken to effect a thorough and complete enumera- 


tion, and then make this ratio the standard of comparison between ` 


the Deaf and Dumb and the aggregate population of the State. 
We will here presenta table of examples of this kind, taken from 
documents published on this subject in our possession, and which 
may be relied on as correct in every essential particular:—

The white population, as returned in the last census, in the State 
of "Tennessee, was a fraction over six hundred and forty-two thous- 
and. In the table above the highest ratio is one deaf-mute to every 
five hundred and three speaking persons, and the lowest, one to 
one thousand seven hundred and fourteen. If we take the former 
of these as the standard of comparison in our own State, it will 
give twelve hundred and seventy-six deaf-mutes; but if we take the 
latter the number will be three hundred and seventy-four. We 
must ad mit that the first is too high a rate of comparison; for whilst 
itis believed that there is a law which regulates the diffusion of 
deafness nearly equally throughout all countries in the world, yet 
there are, it must be conceded, manifest exceptions to this law. 
This is one of these exception—Switzerland is peculiar in this re- 
spect. But the other, we maintain, is entirely too low; for in the 
census of Ireland, on which this calculation is based, confessedly 
only an approximation to a complete enumeration of the deaf and 
dumb has yet been made. Let us, therefore, take, as more justly 
applicable in this case, the average ratio, viz; one deaf-mute to 
every one thousand two hundred and thirty-eight of the mass of the 
population in those countries, and the calculation will show that 
there are in this State five hundred and thirty-five of this unfortu- 
nate class of persons. This comes nearly up to what we believe 
to be the true number. 

Assuming, therefore, five hundred and thirty-five as about the 
number of the deaf anddumb in Tennessee, we will enquire how 
many of these in all probability are, in respectto age and intel- 
lectual capacity, proper subjects for receiving instruction. 

Of all the deaf and dumb in any State, facts show that about 
one-half are either too young or too old to be benefited much by 
being brought under instruction. One-sixth of the remainder, who 
have arrived at a suitable age, from a want of adequate intellectual 
capacity, are also unfit subjects. But after making these deduc- 
tions, there will remain in the State two hundred and twenty-three 
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deaf-mutes, who are in every respect qualified and fit subjects of 
education. Itis not, however, tobe supposéd, were an institution es- 
tablished, and all the means necessary for their education proyided, 
that all these would avail themselves of these advantages. The in- 
difference of parents and friends; their unwillingness to send their 
children from home, combined with other causes, will prevent many 
of them from becoming pupils. Admitting that one-half would be 
excluded by the intervention of these and similar obstacles, still 
there are left more than one hundred that would seek these ad- 
vantages, were they offered to them. Therefore we think we are 
safe in assuming, that the State is able to furnish for such an insti- 
tution from a hundred to a hundred and twenty-five scholars. That 


| such would be the case, were the means at hand for furnishing ac- 
Ei 


commodations for them, and were the proper influence exerted by 


' those having the management of this charity, is rendered almost 


certain from what has been done in this respect in other States, in 


" circumstances far more unfavorable than those in which we are 


. called upon to act. 


In addition to the pupils which this State is able to furnish, a 
considerable number from the adjoining States may be expected to 
seek ad mission here, should the Institution be open for the reception 
of such. In none of those States South of this is there an institu- 


_ tion of this kind, nor isit very probable that there will he any estab- 


lished in that section of our country for many years to come. Some 
years ago South Carolina and Georgia made provision for the edu- 
cation of a few of their deaf and dumb in the American Asylum 
at Hartford. This assistance amounted in the former State to three 
thousand and seventy-two, and in the latter to seven thousand 
nine hundred and ninety-two dollars. Recently, however, on ac- 
count of the great distance to that institution, and the many diffi- 
culties experienced in sending children there, these appropriations 
have been discontinued. In Alabama and Mississippi, sofaras we 
have been able to learn, no efforts whatever have been made to 
rescue these unfortunates from their dark and helpless condition, 
and restore them to independence and usefulness in society. Hence 


| itis thought, if the proper means were used to excite an interest in 
, behalf of the deaf and dumb in those States, and their claims upon 
; the attention of the Legislatures, some of them might be induced 


to make provision for the education of a number in this Institution. 
If the co-operation of any of them could be secured, it would not 
only-be extending the benefits of the Asylum, but the burden of its 
support would be lightened. But after all, should the Legislatures 
of those States refuse or neglect to enter into any arrangements of 
this sort, still we may expect, that those parents who are able to 
pay for the schooling of their children, would seek admission for 
them here in preference to sending them to the North, as has been 
the custom heretofore. 

When, at the organization of the Institution, the building was 
rented, which we at present occupy, it was thought it could be re- 
tained for this purpose as long as 1t might be needed. No definite 
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arrangement, however, was made with tbe proprietor to hire it long- 
er than to the close of the present year; and it so happens that he 
wishes to occupy it himself, and accordingly he has given us notice 
to vacate it at that time. Measures, therefore, will have to be 
taken soon to procure another house. Considerable expense will be 
incurred, and a great deal of inconvenience experienced in making 
the change; and it will doubtless be very difficult to find another in 
this vicinity so well suited to the wants of the Institution as this is, 
and capable of affording accommodations for all connected with the 
establishment. "These things arelike to prove serious hinderances 
to the success of the enterprize. To avoid, therefore, in future the 
frequent recurrence of such obstacles, 1 would respectfully suggest 
to you the propriety of urging upon the attention of the Legislature 
the pressing necessity of making at its next session an appropriation 
sufficient to enable you to erect buildings, such as are needed in ac- 
complishing the high trust committed to your hands. 

In a building designed for this purpose, itis all important to have 
two distinct sets of apartments, one for the males and the other for 
the females, in which they can be kept apart, except when they are 


at meals or in the school rooms. No less essentialis it to have in it | 


rooms for the accommodation of the Principal and his family, for 
he must dwell in the Institution, not only to teach, but to regulate 
and govern its whole internal machinery, and to see that attention is 
paid to the wants of allits inmates. Without sucha person con- 
stantly in the midst of the pupils, who is able to converse with them 
freely by signs, to solve their difficulties, to restrain their wayward- 
ness, to remove their discouragements, to regulate their habits, and 
maintain propriety of conduct among them at all times and at all 
places, “confusion run-mad" would soon be the result. Uneduca- 
ted mutes, although they be nearly grown up, are generally in tbeir 
thoughts and feeling much like little children of a few years of age; 
and need almost as much attention and as much restraint. 

It is also considered indispensible to have separate school-rooms 
for each class, and a large room, in which to assemble the pupils 
mornings and evenings for prayers, and on the Sabbath for worship. 
Onthe formerarrangement success in instruction in a great measure 
depends, and without the latter accommodation the duty of social 
worship with any considerable number of pupils would have to be 
omitted altogether. In addition to these there ought to be separate 
lodging-rooms, sitting-rooms and study-rooms for the males and fe- 
males; a dining-room, kitchen, wash-room, store-room, and other 
rooms for culinary purposes; and apartments for the instructors, 
rooms for visiters, anda large room for a common parlour. It is | 
true the size, and, in some measure, the number of rooms ought to 
be made duly proportionate to the probable number of inmates: 
but in the above enumeration not one has been mentioned, which 
is not deemed indispensible, by those best acquainted with such 
things, to the complete organization and successof an institution of 
this kind. 

To recur again to the policy of renting; it might be asked, where 
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among all the houses erected for other purposes, can one be found 
that will answer this design, and afford even a small proportion of 
the accommodations whichare necessary? The answer of every 
one who has the least acquaintance with the subject, must be, that 
there is none such to behad. Of all those which could be rented, 
the rooms of one are so constructed, perhaps, that in general the 
males and females unavoidably would be thrown promiscuously to- 
gether, and who then could be made responsible for the improper 
conduct that might ensue? And what parent would place a child 
inan institution where such an arrangement existed? —another prob- 
ably is destitute of school-rooms, a third without lodging-rooms for 
the pupils, and a fourth so inconvenient as to be entirely useless. 
If, therefore, this policy be pursued, one or two measures will have 
to be resorted to. It will be necessary, either to rent two buildings, 
one for the boarding-house and the other for the school-house; or 
renting one, build such additions as maybe needed. Neither of 
these plans can be recommended for adoption as a permanent ar- 
rangement; and the great expense and inconvenience attending all 
partial and temporary provisions of this description, seem strong- 
y to suggest the propriety of taking measures as soon as possible 
for procuring means to enable you to put up such a structure as will 
in every respect be adapted to the necessities of an institution of 
thus sort. 

A rough draft of a plan for a building, such as is considered the 
best for the purposes of an Asylum, is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted, accompanied with specifications respecting the number, 
size and uses of the rooms, with other particulars, which may be of 
some assistance, should you think best totake up the consideration 
of this subject. 

It may not be inappropriate in a report of this kind to present a 
brief sketch of the origin of the art of instructing the deaf and dumb, 
and of those institutions which have been established for their ben- 
efit in the United States. Such a sketch will doubtless be interest- 
ing to those friends of the deaf and dumb and the Asylum, who 
have not access to fuller information on this subject. ‘Therefore I 
would beg leave to insert in this connection afew statements and 
facts on these topics. 

As far back into antiquity as the light of history will admit us to 
go, we find notices of the existence of the deafand dumb, but we 
see no account of any efforts having been made until recently to 
ameliorate their condition. In the boasted period of Rome’s great- 
est civilization and liberty, laws were enacted, not for their benefit, 
but to deprive them of their civil rights and doom them to the same 
condition asidiots. According to the Justinian Code both were for- 


. bidden to bay, sell or hola property, or to enter into any social re- 
lation. In the middle of the twelfth century a more liberal policy 


began to be pursued by some governments towatds them. Pope 
Innocent DL was the first to pass a law in their favor. About the 
period above mentioned, he put forth a decretal, which granted to 
them the rights of property, and allowed them the privilege of mar- 
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rying. We have no account, however, of any attempts having 
been made to instruct them, and make them worthy of the privi- 
leges of civilized society, until long after this. The first efforts of 
this kind were subsequent to the dark ages, and were connected 
with the general revival of letters and the reformation of religion. 
Although efforts had probably been made at an earlier date to in- 
struct individual deaf-mutes, yet the first recorded instance of suc- 
cess, was the instruction, about the middle of the fifteenth century, 
of two brothers and a sister, by Pedro de Ponce, a Spanish monk 
of Castile. Not long subsequentto this Paul Bonet, also a Span- 
iard, was engaged in the same worthy enterprise; but with what 
success we have not the means of knowing. The inventions of 
both these persons seem to have been of little benefit to the deaf and 
dumb in general. They established no schools, but confined their 
labors to a few—the latter, itis probable, never had but one pupil— 
and when they died their system fell into disuse and was forgotten, 
and for nearly two hundred years from that time nothing worth 
naming was done in this department of education. 

It was reserved for those in the eighteenth ceatury fully to de- 
monstrate the practicability of this undertaking. During the fore- 
part of that century individuals in almost all the principal coun- 
tries of Europe were incited to give their attention to the subject. 
Pereira, a native of the Spanish Estamaduri, Ernaud, Rosset, 
Vanin and Deschamps gave attention to itin France. John Con- 
rad Amman, a physician of Holland, wrote extensively on the 
subject. Holder and Wallis attempted it in England and Braid- 
wood in Scotland. Each of these had, it is likely, his own theory, 
and pursued his own method; and no doubt the actual results real- 
ized, and the good accomplished was in no two cases the same.. 

Pereira, who probably had become acquainted with the method 
of teaching practiced by Bonet, before he left his native country, 
was the first who practiced the art with any considerable degree 
of success in France. And that his success was remarkable in 
several instances, is evident from the testimony of several learned 
men of that day, who witnessed the examination of his pupils 
But he, like many others, influenced by a love of gain, kept the 
method which he practiced and the means which he used a profound 
secret from the world; and when he died, which happened in 1780, 
he buried it with him. 

Father Vanin, of the Monastery of St. Charles, also attempted 
to teach a few deaf-mutes; but his ambition extended no farther 
than to communicate to his pupilsa few of the most simple ideas 
on religious subjects. To accomplish this the principal means 
which he used were pictures. . 

After Vanin's death Del’ Epee, than whom no one has done 
more for the Deaf and Dumb, formed the determination of devoting 
his life to the redemption of these unfortunates from ignorance and 
misery. He derived very little assistance from his predecessors. 
Depending upon his invention, he formed an entirely new method 
of teaching. Perceiving that the mother tongue of mutes was the 
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natural language of signs, the language in which they conversed, 
and in whieh they clothed all their ideas,he adopted it, and by 
enlarging it, and modifying it, and systematising it, he made ita 
complete medium of communication between himself and his pu- 

ils, and the means of imparting to them a knowledge of written 
laane and developing their minds. He did not neglect to give 
instruction in articulation, but this never formed a prominent fea- 
ture in his system. Unlike all those who had gone before him, he 
gave instruction gratuitously, and freely communicated to others 
the knowledge of the art which he himself possessed, and beit 
remembered, he was the first to found a school for the Deaf and 
Dumb. This took place at Paris in the year of 1760. It was sus- 
tained almost entirely at his own expense, until in 1791, it was 
taken under the patronage of government. In this institution the 
method of instructing deaf-mutes in a knowledge of language by 
means of natural signs and writing, was fully developed and car- 
ried to the greatest degree of perfection by a succession of the 
ablest teachers. Del’ Epee commenced it, and others made im- 
provements, until its efficiency, feasibility and vast utility over all 
other systems has been fully demonstrated. 

Not long after De l’ Epee began his labors in France, Samuel 
Heinicke, a native of a small village near Hamburg, engaged in 
the same enterprise in Germany. But the method of teaching 
which he pursued was very different from De D Epee's.  Conceiv- 
ing the absurd notion, that thinking could only be carried on 
through the medium of articulate language, he rejected natural 
signs as entirely useless, and sought in the first place to teach his 
pupils to articulate and read upon the lips, and then through these 
as a means he endeavored to impart to them a knowledge of what- 
ever else he chose. He established a school at Leipzig, from 
which have proceeded, directly or indirectly, nearly all the other 
schools for the Deaf and Dumb in Germany; in which his system, 
though much modified and improved, is still essentially practiced. 
His fallacious idea of the inseparable connection of ideas with ar- 
ticulate words, all without exception reject. In allthose schools, 
for a few years past, an increasing importance is attached to the 
use of signs, and especially in the earlier stages of the course of 
instruction. 

At the death of De l’ Epee, which happened in 1789, the Abbe 
Sicard was called to take his place at te head of the Institute of 
Paris. He was a man of no ordinary talents. Systematical and 
logical in his habits of thought, and imbued with a zeal, approach- 
ing almost to enthusiasm, he proceeded to give to his method of in- 
struction a philosophical arrangement and regularity which it had 
wanted in the hands of others. He wrote extensively upon the 
subject, and his works have been widely circulated, and followed 
by many teachers as guides in this department of labor up to the 
present day. 

It was during the presidency of this able and celebrated teacher, 
that the Rev. Mr. Gallaudet, sent out by the citizens of Hartford, 
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went to Paris for the purpose of acquiring a knowledge of this art, 
He was received with the greatest kindness by Sicard, and every fa~ 
cility that could ‘have been desired for accomplishing his design, 
was freely afforded him;sothat he was enabled to return to this coun- 
try fully prepared for entering upon his labors much sooner than 
his friends expected him, having secured the services, and being 
eee by Laurent Clerc, one of Sicard’s most distinguished 
pupils. ie 

These two gentlemen, on the 15th of April, 1817, opened a 
school at Hartford, with seven pupils. The limits of this paper 
will not permit us to enter into a detailed account of the rise and 
progress of “this institution. It has increased in numbers and risen 
in importance until it ranks among the first institutions of this kind 
inthe world. Its remarkable success soon drew the attention of the 
public to the subject in other sections of the country; which even- 
tually has led to the establishment of many other Asylums for this 
unfortunate class of our fellow beings. Therefore the American 
Asylum has been appropriately styled the Parent of American 
Deaf and Dumb institutions. 

From the first, legislative assistance has been extended to this 
school with a liberality worthy of all praise. In 1816, even be- 
fore it was commenced, Connecticut made a grant of $5,000 to its 
funds. In 1819 Massachusetts, and in 1822 New Hampshire, and 
in 1825 Vermont and Maine, and recently Rhode Island made ap- 
propriations to its support. Up to 1844 Massachusetts had appro- 
priated for this purpose $105,315, Connecticut $30,647, Vermont 
$36,587, New Hampshire $19,475, Maine $29,787, South Carolina 
$3,072, Georgia $7,992, and the United States Government, be- 
sides a township of land, $1,222. The receipts for the last year 
amounted to $47,760. 

. On the same day thatthe American Asylum went into operation, 
the New York Institution for the Education of the Deaf and Dumb 
was incorporated by the Legislature of that State. Nothing, how- 
ever, was granted besides a charter. The enterprize had its origin- 
in the benevolent efforts of a few individuals of the city of New 
York, among the most prominent of whom were Dr. Akerly and 
Dr. Mitchell. At first it was kept only as a day-school, and was 
designed principally for the Deaf and Dumb in the city of New 
York. The corporation gave $500 for the support of the school, 
granted the use of the Alms House for its accommodation and 
made provision for a few indigent pupils. But soon after the 
school was commenced numerous applications for admission began 
to be made by persons living in the country. ‘These had to be re- 
fused for a want of funds. In the spring of 1819 a call for aid 
was made upon the Legislature of the State, which was promptly 
answered by a grant of $10,000 from the Treasury, and the mak- 
ing of a liberal provision for the support of indigent pupils. This 
provision has been increased from time to time until now the annu- 
al appropriations to the Institution amount to $20,000, The school 


at present is kept in buildings erected at a cost of $55,200 for that 
purpose on a pleasant location in the vicinity of the city. 

The Philadelphia Institution was founded in 1821, and is sus- 
tained by State appropriations. For the support of indignent pu-- 

ils, the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania gives annually $11,000, . 
the State of New Jersey $9,000, Delaware $1,000 and Maryland - 
$3,500. : 

The Kentucky Asylum was founded in 1822. It was endowed 
with a township of land by the General Government. The pro-. 
ceeds of this, however, has not been sufficient to sustain it. The- 
deficiency is supplied by annual grants from the State Treasury. 

In 1826 the Ohio Asylum for the Deaf and Dumb received a 
charter from the Legislature of that State. It was not opened, 
however, for pupils until the fall of 1829. From .the beginning 
it has been entirely upheld at the expense of the State. At first 
the number of State beneficiaries was limited to sixty, an -equal 
proportion to be sent from each judicial circuit, but now the doors 
are thrown wide open to all who wish to enter—none are denied 
admission forthe wantof means, And it may be justly observed, 
that for economy and the amount of good accomplished in propor- 
tion to the means afforded, this Institution is probably unequalled, 
and certainly unsurpassed by any similar one in our country. 

More recently institutions for the Deaf and Dumb have been 
founded in Virginia, Indiana, Illinois and North Carolina. These 
are all State Asylums. Ineach of the States of Virginia and North 
Carolina the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind are designed to be: 
taught in the same establishment, a course of policy which is de- 
cidedly condemned by allthose who are acquainted with the subject. 
Such a union is a most unnatural connection. There ean be no 
communion between the two classes of persons.. The Deaf can- 
not hear what the Blind say, nor the Blind see the signs which 
the Deaf and Dumb make. It would be much more reasonable to 
place either of these classes in schools for speaking and seeing per- 
sons. This union of schools, which was commenced in Europe, 
both principal and teachers, now, after seeing the practical working 
of the plan, with one voice unite in condemning as injurious, un- 
wise and impolitic. 

The act creating the Virginia. Institution, passed in March, 1888, | 
appropriates $20,000 from the revenue of the Literary Fund, forthe: 
purpose of procuring a suitable site, and for erecting thereon the. 
necessary buildings; and the further sum of $10,000 annually, to: 
be applied to the support of said Institution. The buildings were: 
commenced, but additional funds were found to be necessary to 
complete them. This, we have been informed, to the amount of 
$30,000 was granted at the last session of the Legislature. In 
North Carolina an appropriation of $5,000 was made by the Leg- 
islature for the purpose of defraying the expenses of opening the 
school, which, we learn, was effected last May. What other pro- 
visions: have been made, or are designed to be made, we have not 
the means of knowing. 
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The Indiana Asylum has been in existenceabout two years. Its 
ordinary expenses are paid out of a fund derived from the assess- 
ment of a tax of jive milis on every hundred dollars of taxable 
property in the State. Also in Illinois, four or five years ago, a 
general tax was levied for the purpose of establishing an institution 
of this kindinthat State. The proceeds of this tax up to this time 
have been expended in the erection of the necessary buildings. 
These are now nearly completed and all the other necessary ar- 
rangements nearly made; so that the friends of the Institution hope 
to be able to open it forthe reception of pupils the first of next Oc- 
tober. 

When we thus take a survey of what has been done in this de- 
partment of benevolence by other States, we have every reason to 
encourage us in the belief that Tennessee, though later than some 
others in making a commencement, will not long be behind any of 
them in a work which recommends itself so strongly to the warm- 
est sympathies of our nature and the best feelings of the heart. 

A subject of some importance, and one that doubtless will claim 
your attention, is the age at which pupils should be admitted into 
the Institution, and the number of years which the course of in- 
struction should occupy. In some States these things are fixed by 
law, and in others they are left to the officers of the Institution to 
determine. The latter, it is believed, is much the best policy. 
No general rule can be made which will cover all cases. In each 
instance the determination should be made in view of all the cir- 
cumstances having a bearing upon it. The Trustees alone are sup- 
posed to be familiar with these, and hence can best decide wheth- 
er an applicant is too young or too old to be materially benefited 
by instruction; or whether it would be of essential advantage to 
any one to remain in the Institution one, two or five years. 

A table, showing the general practice in these respects in the In- 
stitutions in this country, is here added.

In European Institutions pupils are generally admitted much 
younger and remain under instruction much longer than is custo- 
mary in this country. Frequently they are received at five years 
of age, and sometimes remain under instruction thirteen years- 
The most common practice, however, is to admit them at seven; 
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and retain them in school until they are fifteen or sixteen years 


old.

TERMS OF ADMISSION. 


L The regular time for the admission of pupils is at the close 
of the vacation, which extends from the first Monday in Septem- 
ber to the first Monday in November. "The Institution will not hold 
itself bound to receive any later than the first of December, but may 
do so in extraordinary cases. 

IL Applicants for admission should be between the ages of ten 
and twenty-five years, free from immoralities of conduct, and from 
any contagious or offensive disease. 

III. Applications for admission from a distance should he made 
to the Rev. D. R. McAnnally, Secretary of the Board of Trustees, 
or to Thomas Mac Intire, Principal of the Institution. 

IV. Every application for the admission of an indigent pupil 
should be accompanied with testimonials of the Clerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court, or of three responsible men, respecting the suitableness 
of the applicant to be received and educated according to the de- 
sign of the Legislature. l 

V. The Institution will provide for each pupil, instruction, 
board, lodging and washing, the continual superintendence of 
health, conduct, manners and morals; fuel, candles, books and 
stationery, at an annual charge of one hundred and twenty-five 
dollars. Payment is required semi-annually in advance. 

VI. Every applicant should be furnished with suitable clothing 
sufficient to last one year, and every article that may need washing 
marked with the full name of the owner. The Institution will not 
in general provide clothing for the pupils, but may do so toa limited 
extent in extreme cases of destitution. 

VII. Every pupil sent to the Institution, unless accompanied by 
somy one who can give the necessary information, should bring a 
written statement of his name; the place of residence; the year, 
month, and day of his birth; whether his deafnessis congenital or 
accidental; and if the latter, what caused it; also the namie and di- 
rection of the person to whom letters respecting him may be sent.

OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT AND PHYSICIAN OF THE LUNATIC 
ASYLUM. 


To the General Assembly of the Siate of Tennessee: 

Although the. act entitled, “An act to change and render more 
efficient the management of the Lunatic Asylum,” passed on the 
26th January, 1844, does not enjoin upon the Physician and Super- 
intendent to communicate to the General Assembly, a deep sense 
of responsibility upon those who are accountable for a proper ad- 
ministration of its affairs, is imposed by an institution under the 
immediate guardianship of the Legislature which has attracted so 
large a portion of their sympathy and interest, as well as those of 
the benevolent and intelligent part of the citizens of the State in 
general. 

The object of the superintendentin making this report is, espe- 
cially, to set forth ina tabular form the statistics of the institution 
since it has been under its present direction; to invite attention to 
the condition of the building and to the necessity of its enlarge- 
ment; to give information relative to the past and present condition 
of the inmates of the Asylum, to their treatment and unsupplied 
wants, and to bring to notice what is considered indispensable for 
their comfort and means of recovery.

We have at this time forty-nine patients—thirty paupers—nine- 
teen boarders; thirty-two men, seventeen women. We have dis- 
charged, perfectly restored, thirteen, ‘There have been taken away 
by friends, much improved, five—died, seven. Out of the num- 
ber remaining there 1s a prospect of the restoration of seven—the 
others, in number forty-two, being cases of from four to twenty 
years standing, we consider incurable. 
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The building contains op Sach wing twenty-five rooms; twenty- 
three rooms on each wing are used for sleeping rooms for the pa- 
tients—two rooms are occupied by the attendants and two rooms 
are used as sitting rooms for the patients. The main building con- 
tains nine rooms, which are occupied by the family of the super- 
intendent, by patients that are restored, previous toleaving the asy- 
lum, for dining room for the male patients, and for store and lumber 
room, and for pliysician's office. Sixteen additional rooms are re- 
quired on each wing, eight above and eight below, thelower rooms 
to be warmed by flues for the sick and violent maniacs. It is deem- 
ed the only manner by which they can be rendered comfortable, 


danger from fire to them and the building avoided, and attendance - 


upon them diminished;—these rooms are indispensable, in order 
that the patients may be classed. Classification is necessary, so 
that the sick, convalescent, inoffensive and quiet, may be separated 
from the incurable, noisy, disorderly, fiithy and ill-disposed. Its 
importance will be seen in the following extract: we quote from the 
Annual Report of the Massachusetts General Hospital, for the year 
1839. 

“The construction of the asylum is suchas admits of a more en- 
tire and favorable classification of patients than any other institu- 
tion of which I have seen the plan or the interior. We can so dis- 
tribute our inmates as to make more than a dozen distinct and sep- 
arate families of each sex, as wholly divided and removed Dom 
each other as can be obtained. These families or classes have 
their proper sitting rooms, sleeping and dining apartments, &c., and 
meet only as far as is approved, at prayers, certain kind of employ- 

ments, sometimes at re-unions and amusements, when it is deemed 
expedient. In each successive grade the indulgences and privileges 
asregards society, furniture, books, care of clothing, and in fact 
every thing evincing confidence in their improvementand character 
are correspondingly augmented, so as to render a successful endeav- 
or to act rationally and properly sure to be rewarded in a way 
which is felt and acknowledged. The importance of classification 
cannot be overrated; itis the successful use of the means put into our 
hands in the extensive architectural arrangements bere provided, 
that has enabled us to dispense almost entirely with restraining 
measures, or even rigid confinement, as evinced in the fact that our 
lodge, or strong rooms are not called into use more than three or 
our times during the year; that not one per cent. of our whole num- 
ber is, on an average, under any restraint, even that of confining 
the hands with the mittens, and that we have rarely a patient who 
does not sit at table with the others and eat with knife and fork. 
There are it is true, certain cases where the mind is so chaotic and 


frenzied, that the individual is reckless and unconscious of what he. 


does; here the provision of a suitable lodge room with stone floor, 
warmed by steam or hot air below, without glags or moveable furni- 
ture, is the best and safest appliance which can be adopted for a 
few days, until medicine and soothing treatment can place the sub 
ferer in a condition to be operated upon by moral means.” 
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From the report of the Physician of the Western Lunatic Asylum of 
Virginia, for the year 1841, 


sWe have long been aware that this was a fundamental principle 
in the successful management of Insane Institutions, being indis- 
pensable both to the comfort aud cure of the inmates, and earnestly 
desired to mtroduce it more thoroughly into this asylum than it was 
found hitherto practicable to effect. The want of adaptation to 
such purposes, in the arrangement of the building, and the smal! 
number of white attendants who were employed for many years, 
were obstacles which had to be overcome before our wishes could 
be accomplished. During the past year, however, these difficulties 
have been fortunately removed, a complete classification of our 
patients has consequently been made, and the result has been most 
strikingly conspicuous in the improved condition and cheerful aspect 
which it has imparted throughout the establishment. From the pe- 
culiar character of this asylum, differing as it does from many simi- 
ilar institutions in this country, in that it is the receptacle of illiter- 
ate paupers who are supported from the treasury of the Common- 
wealth, as well as those who are wealthy, educated, and refined, 
the basis of our classification is necessarily made to depend, not 
only upon the menial state of the patient, but in part, also, upon his 
pecuniary circumstances. We, of course, separate the noisy and 
violent from the quiet and peaceable, the filthy from the genteel, 
&c., and as a general rule, we separate those who defraytheir own 
expenses from the paupers. ‘To this practicethere are many excep- 
tions; as for instance, when an individual has been genteely raised, 
well educated, and accustomed to good society, notwithstanding his 
pecuniary circumstances may be so restricted as that he is main- 
tained here at the State’s expense, still, if his mental condition is 
such that he retains a partiality for his formerassociationsand mode 
of living, we place him with the first class. And upon the other 
hand, iffone, however wealthy, becomes so afflicted asnot to appre- 
ciate the society in which he is placed, and so conducts himself as 
to detract from the conduct of those with whom heis permitted to 
associate, we of course remove him to a circle better adapted to his 
present disposition and habits. “By no means the least advantage 
which has been experienced from this system of classification re- 
sults from a principle invariably implanted in human nature, lead- 
ing us to be ambitious of promotion and to value the good opinion 
of our fellow men. In many instances patients are thus induced to 
efforts of self&control and self-respect for the purpose of retaining 
their place or ascending still higher in the scale of distinction.” 

There are rooms for 21 male patients and no more, to sleep sepa- 
raiately there being 82; several from necessity are placed in one 
room. This is extremely inconvenient, and requires the utmost at- 
tention and vigilance on the part of the attendants, whose number 
being insufficient, frequently find themselves overcome by fatigue 
and ill qualified fora faithful discharge of duty. 

An additional number of attendants is all important; there is too 
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much labor imposed upon those employed; our number is, for the 
female department, two, including the matron, and two in the male 
department. The superintendent of the Massachusetts General 
Hospital reports “the general number of attendants is about one to 
every fouror five patients, independent of particular cases, when 
from a suicidal propensity or other adequate cause, the whole services 
of an attendant are devoted to a single person." 

The cells, which are intended for furious maniacs should be dis- 
peused with, asthey are imperfectly ventilated, damp aud gloomy, 
and with no degree of care and attention can they be prevented 
from becoming impure. Rooms above ground are infimtely pref- 
erable from which the patients during temporary lucid intervals, 
could view and contemplate nature, which would, in a great degree, 
tend to soothe and tranquilize him and allay his propensity to vio- 
lence. : 

As shown by the census of 1840 there are 699 lunatics in the 
State of Tennessee. It is not doubted that if the law restricting 
two pauper patients from each senatorial district were repealed, 
very many more subjects would be presented than could be accom- 
modated; those patients who pay for their accommodations would 
necessarily be excluded. During the last two months numerous 
applications have been made for the admission of male patients 
from this and other States. We were compelled to reject them— 
there being in that department more than are accommodated as we 
would desire. 

Experience has satisfactorily shown that the patients are always 
more tractable and contented when occupied at labor or somte useful 
employment. The importance, therefore, of the purchase of sixty 
acres of land adjoining the Asylum, is most respectfully suggested, 
as wellas about eleven acres in front of the buildings, which would 
give us private access tothe turnpike, and exclude neighbors who 
might prove obnoxious and troublesome. The physical and men- 
tal health ofthe patients would be materially benefitted by occasion- 
al light labor in cultivating, under the direction of an attendant, a 
small farm and garden, upon which they would raise all the vegeta- 
bles required for summer and winter use, as well as hogs and poult- 
ry. The ground being properly divided into lots, we would be en- 
abled to pasture the cows in summer, and to gather provender for 
them for the winter. The result, we do not entertain a doubt, would 
be a considerable diminution in the expenses of the establishment. 
In confirmation of our views, we quote a passage from the report of 
the Physician and Superintendent of the Eastern Asylum of Vir- 
ginia, for 1843: “Writers may differ in opinion, as to many points 
of the treatment, and so also in a measure, may those even who 
have direct management of the insane; bntif there be any one point 
in which there is no difference of opinion, in which all may be con- 
sidered to agree fully and entirely, it is with respect to the immense 
value of laborand employment. Whatever may be the character 
of the institution, for whatever class of persons intended, still great 
value is placed on this mode of revulsion. It is by almost every 
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one who has had any experience with the insane, placed above all 
other means, both in their management and in their recovery. We 
quote in exemplification, passages from the reports of three asylums, 
possessing each, the highest repute. Dr. Bell, superintendent of 
the McLean Asylum, observes, “there is one appliance of moral 
treatment which hasbeen proved immeasurably superior to allothers, 
as regards a large class of patients—it is systematic regular em- 
ploymentand useful labor.” Dr. Woodward, of the Massachusetts 
State Hospital, says, ‘‘no class of our patients are so contented and 
happy as the laborers, no other convalescent recovers so rapidly or 
favorably.” Dr. Awl, of the Ohio Asylum, observes, “above all 
and every thing else in the world, for the mental welfare and im- 
provement of both mind and body, is regular and profitable labor." 

Employment has a strong tendency to withdraw the minds of the 
insane from their delusions; it tends to improve their general health; 
the patient is not so apt to be annoyed by ennui, when furnished 
with employment, and he therefore becomes less irritable and more 
contented with bis situation. When, also a patientis kept employ- 
ed, he is, as the saying goes, “kept out of mischief;” he has no op- 
portunity, of giving way to his delusive thoughts and morbid feel- 
ings and the consequent actions. Their frequent tendency to wake- 
fulness is much counteracted by labor, and instead of passing the 
night in raving and incoherence, sleep descends upon them as softly 
as upon earth’s most favored children, and they pass the night in 
refreshing slumbers. Most of our patients have been accustomed 
tomanual labor before their insanity came on, and itis usually, 
therefore, easy to engage them in some employment, having that 
character, they are more disposed to enter into this, than any other 
mode of occupation. 


Joxiract from the report of the Physician of the Western Lunatic Asy- 
lum of Virginia, for 1841: 


“No class of patients seem so happy and contented and no con- 
valescent certainly improves so rapidly as those who are occupied 
at labor or insome useful employment. And itis gratifying to be 
permitted to state, that during the past year, comparatively few of 
those in the Institutien, and particularly such as have been support- 
ed at State expense, were wholly unemployed. We endeavor to 
give a useful direction to the energies of those who manifest a dis- 
position to engage in occupation, and hence itis our custom to indi- 
cate their employment. But whenever it happens that the individ- 
ual is opposed to our selection, if we fail to present motives suffi- 
cient to remove his opposition, we yield on condition that he will 
not be idle; the great object being to promote his physical health by 
exercise in the open air, and to direct his thoughts from the topics 
- of hallucination by engaging his attention in what may be found for 
his hands to do.” 

The Superintendent and Physician of the Massachvsetts Gener- 
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al Hospital observes—‘‘Notwithstanding the immehse value of all 
these means of interest and amusement, there is one appliance of 
moral treatment which has been proved immeasurably superior to 
all others as regards a large class of male patients. It is systematic, 
regular employment in useful bodily labor. Thereis probably no 
Institution 1n the world where its value has been more fully tested 
than in this. Five years since, à large carpenters shop was fitted 
up and furhished with tools, and a suitable carpenter, who was also 
experienced in attending upon the insane, was provided, and the 
novel attempt was made to entrust allthe sharp and dangerous 
instruments for working in wood, in the hands of insane patients. 
From that day to this, some hundreds of male patients have been 
employed in this way, and not the slightest accident has ever oc- 
curred. "The branch of employment pursued has been the manu- 
facturing of boxes for soap, ink, candles, hats, &c., as requiring just 
about enough skill and dexterity to stimulate patience and ingeauity, 
and yet not requiring such nice workmanship as to discourage the 
inexperienced. Two years and a half since, the cells originally 
provided for the security of frantic subjects were removed, and the 
space left, fifty feet by twenty-five, fitted up for a carpenter’s shop, 
for our own experience has satisfied us that this was henceforth to 
form an indispensable adjunct in our moral means.” “The facili- 
ties of keébing every moment occupied, are various. A farm,a 
highly cultivated garden, a nursery of fruit and ornamental trees, a 
carpenter's shop, the sawing and splitting and piling of wood, a 
bowling alley, a billiard table for each sect, chess, cards, and 
draughts, newspapers, drawing and surveying instruments, a well 
adapted library, horsesand carriages, musical instruments and other 
modes of labor and amusement which particular taste may dic- 
tate.” 

Other institutions having become convinced that much benefit is 
derived from labor, recreation, and amusements to their patients, it 
is respectfully suggested that means may be provided to enable us 
to extend to ours similar indulgences. We do not aspire to the ex- 
tent of their indulgences—a single carriage and horses will satisfy 
us; and every other expenditure for the benefit of the patients will 
be made with an eye to the most strict economy. 

Many erroneous opinions are entertained respecting the tnanage- 
ment of asylums for the lunatic. An impression prevails to some 
extent, that the patients are badly treated, insufficiently supplied 
with nutritious food and suitable clothing, and that they undergo 
too rigid confinement. In order that those persons living at a dis- 
tance who have friends at this asylum, or who may hereafter com- 
mit them to us, may be acquainted with the manner in which such 
unfortunate persons are dealt with, they are hereby informed of 
our course of T&EATMENT on admission and subsequently. We 
have adopted our course from the Massachusetts General Hospital 
and the State Lunatic Asylum at Albany, New York. “On the ar- 
rival of a patient he is introduced to the Superintendent and other 
officers who may be present, by whom he is kindly addressed and 
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welcomed. Our first care then, is to have the accompanying 
friends communicate to the individual in our presence, if it has not 
been previously done, as it should be, where he is; that he is brought 
here asa deranged person; that his stay will depend on the judg- 
ment of the physician as to his recovery, and be made to under- 
stand that the extent of his privileges will necessarily be depen- 
dent upon his ability to comply with the rules and to control him- 
self,and that the more he obtains the confidence of those under 
whose care he is,the less will be the necessity of any restrictive 
measures, and the wider will be his power of directing his own 
movements. However well he may appear, or however incoherent, 
this communication is substantially made to him, and no false rep- 
resentations are permitted from this time henceforward in our inter- 
course with him. If he is bound, his straight waistcoat or other 
restraining apparatus is removed, and heis made sensible that if he 
conducts himself so as to avoid the necessity of any restraint, he 
will be treated accordingly. His person andclothing are put in 
entire order, and even unnsual pains in this particular are often 
abundantly repaid by the self respect and self control which he 
exerts when he finds that he is treated with respect and attention. 
The manner of address to him is always such as shows him that 
we consider him capable of conducting like a gentleman and shall 
be surprised if he does not.” “All dangerous weapons, such as 
knives, razors or scissors are taken from the patient; also, tobacco, 
snuff and money. Tobacco and snuff are usually injurious to pa- 
tients, as they are often disposed to use them in excessive quantities 
when they havea large supply. We therefore deem it necessary 
either to withhold it entirely or to supply them from time to time in 
such limited quantities as we think will not injure them. The use 
of snuff we very rarely permit, neither do we allow any smoking; 
toa few long accustomed to chewing tobacco, and especially to some 
who dabor, we allow a little. Money can rarely be of use to pa- 
tients when here, and we do not feel at liberty to permit them to 
spend it as they choose; and if left with them they often lose it or it 
is taken from them by other patients. If, therefore, they are found 
to have money in their possession we take it from them, seal it up 
and keep it till they leave us, and whenever they wish to purchase 
any thing that we deem proper for them to have, we supply them 
with money and charge them with it. We therefore prefer that 
they should not bring money with them. Withina day or two after 
the admission of a patient, and often the same day, he has a warm 
bath and has his hair properly cut, if he needs it, and his apparel 
ut in good order. Patients are not to shave themselves. We 
ave in each hall for the men, a barber shop fitted up with many 
conveniences, where each man is shaved at least twice a week. 
The bodily health of the patient is early attended to; not unfre- 
quently a laxative is immediately required, but we wait a few days 
until we satisfy ourselves, by repeated inquiries and examinations 
respecting the proper course of remedial treatment before adopting 
any. Often we find that medical treatment is not necessary, the 
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patient requiring only removal from the exciting causes of his dis- 
ease, and his mind diverted from past contemplations, together 
with regular diet and sleep, to effect his recovery.” — . 

The daily routine may not be uninteresting. Every person em- 
ployed in the institution is expected to rise in summer at half past 
four, and winter at six o’clock, and enter upon their respective du- 
ties. The doors of the patients’ rooms are then opened by the at- 
tendants, (they being invariably locked at bed time and the patients’ 
clothes placed upon a chair in the passage) who ascertain their 
condition and assist such as require it in dressing and preparing for 
breakfast—they then commence making up the beds, cleaning the 
rooms and sweeping the passages. The time for breakfast varies 
according to the season of the year. In winter, it is at half-past 
seven, in the spring and fallat seven, and at half-past six in sum- 
mer. Dinner is at halfpast twelve and supper at six o'clock, the 
entire year. Our tables are furnished with handsome crockery and 
present an appearance in no respect different from those of good 
boarding houses. We provide for the use of the whole household 
the best qualities of fresh meats, fish, bacon, poultry, fruits, butter, 
flour and corn meal, rice, molasses, tea, coffee, vegetables, &c. &c., 
and these are cooked and furnished to our patients as if they were 
boarders and not patients. The quantity of food is never limited, 
except in case of sickness, or occasionally when a patient is dis- 
posed to eat so much as to injure him. We have, also, a large 
supply of milk, which is abundantly furnished. There is one 
kitchen, and the food for all the inmates of the establishment, in- 
cluding the attendants, is prepared at the same time and is of the 
same quality. Itis also supplied alike to the different departments 
of the house. During the meals, the attendants wait upon the pa- 
tients, and take their own meals from the same table afterwards— 
when the attendants are not needed to wait upon the table, they eat 
with the patients. After each meal, the soiled dishes and plates 
are taken to the kitchen to be washed—the knives and forks, (they 
being invariably counted after each meal) eups and saucers are 
cleaned in the dining rooms by the attendants, assisted occasionally 
by some of the patients. Every part of the building is then put in 
good order—those patients, inclined so to do, are permitted to cut 
and carry wood, draw water, to work in the garden, and to render 
whatever valuable assistance they are capable of—frequently more 
volunteer than we deem it prudent to gratify. 'Fhose who are dis- 
posed to be useful, and whose condition does not require exercise, 
pass their time in various ways; in reading, playing ball-and mar- 
bles and cards, in walking and saunteringin the passages and yard, 
and in amusing themselves in such a manner as we are enabled to 
provide for them. Soon after breakfast, the physician visits both 
departments, and every other part of the establishment—through 
the apartments of the women, he is accompanied by the matron— 
the condition of each patientis ascertained, and directions deemed 
necessary for the day given to the attendants. The women em- 
ploy their time in knitting, sewing, walking the passages, and in 
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fine weather in the yard and garden, and in amusing themselves in 
every variety of way within their reach. Those assist, who are 
capable, in keeping their apartments neat and in proper order—a 
good part of the ironing is done by them—none, however, are em- 
ployed in the kitchen or washroom. At nine o’clock they usually 
retire, many of them earlier—at half-past nine allare in bed. On 
Sunday, no diversions are allowed; the patients are dressed in their 
best clothing—they attend religious services when they can be 
procured. The superintendent most earnestly recommends that 
authority be given to the board of trustees to appoint a chaplain, 
whose duty it shall be to hold divine service in the asylum every 
Lord’s day morning throughout the year, with a compensation of 
dollars. His services would be well received, and we be- 
lieve they would be highly useful to the household. Religious ex- 
ercises are considered necessary to the good order of the establish- 
ment, and an essential part of the moral treatment of the insane. 

A good supply of clothing should always be sent with the patient. 
Each man should be provided with, at least two new shirts, a new 
and substantial coat, vest and pantaloons of strong woolen cloth, 
a pair of gloves or mittens, two pair of woolen socks, a black stock 
or cravat, a good hat or cap, a pair of new shoes, together with 
comfortable outside garments. Each woman, in addition to the 
same quantity of under-garments, shoes and stockings, should have a 
flannel petticoat andtwo good dresses, a cloak or other outside gar- 
ment, When a patient is received with an insufficiency of proper 
clothing, he is supplied from our stote-room. Itis very desirable 
that extra and better garments should be sent with those accustom- 
ed to them, so that when they become better, and when they walk 
out, attend religious worship, &c., their self respect may be pre- 
served. This is important and should not be neglected. In all 
cases the patient’s best clothing should be forwarded—it will be 
carefully preserved and used only when deemed useful for the pur- 
poses mentioned. 

A written history of the case should, in every instance, be trans- 
mitted; and, when convenient, it is to be desired that some person, 
well acquainted with the patient, should accompany him or her, 
from whom minute, but often essential, particulars may be learned. 
Among the particulars which we wish to learn respecting the pa- 
tient are the following: name, residence, age, place of birth, occu- 
pation, married or single, how long insane, probable cause of the 
disease, if any previous attacks, if other members of the family 
have been insane, if he is disposed to suicide, disposition to eat and 
sleep, to make noise, to strike, to break things, destroy clothing; 
what diseases he has been subject to, what peculiarities of mind, 
temper or habits previous to his insanity, what remedial treatment 
has been adopted since the attack, present state of health, -&c. 
Every thing likely to throw any light upon the cause of the disease 
or to guide us in ihe care and treatment of the case, should be as- 
certained and communicated tous. If the patient has any favorite 
pursuit or is particularly fond of certain amusements, of music, ‘of 
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reading, attending religious meetings, &c., these should be mention- 
ed. n : ; 

It is very desirable that the act of 1840, chapter 120, section 7, 
be amended so that the county court shall be required to transmit, 
with the patient, a written history ofthe case, giving the above par- 
ticulars, or so many as it may be in their power to arrive at. 

'T'he attention of the General Assembly is particularly directed to 
the act of 1840, chapter 120, section 8, as we conceive that it was 
not intended or expected that insane persons charged with or ac- 
quitted of criminal offences or grievous violations of the law, should 
associate with the harmless, orderly and well disposed. An ap- 
propriation will be required for their support, and additional room 
for their custody. 

Our experience in regard to the treatment of violent maniacs coin- 
cides so entirely with that of the Superintendent of the New York 
State Lunatic Asylum, at Utica, that we have adopted, with some 
modifications, his course of treatment. Our course is, when one 
of this class is brought to us in chains or with his limbs confined by 
strong cords, to have them instantly removed, when he is kindly 
addressed and assured that he is among friends who will use him 
well Heis told the truth in the presenceof those who accompany 
him respecting the Asylum, and the object for which he has been 
brought to it; he is then taken to the apartment he is to occupy and 
permitted to have his liberty, being carefully watched by an attend- 
ant; and if he feel disposed to violence, to strike, to break furniture, 
&c., he is confined; if disposed to tear his bed or bedding, they are 
removed during the day; and if we find that he tears his clothes 
` and that no persuasion or watchfulness can prevent his doing so, 
his hands are enclosed in leathern muffs or mittens, or we apply 
: leathern wristbands so as to confine his hands. 

These are the only methods of restraint adopted with the most 
violent maniacs. We neverin any case use ropes or chains, and 
dispense entirely with straight-jackets. We occasionally have å 
patient who would exhaust himself by jumping, walking, running 
or standing up continually, that we fasten to a chair for a limited 
time; but none of these methods of restraint are long continued 
without giving the patient an opportunity of showing that they may 
be safely dispensed with. We much prefer that the patient should 
occasionally break things ortear his clothing, than to keep him con- 
stantly confined. We therefore give him frequeat opportunities and 
place before him inducements to exercise self control. 

The food for those that are violent aud much excited is carefully 
adapted to their condition, and supplied to them in such a manner 
that no injury will be likely to arise to- themselves or to others. The 
utmost care is taken to ensure the comfort of this class of patients 
by keeping their persons and apartments clean and warm. Their 
beds and clothing require and receive great attention. 

We never allow a patient to be punished; an attendant who was 
known to strike or otherwise abuse a patient, would be instantly 
dismissed; if he receive insult or abusive language, he is required 
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to Keep cool, to forbear to recriminate, to threaten or to dictate in 
language of authority. A blow is neyer io be returned, or any 
other insult; sufficient force to prevent the patient injuring himself 
or others, is always to be applied gently. We sometimes withhold 
some favor or refuse to comply with some of the wishes of the pa- 
tient, intending it to operate as a punishment for some misdemean- 
or, or we promise some gratification if he will control himself in 
certain particulars, such as halloing, striking, injuring his clothing, 
&c. We frequently apply cold water to the head, the patient being 
confined ina chair, without wetting any other part of the body, and 
this we find very useful in cases of greatexcitement. We find the 
warm bath, especially if long continued, with cold water gently 
applied to the head atthe same time, very efficient in quieting the 
excited and in disposing them to sleep. Often those whom we are 
thus obliged to treat become better in a few days and are placed 
with those who are more quiet. Tono objectare our efforts more 
constantly directed, than to diminish the number of this class and 
to dispense with all kinds of restraining apparatus; although we 
firmly believe, after much reflection, and repeated attempts to dis- 
pense with it, that some restraining apparatus, such as has been 
mentioned, is not only essential for their comfort, but in some in- 
Stances, preserve their lives. 

For the most part, those who are brought hereina very excited 
state and require the foregoing treatment, when they recover, feel 
gratified for the attention bestowed upon them whenin this condi- 
tion, and are sensible that they were kindly treated; and not only 
80, but appear to realize that, by the course pursued, theirlives were 
saved. They also lament the trouble they occasioned those who 
had thecare of them. This is uniformly the case with a patient 
who becomes well before leaving the Asylum. 

We make the following extracts from the report of the State Lu- 
natic Asylum at Albany, New York. It is inentire conformity with 
our limited experience, and we most earnestly invite attention to its 
very important and valuable suggestions: 

“There are few serious diseases in which early treatment is more 
essential for recovery than insanity, and few in which it is more 
likely to be successful. It is the neglect of this early treatment that 
fills the alms houses and asylums of the country with the incurable 
insane. We, therefore, earnestly entreat those who have the guard- 
janship of the insane, not to neglect early treatment. Probably 
more than three-fourths of all the patients in the United States are 
incurable, and most of them are so from neglect of early and pro- 
per treatment before they were sent to an asylum. Still, asylums 
are necessary for the incurable as well as the curable; the incurable 
should be placed in good asylums for their comfort and safety. The 
insane require peculiar care; in a well regulated asylum they en- 
joy much; while out of one, exposed to innumerable annoyances. 
that would not affect the sane, they pass much of their time in inde- 
scribable wretchedness. We hope and believe that the time is not far 
distant when all the insane will be placed in asylums especially 
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provided for them. Violent cases of mania are much more fre- 
quently cured than cases that commegce with but trifling symp- 
toms of derangement. The reasonis,thatthe latter class of pa- 
tients are so little troublesome, that they are neglected until the dis- 
ease has continued several years and they hecome incurable. 

«In all cases of doubt, and all cases ofrecent insanity, a judicious 
physician should he consulted respecting the propriety of removing 
the patient. But after a sufficient time has elapsed to render it ev- 
ident that the case is one of insanity unaccompanied with acute 
disease, then notime should be lost in adopting the remedial mea- 
sures to which we have referred. Still, a patient should not be sent 
to an asylum until the relations and friends have fully satisfied them- 
selves that he will there be treated kindly and judiciously; this is 
due both to the patient and to the institution. Bat when they have 
satisfied themselves, they should give the control of the patient in- 
to the hands of those who have assumed the SE of the 
case, and not throw any obstacles in the way of recovery by fre- 
quent visits, or requesting friends and neighbors to visit the asylum 
for the purpose of seeing the patient, unless this course has been 
advised by those to whom he is confided. Most insane personsare 
injured by visits of their relations and acquaintances. Their aver- 
sions, suspicions and troubles are often vividly recalled to their 
minds by such visits, and thus they are rendered much worse or 
else the most painful feelings arise; when their friends leave them 
they become melancholy and sleepless, and in consequence often 
relapse from a state of advanced recovery. In some instances the 
visits of friends are very useful, but the proper time for this kind of 
intercourse is soonest known,tothe physician who has charge of the 
case, and who will gladly avail himself of this as well as every 
other means of benefitting and curing the patient." 

We always write to the guardians or indes of those under our 
care, if they become materially better or worse, and endeavortokeep 
their friends apprised of any essential change in their condition, and 
we cheerfully and immediately answerall letters of inquiry respect- 
ing them. In this way the anxious friends of our patients can al- 
ways ascertain their condition, and their prospect of recovery with- 
out endangering them. In some instances, we deem it useful for 
patients to receive letters from home, and in such cases we apprise 
their friends and advise them to writé,and also the patients to an- 
swer them.” 

The universal experience of institutions for the insane shows that 
the visits of friends almost without exception, do great injury to 
the insane under curative treatment—old and painful associations 
are revived, and new trains of thought and interest which it has 
been labored to excite are in an instant overthown by the inter- 
views of friends, however judiciously managed. Hence while 
accurate information may always be obtained by writing or calling 
at the Asylum, it is considered at the discretion of the Superinten- 
dent to decline visits to any patient when he may judge-proper. 

We have undergone much inconvenience from the want of two 
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suitable pining Rooms. The room used for that purpose in the 
male department is entirely too small, there not being sufficient 
space for the accommodation of more than one half the patients at 
one time. In the female department there is no dining room—the ` 
passage is necessarily used for that purpose. 

Cisterns are needed, the wells not affording a sufficient supply | 
of pure water. We frequently, during the summer, are constrain- - 
ed to haul water from the river, and to catch rain water in casks 
from thé building for washing clothes and for scrubbing the floors. 
With a full supply of water, we could burn coal, which is less ex- 
pensive than wood, which we are now prevented from doing, as the 
rain water from the roof would be rendered unfit for use, on ac- 
count of the settling of the coal dust upon it, which gives a color- 
ing to the water. 

We want a smoke-house, stables, sheds and other necessary ap- 
pendages. Also additional furniture, such as tables, chairs, bed- 
steads, &c., for sitting and sleeping rooms. There are other re- 
quirements that have not been presented, which will be made 
known to the committee whose particular province it is to investi- 
gate the concerns of the establishment.

The table above 1s taken from the report of the physician of the 
Western Lunatic Asylum, to the Legislature of Virginia, in 1842. 
The State of Tennessee has appropriated $27,900 for the purchase 
of ground and for the construction of her Asylum. It is for the 
General Assembly todetermine whether she will continue laggard, 
or imitate the example of other States. 


IMPROVEMENTS MADE SINCE 1844. 

Finished five lower rooms, ceiled, floored and made doors for 
three others; built wash house and bath house—laid a brick pave- 
ment 135 feet in length and 30 in width, the entire length of the 
area of the main building—built a stone wall seven feet high and

two feet wide, with a substantial plank fence of the same length; 
the space between the wall and the fence (15 feet) filled up, levelled 
and sodded—finished, walled up and covered in two wells—built 
temporary shed-stables, cow-houses and sheds for preserving prov- 
ender—white-washed the house and a portion of it painted—made 
a circular walk and planted shrubbery in front of the building. 
Much of the above was done by the attendants, assisted by some 
of the patients. | 

The General Assembly is referred to the report of the Treasurer 
for expenditures during the past two years. Outof the appropria- 
tion for the first year, about eighteen hundred dollars were paid for 
arrearages for the previous year, for the salaries of physician, su- 
perintendent and matron, and for accounts due to storekeepers and 
others.

The Board of Trustees of the Lunatic Asylum agreeably to res- 
olutions of the Legislature passed on the 15th instant, after a care- 
ful and somewhat laborious examination, respectfully submit the 
following accounts as the best mode of answering the enquiries. 

The statement marked (A) shows the name, number and amount 
paid to each assistant and servant for the last nineteen months. 

The statement of the Treasurer marked (B) shows the average 
number of pauper patients for the last nineteen months, and the 
cost of support per annum. This statement proving that ‘but for 
boarding patients the appropriation would have been insufficient for 
the support of the pauper patients, shows that no part of the ap- 
propriation has been applied to the support of boarding patients, 
but on the contrary $197 49 of the fund paid by boarding patients.

We also credit the Asylum with $1,945 12,, being the amount in 
Treasurer’s hands as reported October 2d, 1845. Also $1,131 £15; 
being for monies due the Asylum from sundry pay patients. 
And to arrive at the conclusion, what such pauper patient will 
cost per annum for board, clothing, attention, &c. We have to 


state that there were old debts against the Asylum, and which 
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were paid out of the monies received, are herein reported, that is 
tosay out of the $17,852 22,. We have paid the sum of $3,- 
214 5 of old debts, and which were paid at sundry times be- 
tween the 28th December, 1848, and the 2d of April, 1844. And 
there were also due to the Asylum from sundry pay patients of old 
debts as reported in Treasurers report October ist, 1848, the sum 
of $636 §4,, which, when deducted from the old debts paid, leaves 
a balance of $2,577 91,, which we credited the account with. And 
adding those several items together will make the sum of $8,- 
251 59, which when deducted from the $17,852 20, leaves a bal- 
ance of $9,600 ei, and which we consider is the amount expend- 
ed, or the cost for the support of all the paupers for two years, which 
appear to be an average of 29, which will amount to, for the 
support of each $165 §°,, which includes their board, clothing, at- 
tention, &c., of every description per annum. 

Now the question may be asked if not properly understood, 
why do your paupers cost more per annum, than the charge made 
for pay patients? The reason is that clothings, breakages, &c., 
are all included in the cost of the pauper patient, and an extra 
charge is made against the pay patient for breakages and any 
clothing found him. 

_ This we believe to be a fair and correct statement, and the only 
mode we know to arrive at the cost for the support of paupers, as 
we had to examine and go over many accounts, there may be a few 
small variations, but none to effect any great change as to the sup 
port of paupers or the within statement.

Sim: In obedience to a resolation adopted by the Senate on the 
25th inst. asking information of the Physican of the Lunatic Asy- 
lum as to the names of the pauper patients in the Asylum on the 
Let of October 1848—the names of those received since that time 
and up to the 1st Oct. 1845—1the day and date of their reception— 
the names of the paupers discharged from the 1st October 1845 
to the 1st October 1845, and the day and dates of their discharge, 
and aiso the names of the pauper patients who have died in the in-

On the 6th page of my Report under the head of the “Number 
from each Senatorial District and county and from other States 
“and how supported,” there is an evident error, as the record book 
attests, which has been made by the transcriber of the Report. 
The Report gives 16 pay patients and 16 paupers; it should here 
been 15 pay patients and 17 pauper patients, which would have 
given 36 pauper patients and 88 pay patients instead of 35 pau- 
per patients and 39 pay patients. 

At the close of the statistics, page 12, it is made to appear that 
there are 30 paupers remaining; it is an error, there were 29 only. 
The error has occurred from the circumstance that the eloper stat- 
ed in the table on the 8th page of the Report is enumerated among 
the patients remaining, when he should have been numbered 
among the restored. 
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David Yandell was admitted a paying patient on 23d Nov. 1844; 
continued a paying patient until 19th June 1845, when he became 
a pauper, and has so continued. 

Thomas Ault was admitted a paying patient on 29th Jan. 1845; 
he continued a paying patient until 7th July 1845, when he became 
a pauper, and has so continued. 

It will be seen that the above named persons were for the great- 
er part of the time that they have heen at the Asylum, paying pa- 
tients, and for that reason Were reported as such, although in strict- 
i ness, they should have been reported as paupers having continued 
ito be such from the respective dates above.

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REPORT. 


The Joint Commitiee on the Lunatic Asylum, to whom were referred 
sundry bills and resolutions touching the affairs and management of 
said Institution, have had the same under consideration and have di- 
rected us to make the following report: 


-By an Act passed on the 19th October, 1832, for the benefit of 
| that unfortunate portion of our fellow citizens who are afflicted 
with insanity, six individuals of the city of Nashville, were appoint- 
ed Commissioners to purchase a site upon which to erect an Asy- 
| lum sufficient for the care and safe keeping of at leasttwo hundred . 
persons, and the sum of ten thousand dollars was appropriated for 
| that purpose. l 

Your committee have not been able to procure the report of those 
commissioners, but a site was obtained, and it will be seen by re- 
ference to the act of the 20th of January, 1838, that commissioners 
Were appointed to superintend the construction of the building and 
that fifteen, thousand dollars were appropriated for the work subject 
to their control and management. 

On the 6th of January, 1840, an act was passed authorizing the 
Governor to appoint seven suitable persons to act as Trustees of 
the Asylum for the period of two years, from and after the date of 
this act, who were also authorized to elect a Physician to the Insti- 
tution, who was to have the general superintendence of all matters 
relating to the Asylum, and who was required to visit the inmates 
at least twice in every week. 

For his services the Physician received by the provisions of this 
act five hundred dollars annually, commencing from the 1st of Mar ch 
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1840, and continuing until otherwise provided by law. , The Trus- 
tees were also authorized and required to appoint a Keeper and 
Matron of the Hospital who were to reside in the buildings, and give 
their attention to all such orders and regulations touching the Hos- 
pital and its inmates as the Trustees might direct and command; 
and for their services, the Keeper was to receive a salary of fiw 
hundred dollars, and the Matron a salary of four hundred dollars per 
annum. For the improvement of the Asylum and the grounds be- 
longing thereto, for the furnishing of the same, and for the benefit 
and accommodation of the inmates, the sum of four thousand five 
hundred dollars was also appropriated by this act. 

On the 15th January, 1842, the Legislature appropriated two 
thousand nine hundred and forty-six dollars and twenty-eight cents, to 
discharge outstanding liabilities, and declare that all debts thereaf- 
ter contracted by the Trustees over and above the sum appropriated 
by law, should be on their awn personal responsibility. 

The Legislature appropriated also, by the actof the 5th of Feb- 
ruary, 1842, sir thousand dollars to be expended by the Trustees ac- 
cording to the provisions of the laws then existing, for the payment 
of the salaries of the officers of the Asylum, maintaining lunatic 
paupers, and furnishing the building, &c., &c. 

It is also provided that the board of Trustees, should, at the next 
and every subsequent time of its appointment, be so organized that 
it should comprise three Physicians known to the Governor of the 
State to be men of good report in their profession. 

This arrangement continued in operation until the26th of Janu- 
ary, 1844, when the Legislature altered and amended the previous 
regulations of the Institution, in the following manner:—For the 
support and benefit of the Asylum and its inmates, the Legislature 
appropriated six thousand dollars annually, and made it the duty of 
the Legislature, by a joint vote of both Houses, to elect the Physi- 
cian, for two years, whose wife should be Matron, who, together, 
should reside in the Asylum, and perform all the duties of super- 
intendent and Matron, in addition to thoseof Physician; and for their 
services they should receive the sum of fourteen hundred dollars an- 
naally. . 

The Legislature also authorized the Trustees to make a special 
contract with the Physician, or any other person to feed, clothe, and 
render every necessary attention to not less than fifty pauper pa- 
tients, for a sum less, or equal to, but not to exceed the amount spe- 
cified for the annual support of the Institution. The Physician 
was also authorized, as superintendent, under the direction of the 
board of Trustees, to employ assistants, hire servants, and purchase 
all such articles as might be required. 

The same act also provided, that no boarding patient should be 
received into the Institution without paying six months board in ad- 
vance, and giving bond and security for the payment of board every 
six months in advance after the first six, or for any shorter period 
said paiient may remain after the first six months; and tbat each 
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Senatorial district in the State should be entitled to send two pauper 
patients to the Asylum. 

The Committee have reported all the appropriations which they 
have been able to collect from 1832, to 1844, inclusive; and such 
facts touching the management of the Institution as they deem im- 
portant. ‘They are not apprised of any other appropriations, though 
itis suggested by two members of the Committee that a portion of 
the taxes of Davidson county were appropriated to the Institution 
by some one of the Legislatures intermediate to those of 1882 and 
1837. "Your committee, however, have not been able to find the act. 

Having given a condensed account of the several appropriations 
—the mannerin which they were to be applied, together with an 
epitome of the organization of the Asylum, the committee will now 
proceed to report, as specifically as they are able, upon the interro- 
gations and propositions which have been submitted for their invest- 
igation. And in order that the whole subject may be presented to 
the Legislature, they have prepared a table, and annexed it to this 
report, in which will be seen at a glance the results of their inves- 
tigation upon most of the subjects submitted to them. 

The construction of the tablehas cost us much labor. owing to 
the difficulty in obtaining the data, and the confused mannerin which 
the facts have been recorded. The committee believe, however 
that the table is correct, or at any rate as nearly so asit can be made 
under the circumstances. It will be seen by referring to this table 
that the cost of keeping paupers in the Asylumis equal to about 
$400 for each patient. in this calculation the term of two years is 
included, and consequently the cost per annum is just half that sum 
for each patient, or equal to about $200, supposing the average 
number of pauper patients for the last two years to be 24, which is 
the number according‘to the best estimate the committee have been 
able to make.

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Norz.—In the second term there were two patients received, the history of which the Committee are not informed as 
to their being paupers or pay patients; and one in the third term. There were also received, nine in the second term 
and two in the third, of which the Committee have no information as to their history, restoration, discharge or death. 
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~- The entire sum appropriated (exclusive of the taxes of Davidson 
county,) by the State for the Asylum, is only $56,046 28. This 
sum includes all the appropriations, of every description running 
through a period of eight years, and will be found upon a compar- 
ison with the appropriations made by other States to similar insti- 
tutions, to be very small. 

It seems from the act of 1832, in which the provision is first 
made for the construction of the Asylum, that a building was con- 
templated which would be sufficiently large to accommodate two 
hundred patients. And indeed when we take into consideration 
the number of lunatics in the State, it appears that the Legislature 
ought to provide for the accommodation ofat least 200. But when 
we take, also, into consideration the conditionof the State Treasury, 
and the State liabilities, and that the keeping of 100 paupers would 
cost, according to the present rates of keeping them, $20,000 an- 
nually, the committee cannot recommend an enlargement of the 
building at this time. That the building ought to, be enlarged is 
apparent to all who have examined it, and understand the wants 
and necessities of lunatics; for an absolute necessity exists for such 
alterations in the buildings, and additions thereto, as will admit of 
anatural and scientific classification of patients. The committee 
are thoroughly convinced of the importance of classing lunatics, 
and of having an apartment for each class; for it will often be found 
that by throwing the insane together indiscriminately that many 
cases will be aggravated,‘and some of them rendered incurable. 
The committee would therefore recommend that the board of 
Trustees for the ensuing two years take this subject, with such oth- 
er improvements as they may deem advisable, into careful con- 
sideration, and report their investigations, including the cost of the 
contemplated improvements to the Legislature at its next regular 
session. 

The great object intended to be accomplished by erecting and 
sustaining Lunatic Asylums, is not only to divest society, the friends 
and relations of the mad-man of the trouble, expense and terror 
which he may be to them, but to restore his reason, and prepare 
him for the enjoyment of his friends, and enable him to discharge 
the ordinary duties of life. If the latter cannot be effected, any 
expenditure of money which this, or any other State may have 
made, or shall make for the erection of Asylums for the insane, is 
useless, save only so far as may be necessary to provide for their 
annual wants and protect the community against their depreda- 
tions. 

It cannot be necessary that the committee should go into an ar- 
gument to demonstrate to this General Assembly that insanity, 


‘though the most terrible disease to which the human family are 


liable, is curable, when treated by the skilful and,scientific physi- 
cian; for instances have fallen under your own observation to prove 
this assertion. But they do assert that recent investigations on in- 
sanity, its causes and pathology, together with the successful treat- 
ment of the disease in Europe and America, have proved conclu- 
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sively not only that insanity is curable, but that a much larger pro- 
portion of the cases can be cured than are generally supposed. In 
England, and particularly in France, great discoveries have lately 
been made on this subject. And instead of amusing the insane by 
charms and incantations—frightening them by ghostly apparations 
—punishing them by starvation and flagellations, or burning them 
for witchcraft, ihey are treated upon principles of sound medical 
philosophy, and thousands of them have been restored, and be- 
come usefulin life. The fact has been clearly demonstrated that 
lunatics are susceptible of moral discipline, that they are capable 
of being brought under the influences of motives similar to those 
which govern the actions of other persons. We have discovered 
that the insane, like the sane, have distinct characters, they have 
their own peculiar trains of thought, peculiar habits, and pursuits. 
And hence it has become as important to study the philosophy of 
the human mind, its eccentricities and peculiarities, as itis to study 
the anatomy and physiology of the human body, its organs and 
their diseases, in order to qualify an individual to treat insanity 
successfully. l 

The committee will not undertake to report to this Legislature, 
an article upon the medical treatment of the insane, for such a re- 
port would be only proper fòr medical men and physicians. But 
the committee feel that they will not have discharged, the respon- 
sible duty imposed upon them by the Legislature, and the obliga- 
tions which they owe to the insane, unless they speak freely on the 
subject and with an earnestness commensurate withits importance. 

Our Asylum is but yet in its infancy. Like some other benevo- 
lent institutions in Tennessee, it has scarcely excited the attention 
of our people. Itis true that much good has not resulted from it 
as yet, but it is also true that it has not had the means of accom- 
plishing much. Some good, however, has resulted, and the com- 
mittee cherish the fond hope that when the attention of the people 
is directed to it, and when they become alive to the responsibility 
which rests upon them, that this unfortunate and miserable class 
of our fellow-citizens will receive from them a kind and liberal 
support. Justice, humanity and every principle of our moral na- 
ture calls upon us to provide for them, and no virtuous and intel- 
ligent community can, or will be satisfied until the provision is 
made. 

In all public institutions it is the duty of those to whom the pub- 
lic liberality is entrusted, to see that it is faithfully and advantage- 
ously applied. And it isthe duty of those who make appropria- 
tions to specify as nearly asthey can, the objects for which the ap- 
propriations are made. If this is not done, it matters not how ju- 
diciously the guardians of the fund may have applied it, there will 
often be murmurings and suspicions; the propriety of this expendi- 
ture, or the necessity of that will be themes of conversation with 
many who find it much more agreeable to scrutinize the liberality 
-of others, than to be liberal themselves. Your committee would 
therefore recommend that the appropriations which may he made 
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by this Legislatureto the Asylum for the nexttwo years, and indeed, 
by all subsequent Legislatures, shall be as specific in their nature as 
possible; and that a correct and faithful account of the expenditures, 
under such appropriation, be kept by the particular officer who may 
be entrusted with this charge. 

If the appropriation which may be made. for any specific pur- 


pose, or purposes, shall prove to be inadequate, future legislation . 


can increase it; and if on the contrary it should prove to be larger 
than was necessary, the Legislature can reduce it. Great exact- 
ness ought to be observed, and the stewart ought to be required to 
keep a day-book in which he should set down the precise sum ex- 
pended daily, and the number of pauper and pay patients in the 
Asylum every day through the year. It is an easy matter, and 
might be some value to him as a testimony of his faithfulness. 

in order to show the propriety of the course recommended by 
the committee as to keeping a correct account of the expenditures 
under each appropriation, it is only necessary to recur to the third 
section of the Act passed 26th January, 1844, in which it will be 
seen that it was contemplated by the Legislature, the sum of $6,000 
per annum would be sufficient to support fifty pauper patients, and 
that if a contract should be made with any individual to feed, clothe, 
&c., not less than fifty paupers, said contract should not be for a 
larger amount than $6,000 per annum; and if the number of pau- 
pers at any time should fall below gu, then a pro rata deduction 
should be made from the sum total contracted to be paid. That is 
to say, if there were only twenty-five paupers, a deduction of one 
half of the amount should be made; and consequently the Legis- 
lature thought that $190 would feed and clothe a pauper for twelve 
months, and pay all his expenses. It appears, however, from infor- 
mation furnished the committee by the board of Trustees that the 
amount appropriated by the State, was not more than sufficient to 
support 29 paupers, after -deducting the sum applied to improve- 
ments. 

The most important subject, however which demands the atten- 
tion of the Legislature is the selection of the principal officers of 
the Institution and the manner of selectingthem. 

At the last session of the Legislature the law requiring the Trus- 
tees to elect the Physician was repealed, and this duty was devolved 
upon a joint vote of the two Houses of the General Assembly. The 
question arises, is this a salutary change in the law? The commit- 
tee have no hesitation in saying, thatit is not so. 

The qualifications for a Physician to the Asylum are necessarily 
foreign to those upon which legislative bodies are called to decide, 
and although by the present law the office is opened to competition, 
yet applicants, especially from a distance, find it difficult to authen- 
ticate any other claim than popular favor, which isiu the estima- 
tion of the committee the least important, and very often deceptive 
itself. 

In saying that the Legislature is not competent to judge of the 
qualifications of the applicants, the committee do not allude to those 
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high intellectual and moral qualifications—that pure and enlighten- 
ed philanthrophy—sound mental philosophy—dignity, firmness and 
peculiarity of address, all of which are so indispensably necessary 
for the Physician and Superintendent of an insane Asylum, but 
they allude particularly to his medical qualifications. The latter 
should be of the first order, and yet they are insufficient unless hap- 
pily blended with the former. Without enlarging upon this topic, 
for surely there can be no necessity for it, before this intelligent 
and virtuous body, the committee must frankly declare that the 
Legislature is wholly incompetent to make a good selection, and in 
making this declaration the committee hope and believe that they 
will be sustained by the unanimous voice of the General Assembly. 
It is a fact known to every member of the Legislature, that owing 
to the divisions of parties in our State for several years, that it not 
unfrequently happens that men are promoted by one or the other 
party to offices of importance and great respansibilty, who, to say 
the least of them, are not more highly qualified than they ought to 
be. The committee donot pretend to plead exemption for them- 
selves from this charge, and knowing the influence which political 
relationship has had upon them, they can be suffered to allude to 
this subject without exciting any suspicions unjust in themselves. 

The prospect of profit alone will often induce many ignorant and 
uneducated men and women to seek the offices of Physician and 
Matron, and keeper of the Asylum; and these elections coming off 
biennially, the poor, unfortunate inmates will be transmitted like 
stock in trade from one keeper to another, until the character of the 
medical profession will become degraded, and the Asylum despised 
by all sensible men. l 

Itis not only necessary that the Superintendent and Physician 
‘should be a gentleman in all the relations of life, but it is also neces- 
sary that he should understand the pathology and treatment of insani- 
ty, and of these qualifications the Legislature cannot judge. The 
committee therefore recommend that the election of *Physician 
and Superintendent for the Asylum” be placed forever hereafter in 
the hands of a board of Trustees, nine in number, six of whom, at 
least, shall be physicians, known to be of high moral character, and 
good report in their profession, which board of Trustees shall be 
nominated biennially by the Governor, subject to confirmation or 
rejection by the Senatorial branch of the State Legislature, and who 
shall hold their offices fortwo years, and until their successors are 
nominated, and qualified to enter upon the discharge of their duties. 
Or that the Legislature would incorporate a board of Trustees for a 
number of years, giving the board the privilege of filling vacancies, 
and doing all other such things as the.Legislature may at present or 
hereafter direct. 

The committee would most earnestly recommend the adoption of 
the one or the other of these propositions, believing it will be pro- 
ductive of much good to the Institution. And authorize the board 
to require of each applicant for the office of Physician and Super- 
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intendent, good and sufficient evidence of his moral and medical 
qualifications, before his election. 

The Committee would also recommend that the Physician.to the 
Asylum should have no other duties to perform save only those 
which peculiarly belong to him as Physician, and the general su- 
perintendence of all things belonging to the Institution. To the 
Steward should be committed all the duties peculiar to his office; 
he should attend to furnishing all articles directed by the Physician; 
with the consent of the board of Trustees—keep a daily account of 
all the expenditures, the number of pauper and pay patients which 
he may feed each day, and discharge all such other duties as belong 
to his office, and may be defined by the Trustees. 

The Committee would likewise recommend that the Trustees be 
authorized to elect a visiting, or consulting Physician at the same 
üme that they electthe resident Physician, or as soon thereafter as 
possible, for the term of two years; who shall be required to visit 
the Asylum atleast onceevery week—who shall have no control, 
nor direction in the Asylum, but shall advise and consult with the 
attending Physician in all.such cases of lunacy, and other matters 
touching the condition and management of the Institution as he may 
deem advisable. He shallalso attend the monthly meetings of the 
board, and make such suggestions and give such information as the 
Trustees may require of him; and for his services, we recommend 
that he be paid a salary of two hundred dollars per annum. 

After a careful examination of the Asylum, the Committee have 
decided that there are many improvements necessary to make the 
Institution as useful asitoughtto be. There is not land enough— 
rooms enough, nor water enough in and about the Asylum to an- 
swer the wants of the inmates nor the necessities of the Institution. 
There is no dining room for the fernale lunatics, and the one used 
by the males is not one fourth as largeas it ought to be. There is 
not land enough to give many of the male inmates that labor, and 
healthful exercise which some of them need very much, nor is there 
a sufficiency of water about the premises to extinguish a fire should 
one occur in the buildings. i l 

Many of the rooms are so situated (to say nothing of the cells 
which are so constructed that they cannot be made comfortable even ` 
for brutes,) that they are almost entirely useless. l 

The object, however, most desirable at present, and the one most 
needed, is fire. It will not do to put lunatics in rooms where there 
is fire, and permit them to be alone; neither is it possible to give each 
patient an attendant through the night, to prevent him from doing 
mischief with the fire; consequently you are compelled (as is the 
custom at our Asylum,) to huddle some twenty or more together in 
one room—build up a large fire and place an.gttendant with them 
to guard them throughthe night. "This is all wrong, and the Com- 
mittee recommend that the Trustees be requested to proceed imme- 
diately to employ some person or persons to construct some plan, 
either by furnaces or some other preferable means, by which every 
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apartment in the building occupied by the insane can be made com- 
fortably warm. 

The Committee would also recommend that the ground on the 
female department should be leveled and planted with shade trees 
and shrubbery. This will afford them some amusement and exer- 
cise through the spring and summer in cultivating their flowers, and 
will be a pleasant retreat for those who frequently wish to get clear 
of the noise and bustle often made in mad-houses, 

We have prepared a Bill in which are incorporated such provis- 
ions as the Committee deem most important for the present; with 
the hope, however, that, from time to time, such improvements and 
additions may be made as shall appear necessary to make the In- 
stitution useful and capable of affording that good which was ne 
doubt anticipated by those whofirstengaged inits construction.

REPORT 
OF THE 


JOINT SELECT COMMITTEE ON THE LUNATIC ASY- 
LUM, submitied January 29th, 1846. 


The Joint Select Committee to whom was referred Resolution 
No. —, instructing them to make sundry enquiries into the manage- 
ment and expenditures of the Lunatic Asylum, from the first of 
March 1840, to the first of October 1845, have had the same under 
consideration, and regret that they have been prevented, by other 
legislative duties, from giving to this institution and its affairs, as 
thorough an investigation as they desired. 

The committee, however report, that from an actual examination 
of the books kept at the Asylum, they have ascertained the average 
number of paupers in the institution for the first nineteen months 
after it went into operation, and for each successive period of two 
years, commencing on the first of March 1840, and ending on the 
first of October 1846. 


After a careful, and, as the Committee believe, a correct calcu- | 


lation, they report, that the average number of paupers in the Asy- 
lum, for the first nineteen months, commencing on the 1stof March 
1840, and ending on the ist of October 1841, was 4$. For the 
next term of two years, ending on the 1st of October 1843, the av- 


erage number was 10.9-10ths; and for the last term of two years, 
ending on the first of October 1845, the average number was 
23.1-7th. : 

The committee have also examined into and ascertained the 
amounts appropriated by the Legislature, at the sessions of 1839— 
40, 1841-42, and 1842-44; and also the expenditures of the insti- 
tution from the first of March 1840, to the first of October 1845. 
First ascertaining the amount expended from the 1st of March 
1840, to the 1st of October, 1841, embracing a period of nineteen 
months, and then dividing itinto periods of two years, correspond- 
ing with the time of the reports of the officers of the institution to 
the General Assembly. 

The appropriations for the first nineteen months, com- 
mencing on the 1st of March 1840, and ending on the

Which, being divided by 44, the average number of pauper pa- 
tients in the institution during that period, will show that the cost 
of keeping each patient amounted to$1,027 55 for nineteen months, 
or $648 48 per annum. 

. The committee would here remark, that the salaries of the va- 
rious officers in the Asylum being the same, whether there are few 
or many paupers, the expense of each pauper is necessarily greater 

when there are but few in the Asylum. If the salaries of the Phy- 
 &ician, Keeper and Matron be taken out, the average annual cost 
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of keeping a pauper will be $819 56, which, in the opinion of the 
committee, is extravagantly high. 

The committee find that the Legislature, at the session of 1841- 
2, appropriated the sum of $6,000 for the use of the Lunatic Asy- 
lum—which amount was intended to cover all the expenses, includ- 
ing the salaries of the officers, servant hire and every thing apper- 
teining to the institution.

Which, being divided by 10.9-10ths, the average number of pau- 
per patients in the Asylum from October ist, 1841, to the 1st of 
October, 1843, will show the cost of keeping each pauper, for two 
years, to have been $385 82, and $167 91 per annum, excluding 
the salaries of Physician, Keeper and Matron, amounting to $2,- 
450 for two years, as exhibited in the report of the committee of 
the Senate on the Lunatic Asylum, (see Senate Journal of 1848-4, 
pages 646 and ’47.) If the salaries of* these officers be added to 
the other expenses, then the cost of keeping each pauper patient 
from the first of October 1841, to the first of October 1843, (two 
years,) willbe $560 61, and $280 35 per annum.

Which, being divided by 23.1-7th, the average number of paupers 
in the Asylum from October 1st, 1843, to October 1st, 1845, (two 
years,) shows, that the keeping of each pauper for two years, com- 
mencing on the first of October, 1843, and ending on the first of 
October, 1845, has cost the State $490 05, and $945 02 peran- 
num. If the salaries of the Physician and Matron be excluded, 
then the cost of keeping each patient two years, will be $369 05 
and $184 52 per annum. Inorder that each member of the Leg- 
islature may have an opportunity of examining the subject for him- 
self, the Committee have drawn off from the books of the Asylum, 
a statement of the time when each patient was received, and also : 
the time when each was discharged, which statement accompanies 
this report, showing the number of months and days each patient 
remained in the Asylum. 

Before closing this report, the Committee will direct the attention 
of the Legislature to an act of the Genenal Assembly passed dur- 
Ing the session of '48, '44, chapter 200, pages 223 and 224. It is 
evident that it was the intention of the Legislature, that the appro- 
priation of $6,000 should support 50 paupers, and that if the num- 
ber of paupers did not reach 50, there should be a pro rata deduc- 
tion. An examinationof the 3rd and 6th sections of the act refer- 
red to, will, in the opinion of the Committee, render this manifest. 
The average number of paupers in the Asylum, as stated above, 
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23.1-7th, for the two years immediately preceding the ist o f Octo- 
ber, 1846. The charge of keeping these, as estimated and intend- 
ed by the Legislature of '43,'44, ought not to have exceeded $2,776 
80 perannum. This amount taken from $6,000 shows that they 
have cost the State $8,223 20 per annum more than the Legisla- 
ture intended.

It will be perceived that the Cash Receipts have been $51,345 
37.—Expenditures, including Balance due September 30th 1843, 
$38,281 59; amount paid Commissioners for building State Capitol 
$8000—leaving a Balance of cash on hand, September 30th 1845, 


of Five Thousand One Hundred and Thirteen Dollars, Eighty. ` 


Eight cents. 

In addition to cash paid Commissioners for Building State Capi- 
tol, various articles have been furnished and work executed, to the 
amount of $1,900 20; which, with the Notes given for the purchase 
of Stone Quarry and which are notyet due, make the total amount 
to their debit in the prison books $11,400 20.—This amount does 
not include the quarrying and cutting of any stone, for which no 
charge has, as yet, been made, but which at a fair estimate, amounts 
at this time to about $1500. 


You will find as per one of the annexed Statements, that after | 


deducting all the liabilities, together with former reported Balances, 
a clear profit remains to the prison from its last two years’ operations 
of Eighteen Thousand, Two Hundred and Thirty-nine Dollars, 
Seventy cents. 

The health of the Prisoners for.the last two years, excepting the 
periods during which the cholera prevailed, has been worse than at 
any former time since the Institution was opened, for the causes of 
which and other particulars, you are respectfully referred to the ac- 
companying Report of the attending Physician. 

Any information thatis not embraced in the annexed Report and 
which may at any time be desired, will be most cheerfully given.

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REPORT. 


OF THE PHYSICIAN OF THE PENITENTIARY. 


To the Legislature of Tennessee: 

GENTLEMEN:—You will observe that from the Report of the 
Keeper of the Penitentiary, the number of deaths which have oc- 
cured amongst the convicts within the two lastyears, is much great- 
er than in any space of time of the same length, with the excep- 
tion of the two years in which the cholera existed amongst them. 

The difference is so very striking, that it would at once occur to 
a reflecting mind, that some extraordinary cause for it must have 
existed. Between two and three per cent. has been the average 
number of deaths, with the exception of thelast two years, and the 
two years in which the cholera appeared. During the recess of 
the Legislature from 1841 to that of 1843, there was not a death. 
The deaths of 1844 ran up to nearly five per cent. and that. of the 
present year to four and a half. 


In part to account for the great mortality in 1844, the measles . 


broke out inthe Prison in February of that year, and continued some 
two or three months, during which time about one hundred of the 
men were attacked by it. Although no case proved fatal in its ori- 
ginal attack, yet very many seemed to recover very slowly, and 
most of the deaths which occured during that summer, were from 
chronic affections of those who had previously had measles. 

Inthe spring of 1844, another cause of disease began to be de- 
veloped, which I believe has added much to the sickness since that 
time; I allude to the effluvia arising from the pent houses. For the 
Ce E years the number of inmates have averaged nearly two hun- 

red. 

The area included within the walls of the Prison is about three 
hundred and thirty feet square, and much of this space is occupied 
by buildings, &c. Within this small space, were also the pent- 
houses for the use of all the inmates, the pits to which could only 
be sunk a few feet, in consequence of the rock lying very near the 
surface. This made it necessary to remove them frequently, and 
by the spring of 1844, all the enclosed groundlying outside of the 
work shops on the north square, and a considerable portion on the 
east and west had been traversed, and some portions a second time. 
The effluvia arising from this ground became offensive and correc- 
tives were used, such as quick lime, chlorides, &c. This relieved 
in some degree the olfactories, but seemed to affect health but little. 

Last spring the only course left which promised to correct the 
evil was adopted by the keeper; the daily collecting and hauling . to 
a distance from the establishment the excrementitious matter. This 
has evidently had a favorable influence on the health of the inmates 
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but it is yet by no means as good, as previous to the two last years. 
It will of course take a considerable time for this cause of sickness 
to entirely disappear, but.time will ultimately produce that effect. 

It is very doubtful however, whether two hundred persons can 
constantly occupy a space so smallas is at present enclosed within 
the prison walls and enjoy good health, if there existed no other 
cause than the smallness of the space to engender disease. 

I would advise as soonas practicable, that the side walks be ex- 
tended so asto enclose all the ground North of the Charlotte road, 
which would increase the size of the enclosure some five hundred, 
by one hundred and thirty feet. 

In addition to the benefit it would in all probability be to the 
health of those confined init; it would afford ample room for estab- 
lishing a rope and bagging factory, affording employment to many 
of the inmates, in that branch ofbusiness. It is believed that this 
business would afford equal profit with their present. employment, 
and come less in competition with the labor of the mechanics of the 
city: 

The want of alarge and well ventilated hospital has been much 
felt when we have many sick. 

The ability of the institution to make the improvements mentioned, 
while the hands are employed on the building of the State Capitol 
admits of doubt, but the necessary information onthe subject can in 
all probability be obtained frorn the Keeper. I would advise their 
being made at the, earliest practicable period. ;

OF THE 


DELEGATION TO ATTEND THE SOUTH WESTERN 
CONVENTION. l 

In obedience to a resolution of the General Assembly, adopted 
on the 8th, appointing a delegation on hehalf of the State at large, 
to attend the South-western Convention to assemble at the city of 
Memphis on the 12th inst, to represent the important interests of 
the Staté on the subjects expected to core before the Convention 
for discussion, consideration and action, the undersigned have to 
report: 

That they proceeded to Memphis where they found assembled 
from the States of South Carolina, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Arkansas, Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky, Pennsylva- 
nia, North Carolina, Virginia, the Territory of Iowa and from 
Texas, a large number of delegates comprising much of the talent, 
public spirit and business capacity of those States, who had, at 
much personal inconvenience, travelled great distances to unite with 
the Tennessee delegation in a common effort to effect by concert of 
action, the adoption of measures by our government and people 
beyond the ability of single States or of individuals; the accom- 
plishment of which must greatly and directly promote the best 
interests. of a large and important portion of our country, and in- 
directly of the whole union. 

They are gratified in being able to bear testimony to the fact 
that a laudable public spirit which looks above all local, sectional 
and private interests to the good of the whole country, seemed to 
actuate each individual delegate, and stamped its indelible impress 
upon every resolution of the Convention; the proceedings of which 
need now only be glanced at, as measures have been taken to in- 
sure their early publication and distribution for the use and infor- 
mation of all interested. 

The exclusion of all questions of disputed power, doubtful pol- 
icy and party politics, gave to the proceedings of the Convention a 
harmony and unanimity seldom witnessed in so large and diversi- 
fed an assemblage; and only to be attained where all are earnestly 
and sincerely engaged in the promotion of the common good. 

Resolutions were adopted urging upon Congress the propriety of 
making appropriations out of the national treasury to improve the 
navigation of the Mississippi river and its principal tributaries, 
where such improvements are beyond the ability of the States, and 
are national in their character. o 

Also, for deepening the channel at the mouth of the Mississippi 
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iver, and for the removal or prevention of a bar forming at St. 
ouis, which, at the same time, that it obstructs the navigation of 
e river, is, by a shifting of its channel, likely to destroy or render 
alueless a large amount of government property at that place. 
Also, for the establishment of proper and suitable naval and 
ilitary defences along the coast of the Gulf of Mexico; and of 
ght donee along: the difficult and dangerous coasts and keys of 
lorida. 
For the construction of a ship canal connecting the Mississippi 
iver with the lakes of the north. 
The leveeing and reclaiming from inundation the public low 
nds on the great western waters, by giving a portion of those lands, 
ow worthless, in ordér to have the whole made productive and 
aluable to the government and its citizens. x PE 
The establishment of a national armory, and a marine hospital 
the west at suitable and central positions. — 
The construction or completion of the military road leading 
om the western bank of the Mississippi river opposite Memphis 
rough Arkansas to the western frontier. j 
The Convention also recommended to the favorable éonsidera- 
ion of the States and. people interested, the establishment of a 
onnexion by rail roads between the southern atlantic ports and the 
reat valley of the Mississippi, leaving to the judgment and enter- 
rize of the various sections, the selection and adoption of such 
outes and the construction of such roads as the wants of the coun- 
ry may demand, and its meansand resources be able to accomplish. 
This policy on a subject about which some conflict was antici- 
ated, in case any attempt should be made in the Convention to ` 
oncentrate public opinion and action upon any one line to the dis- 
aragement and injury of others, leaves, so far as the action of the 
onvention is concerned, all sections and interests in our State as 
ellas others, free to enter the list of useful and honorable.com- 
etition for the accomplishment of works which must be of incal- 
ulable advantage not only to the sections embracing them, but to 
he whole south and west in the great aids which they afford to 
heap and speedy travel and transportation, to social intercourse, 
ommercial exchange, political union, and military defence.

REPORT 


OF 
MESSRS. FOGG AND MEIGS. : 


To the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 

Under the resolution passed by the last General Assembly Oe 
two persons should be appointed by the Judges of the Suprem 
Court, whose duty it should be to revise and digest the general sta. 
utes of the State of Tennessee, and the Reports of the Suprem 
Gourt and report the same to the present session of the General Ay 
sembly,—the undersigned beg to state to your Honorable Bod; 
that they were appointed to prepare these works by the Judges d 
the Supreme Court on the 5th day of February 1844. And they 
now proceed to report, that they have to regret that they are unde 
the necessity of stating that neither of the contemplated works i 
ready to be laid before your Honorable Body. 

As soon as their necessary attendance upon the Supreme Cout 
would permit, they applied themselves to the arduous task befor 
them, and a short examination convinced them of the advantage, 
if not necessity of first publishing the digest of the decisions of tht 
Court, before even beginning the revisal of the statutes. The ree 
son of this will be obvious to professional men, when they reflect 
that nearly one half of all our reported decisions relate to the cor 
struction of the statutes of the State, and that, without a careful 
collation of the decisions, an attempt to reconstruct the statutes 
must be attended with great hazard of error. For, it has been well 
observed by a professor of law in England, that it is often impos 
sible, even for lawyers, to form any opinion of the meaning and 
effect of statutes, until the decisions of the courts have given them 
a definite construction, and reconciled them not only with each oth- 
er, but with themselves. Hence, in revising the statutes, it be 
comes necessary, as the same professor remarks, to engraft the ex- 

osition of the courts upon the statute, a method, indeed, pursued 
in the several States of the Union whose laws have been revised. 
We, therefore, immediately began the digest ofthe decisions, and 
the plan pursued in the preparation of the work has been to read 
every case, beginning with the most recent volume of Reports, and 
digest the principles of law found to be decided in each case ur 
der appropriate alphabétical heads. 

By beginning with the latest decisions, we obtain the benefit of 
all the modifications, limitations and criticisms, 10 which the earlier 
cases have been subjected, and all the new lights that the most ma 
ture investigation has shed upon decided principles. And by 
reading every case, we shall be enabled to give assurance, when 
we shall have completed the work, that it is really a digest of all 
the decisions. We might easily have published this work long ago, 
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ad the usual plan of digesters been followed; that is, of trusting 
lone to indexes and merely arranging under general titles the 
atter found in them. And indeed had we consulted our own pe- 
uniary interests, we ought to have adopted that method, for doubt- 
ss, the utility of even such an index to the profession, would have 
nsured for it as ready a sale, and as great a price as will proba- 
ly be obtained for that, which so far, has been very painfully elab- 
rated. But fidelity to the trust committed to us, and a proper re- 
ard for ourown reputation determined us to perform our work 
pon the plan already indicated, however tedious and irksome in 
e execution. 

As we are not entitled to any compensation till the books have 
een completed, it is scarcely necessary to observe, that we can 
nly bestow upon them the time that is left to ustby our professional 
ursuits, which we are obliged to prosecute with as much diligence 
sif we were not engaged in these great public works. It will, 
erefore, be seen, that in addition to our ordinary practice, ——which 
ith lawyers whose services are no more sought for than ours, 
ould usually be deemed enough to demand the devotion of one's 
ndivided attention,——we have taken upon ourselves, labors, of 
emselves sufficient, to occupy all the time allowed us for the pre- 
aration of these works, without any other avocation. : 
We are, therefore, only able to report, that the digest of the 
ecisionsis in such a state of forwardness, that if two months of: 
xclusive attention of one of us could be devoted to it, we could 
ave it ready for the press. We ‘had flattered ourselves that this 
ork would have been printed before your present meeting, but an 
disposition of some continuance, which happened to one of us, 
roduced a suspension of the work. Í 

For the revisal of the statutes, we have only collected materials, 
uthave not made any important progress in the composition of 
he laws. Should our health be spared, we pledge ourselves 
o make every possible exertion to have the digest of decisions 
rinted in a short time, and to lay the Manuscript Revisal before 
he next General Assembly.

DUTIES OF THE SPEAKER. 


1st. He shall take the Chair -every day, precisely at the hour to 
which the House shall have adjourned on the preceding day; shall 
call the House to order, and on the appearance of a quorum, shall 
cause the Journal of the preceding day to be read. fats ui 

2nd. He shall preserve order and.decorum; he may speak to 
points of order in preference to other members,—always rising from 
his seat for that purpose; and shall decide questions of order, sub- 
jectto an appeal to the House by any two members, on which ap- 
peal no member shall speak more than once, unless by leave of the 
House: 

8rd. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. 

4th. He shall put the questions audibly, and distinctly, in this 
form, to wit:—Gentlemen in favor (as the question may be) -say 
“Aye;" and after the affirmative voice is expressed:—Gentlemen 
of a contrary opinion, say, *No.”- Ifthe Speaker doubts, or a divi- 
sion is called for by any member before the decision. of the House 
is deelared by the Chair, the Hoüse shall divide. Those of the 
affirmatiye shall first rise from their seats, and afterwards those in 
the negative. P e 

5th. ‘Lhe epee shall have the general direction and superin- 
tendence of the Hall—and shall assign seats for persons invited 
within the bar of the House. pos jose hes 

6th. He shall have the rightto name any member to perform the 
duties of the Chair, but such substitution shall not extend beyond 
an adjournment. S SS 

7th. He shall appoint all committees, unless otherwise directed 
by the House, in whieh latter ease, they- shall be appointed by a 
vote of. the House, taken viva voce, and plurality of votes shall pre-

8th. All Acts, Addresses and Joint Resolutions, shall be signed 
by the Speaker,—and all Writs, Warrants and See 'ánd

9th. In caseof any disorderly conduct or disturbance in the lob- 
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by, the Speaker shall have power to order the same to be cleared, 
10th.

1ith. On the ayes and noes, the Speaker’s name shall be last 
called by the Clerk. :

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ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


12th. As soon as the Journal is read, the Speaker or the Clerk 
shallcall: First, for Petitions and Memorials from the members of 
each county and district; Second, for reports from Standing Com- 
mittees; and third, for reports from Select Committees. After 
which the House shall pass to the unfinished business, in which it 
was engaged at the last preceding adjournment; or, at the pleasare 
of the House, to any other business that may be called up or pre- 
sented. All questions relating .to the priority of business, shall be 
decided without dsbate. , 


OF DECORUM AND DEBATE.

i8th. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver 
any matter whatever to the House, he shall rise from his seat, and 
respectfully address himself to “Mr. Speaker;” and, awaiting the 
notice of the Speaker, shall, after he is recognized by the Chair, 
proceed in. his remarks, confining himself strictly to the question 
under debate, and avoiding all personalities. 

i4th. If any member, in debate or otherwise, shall transgress 
the rules of the House, the Speaker shall, and any member may, 
call him to order; in which case, the member so called to order shall 
immediately seat himself, until permitted to explain. The decision 
of the Chair on the question of order shall be submitted to, unless 
the party appeals to the House, when a decision shall be had with- 
out debate. If the decision shall be in favor of the member, he 
shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, he shall not proceed 
without leave, and should the case require it, he shall be liable to 
the censure ofthe House. 

i6th When two or more members rise at the same time, the 
Speaker shall name the member who is first to be heard. 

16th. No member shall speak more than twice on the same ques- 
tion without leave of the House, nor more than once, until every 
member choosing to be heard shall have spoken once. 

17th, If a question be suspended, or dismissed by adjournment, 
and revived on a succeeding day, no member who shall have spo- 
ken twice on a preceding day, shall be permitted to speak again 
without leave. E. 
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18th. Whilst the Speaker is putting a question, or addressing the 
House, no one shall walk out of, or across the House; nor in Such 
case, or when a member is speaking, shall any one entertain dis- 
course, or pass between such member speaking and the Chair. 

19th, No member shall.voteon any question in the event of which 
he shall be immediately or directly interested, nor in any case when 
he was not within the bar when his name was called. 

20th. Every member who shall be within the bar when hisname 
is called, (except as above stated, on account of interest,) shall give 
his vote, unless the House, shall for special reasons excuse him, 
which reasons shall be assigned before the House divides, or before 
the call of the yeas and nays is commenced. 

21st. Upon the ayes ad noes, or upon division and count, no 
member who is not within the bar of the House shall answer or 
vote. ` i 

22nd. When, by order of the House, the Speaker has risen to 
submit a question, or when, upon the ayes and noes, the name of 
the first member upon the roll shall have been called by the Clerk, 
all debate is at an end, and no motion is in order, until the decision 
of the House is declared from the Chair. | 

93rd. No member shall absent himself from the service of the 
House, unless he have leave, or be sick and. unable to attend. 

24th. Every member shall address the Chair from his own ap- 
propriate table, and no member shall be recognized by the Speak- 
er, unless he be, when he addresses him, in his proper place. 

25th. No member shall stand at, or about the Clerk's table during 
a call of the House,—the reading of the Journal on any vote, bill, 
resolution, or other paper, unless leave be specially granted to 
by the Chair.’ 

26th. No member shall smoke tobacco within the Hall of the 
House, during the hours of session. 


ON MOTIONS. 


27th. When a question is under debate, the motion shall be “to 
adjourn,” “to lie on the table," “for the previous question," “to 
postpone indefinitely," *to strike out the enacting clause of a bill," 
“to amend," “to postpone to a day certain," or “to commit;” and 
said motions shall have precedence, in the order in which they are 
here stated. 

28th. No motion “to postpone indefinitely,” “to strike out the en- 
acting clause of a bill," “to postpone to a day certain,” or “to com- 
mit," being decided, shall again be allowed onthe same day, and at 
the same stage of a bill or proposition. 

29th. A motion “to postpone indefinitely,” or “to strike out the en- 
acting clause of a bill,” if carried, is equivalent to a rejection. 

30th. A motion “to adjourn” is always in order. That anda 
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motion “for the previous question,” and a motion “to lie on the ta- 
ble," shall be decided without debate. 

31st. The previous question precludes all amendments and fur- 
ther debate, and demands the sense and will of the House upon the 
main question, that is, on the bill or proposition in the shape in 
which it stood before the House when the debate commenced, or 
when the last motion to amend was submitted. It shall only be ad- 
mitted when demanded by a majority of the members present. 

32nd. No motion on a subject differing from that under consid- 
eration, shall be admitted under color of amendment. - 

83rd. When a motion has been made and carried in the affirma- 
tive or negative, it shall be in order for any member voting with the 
majority, to move for a reconsideration thdkeof, at any time the same 
day, or the two next succeeding days; and no motion to reconsider 
shall be in order thereafter;—and the Clerk shall transmit to the 
Senate, no bill or resolution, until the time allowed for moving a re- 
consideration shall have expired, unless otherwise expressly or- 
dered by the House. ' . 

34th. Every motion shall be reduced to-writing, if desired by 
the Speaker or a member. 

35th. After a motion is stated from the Chair or read by the 
Clerk, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the House, but it 
may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before a decision or 
amendment. ` 

86th. Any member may move for the division of a question, and 
it shall be divided, if it comprehends questions so distinct, that one 
Pins taken away, the rest may stand entire for the decision of the 
onse, 

37th. A motion “to strike out and insert," shall be divisible. 

38th. When a motion is made to refer or commit, and different 
Committees are proposed, the question shall be taken in the folldw- 
ing order: — The Committee of the whole, a Standing Committee, 
a Select Committee. 

39th. Motions and reports may be committed at the pleasure of 
the House.

When the House shall consider a bill or resolution as in 
Committee of the Whole, the rules of proceeding in the House so far 
as the same are applicable, shall be observed, except that the a 
and Noes shall never be called for, and no previous question can 
then be put, and every member may speak asoften as he pleases; 
provided that no member shall speak twice to a question until every 
member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


OF BILLS AND ACTS. 


62nd. Any member may, on motion and leave, introduce a bill, 
and all bills shall be despatched in order as they were introduced, 
less when the House shall direct otherwise. 

63rd. All acts and resolutions ordered tobe engrossed shall be 
executed in a fair hand. 

64th. No amendment by way of rider shall be received to a bill 
on its third reading. 


RESCINDING OR SUSPENDING RULES. 


65th. Nostanding rule or order of the House shall be rescinded 
without one day's notice being given of the motion thereof; nor shall 
any rule be suspended except by a vote of atleast two thirds of the 
members present. 

66th- All resolutions shall be read and lie on the table one day, 
unless the House shall otherwise expressly allow. 

67th. Petitions, memorials, and other papers addressed to the 
consideration of the House, shall be presented by the Speaker or 
by a member in his place, and a brief statement of the contents of 
such petition, memorialor paper, shall be endorsed on the back 
thereof. 

68th. In filling up blanks the longest time and the largest sum 
shall be first put. 

69th. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to number all bills, either 
reperted by Committees, orintroduced by individual members in 
the order of time in which they were reported, or introduced; and 
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bills passed on one day: shall invariably stand asthe order of the 
- day forthe succeeding day, unless specially ordered otherwise by the 
. House and bills of an older member shall have priority over bills 
of a younger member in their passage, unless specially otherwise 
directed by the House. 

-YOth. Bills from the Senate shall have priority of action ever bills 
of the House, containing the same substance or subject matter of 
Legislation, when delivered to the House before final action of the 
House upon such bill containing the same matter or substance.
